Ce travail de recherche porte sur le parcours des femmes de « l’Etat de 
SOKOTO », leur place et leur rôle dans la littérature africaine d’expression 
arabe.

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Abstract 


This Study aims to identify the level of stressors in their three axes and 
their relationship to the level of resilience of teachers in one of Mount Leb- 
anon's private schools in light of the distance learning process imposed by 
the Corona pandemic 35 .male and female teachers answered the question- 
naire consisting of two measures .The first is a scale for Stress factors and it 
is divided into three axes :The first axis deals with the changes occurring in 
the educational system ,the second axis deals with the material and physical 
working conditions ,and the third axis deals with the behavior and level of 
learners .The second measure relates to the HER Hardiness-resilience scale of 
psychological resilience with its three components :self-efficacy ,hardiness, 
and optimism .The results showed that the level of Stressors among teachers 
is an average of .(2.83) The same is true for the first axis which came with 
a rate of (2.89) and an average level of (2.8) in each of the second and third 
axes .The study showed a high level of psychological resilience with an av- 
erage ,(4) high self-efficacy with a rate of ,(3.81) optimism ,(4.08) and har- 
diness and development .(4.38) The study has shown the existence of a mod- 
erate negative correlation between the Stress and resilience factors with the 
value of the correlation coefficient( r 0.46-) = and a $tatistically significant 
value(a=400.0)

Noora Al-Badi is a poet, who is a blend of creativity and rebellion, an 
amalgam of boldness and decision-making, who has been able to abandon 
intense reservedness to compose love poetry. As such, she is distinguished 
by loftiness, refinement and originality in all her artistic works, using a sys- 
tematic dynamic by which she has proved herself and has thus emerged 
free from the stereotypical mantle, unlocking topic areas typically barred for 
women. 


In her poem, ‘The Scale Pan’, Noora Al-Badi transcends obscure visions, 
and stands with pride and selflessness, as she touches upon the tenderest 
of feelings, challenging reality without offering any justifications. In so doing, 
she, first, remains at crossroads, hesitant and undecided: either to conjure 
up an uninformed spirit that has been kept dormant and that is unable to 
delve into unpermitted matters, or to summon her strength to stand up firm-— 
ly and defiantly, without having to concede or feel embarrassed. Al-Badi 
chooses the second: to stand in support of the members of her gender, 
candidly and openly, and with no masks on. 


To this effect, the text of the poem reflects all the mechanisms of in- 
terblending, acculturation, and artistic force, which, combined, generate a 
new epic with an open textual scheme and a distinctive cultural dimension. 
This dimension forms the identity of the text author, intact and with no reduc-— 
tion. It is a dimension that is determined by a dialectical interaction, based 
on a deep bond between the sender and the recipient, without any disguise 
or cover-up. This pays homage to the recipients’ collective memory that 
shapes their sense of belonging. Thus, the poem becomes an expression 
of transparent creativity, abandoning narrow constraints in order to express 
unequivocally the inside feelings of the soul, while, simultaneously, preserv- 
ing vivid imagery. All this is formulated in poetic contexts, that are expressed 
with highly effective sets of Vocabulary and metaphors. As a result, she has 
succeeded in presenting a powerful epic that takes the recipient to an open 
scheme of patterns, while preserving the fundamentals of authenticity, but 
in a new form.

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1-The Emergence of Intellectual Property (IP) and its 
Importance in Islamic Jurisprudence to the Modern Era

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Abstract: 


Islamic jurisprudence did not ignore the definition of intellectual property; 
this article shedbs light on the perspective of Islamic jurisprudence that estab-— 
lished controls for the protection of intellectual property rights, the recognition 
of these rights, and the requirements of the curriculum. First is the need to 
adhere to the intellectual approach of the former Islamic scholars. Second is 
when examining the so-called new facts and events, one must bear in mind 
that the Islamic Sharf'a in its broad outlines and general meanings accom- 
modates all new events and events until the Day of Resurrection. Based on 
these Sharïa rules, the jurists agree that the products of the author or the 
research or invention may be used, and that it is protected. This explains the 
subsequent step, which the writer called for (the legal adaptation of the origin 
of the authorship’s right to intellectual production). Therefore, this study of 
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the Islamic jurisprudence is a reflection of the fact that Islamic jurisprudence 
is comprehensive and comprehensible to all modern issues, including the 
intellectual property. It has a position, a treatment and a view, althougph it is 
not under the same term.

1. INTRODUCTION 


Interest in subject of intellectual property (IP) copyright and its importance 
in Islamic jurisprudence throughout history to the modern era has grown 
recently compared with earlier periods. Several studies have discussed Is- 
lam’s position on intellectual property; these studies argue that Islam, rather 
than being against the protection of IP, supports IP in various ways.(®21) His-

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torically, the relationship between Islamic law and intellectual property and 
copyright shows more confluence than conflict.(22) 


First, the classical jurists, including chief schools of Islamic jurisprudence 
figures, did not explicitly address the emergence of a patent in Islamic juris- 
prudence, based on a search of legal provisions related to moral rights 
including the patent, with the exception of what was discussed in works of 
al-Quräf (d. 684/1286) in his al-Furüq.(?? This is due to several reasons. 
First, these rights were unknown in the past centuries and did not have 
a presence in life as of today. Second, these rights have remained as a 
literary honor or scientific or artistic reputation or the result of intellectual 
effort and moral abstract for a long time. Third, there was no scientific and 
technical creativity of any financial value during this period. The emergence 
of these rights came in the modern era because of the evolution of scientific 
and industrial progress. These rights have become an international concept, 


including the United Nations and international treaties which proceeded to

Contemporary scientists discuss issues related to these 
rights. 


Second, the emergence of patent law, such as industrial property rights, 
was neither defined nor known in ancient classical legislation or legal liter- 
ature.(2) Its first appearance came because of technological and economic 
development.) as new economic interests required legislation and regula- 
tion, especially laws on industrial property rights. (826) 


The first law on the protection of inventions was in the Republic of Venice 
in 1474,827 followed by the 1623 Statute of Monopolies legislation in Great 
Britain during the reign of James I, which included concessions for own- 
ership monopoly of innovations.(?#) Using this early legislation as models, 
industrial property legislation in its modern form began at the end of the 
eighteenth century, with US law in 1790 and French law in 1791.62 Several 
international conventions were then held, including the Paris Convention in 
1883, which concerned the protection of industrial property in all its aspects, 
including the patent. (530) 


In Arab countries that were subject to Ottoman rule, Ottoman law applied 
on the protection of inventions. The first law in this regard was initiated in 
1879. When this law was repealed in Arab countries as they broke away 
from the Ottoman dynasty after the First World War, these countries put in 
place their own special legislation.(31) For example, Iraq initiated a law in

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1935 to protect patent rights for industrial designs; the law was amended in 
1950 and replaced by patent law of 1970.

In Egypt, a special intellectual 
property law was enacted in 1939, followed in 1949 by a law specifically for 
patents and industrial designs.) These early efforts helped to popularize 
other laws on industrial property, including patent laws, during the increasing 
innovation and invention movement. (534) 


Il. REALITY OF THE COPYRIGHT AND THE SHARTA’S INTEREST IN IT 


Ibn Khaldün (d. 808/1406), in his Muqaddima/lntroduction, "Fasl fr al-Ma- 
qäsid al-lati yanbaghi l‘timädahä fi al-Ta’lif”, listed seven purposes of 
copyright: (35) 


1. To devise science subject matter hereof and the division of its chapters, 
and keep track of its issues or derive its issues and to allow scholars to 
search the material. The scholar should be keen to deliver his/her findings/ 
results to others for the benefit of later generations or interested individuals. 
In the case of the usül/origin of jurisprudence, al-Shäfi‘ï (d. 204/820) dis- 
cussed in his work al-Risäla first the verbal evidence al-Adilah al-Shar‘iyya 
al-lafziyyah (legislative) and summarized it, then the Hanaff jurists and de- 
rived from the issue of analogy/al-qiyäs and relied upon it, and thus jurists 
after them benefited from that method from that point forward. 


2. To provide a more understandable or alternative approach or method- 
ology for classical jurists’ works, so as to enlighten others who might have- 
found earlier interpretations difficult to understand. It is a reasonable and 
necessary process to reflect on classical works. 


3. To provide needed commentary upon ambiguous discussion in the pop- 
ular works of earlier scholars. Later scholars who provide this commentary 
dedicate their intellectual efforts to providing clear proof and reflection in 
order to avoid any further doubt or misinterpretation. They are keen to deliv- 
er to their successors manuscript clarification of the original works, abridg- 
ments, or commentaries. 


4. To update subjects and works with material or information essential for

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the current time and beyond. The role of the present scholars is to provide 
what is lacking in older works, given new needs and discoveries. (536) 


5. To arrange or organize older works to make each issue in each chapter 
or section more accessible. À good example of this is the work al-Mu- 
dawinna of Sahnün, Abü al-Sa‘ïd ‘Abd al-Salläm al-Tükhï (d. 240/854),6%7 
and Ibn al-Qässim, ‘Abd al-Rahmän al-‘Atqï (d. 191/806), who reflected 
upon the work of Mälik ibn Anas (d. 179/795).6%#) Many works of classical 
jurisprudence were not organized and were scattered in different sections. 
For example, lbn Abü Zayd al-Qirawänrs (d. 386/996), work Mukhtasar 
al-Mudawanah remained a reliable source for later MälikPs jurist and others 
as a substitute for al-Mudawanah. (65°) 


6. To collect and organize scientific matters dispersed in the chapters 
of works from other sciences, in a manner appropriate for and related 
to the needs of interested scholars. From the field of rhetoric, ‘Abd al- 
Qädir al-Jurjänt (d. 471/1078),6* and Abü Ya‘qüb Yüsuf al-Sakäkï (d. 
626/1229),61) worked on very different aspects of grammar, and al-Jähiz, 
Abü ‘Uthmän ‘Umrü (d. 255/868), collected many issues from their works 
in his work al-Bayän wal-Tabyin,6#) alerting other scholars to this science 
as well as affecting other sciences. Later scholars focused their research in 
this specific field, which became the origin of the field of rhetoric, in which 
Arabic scholars advanced and excelled.

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7. To summarize, combine, and make concise repeated or redundant 
works, as long as it does not impede the intention of the original author. 


Ibn Khaldün concluded these purposes of copyright in the chapter: 


These purposes should be adopted for authorship and observance; other 
than that it is not needed, and an error from the serious to be its behavior 
in the eyes of the wise, such as impersonation of the above to other com- 
binations that attributes to himself with some changing the content or from 
its origin form and words, or giving priority to the latter over the classical, 
or delete what is needed in the art, or what does not need it, or switches 
between right and wrong, or comes with something lacks benefit. This is the 
case of ignorance and distortion.(5#3) 


The right of authorship is a moral right or the rights of innovation, and the 
intellectual property of the authors and editors was not organized in ac- 
cordance with legislative body in the Arab and Muslim world until recently. 
Therefore, the provisions in the literary property are issued based on the 
rules of justice, although the United Nations issued the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights on December 10, 1948, and stipulated in the twen- 
ty-seventh article that everyone has the right to protection of the moral and 
material interests resulting from any scientific, literary or artistic endeavor. 
The Treaty on the International Bern to protect copyright concluded in 1886, 
and then was amended several times, most recently in Stockholm in 1967. 
The body UNESCO organized an international agreement on copyright in 
Geneva on September 6, 1952.61) 


In short, copyright means that the author is given the right to keep the fruits 
of intellectual effort, the proportion of one’s effort, and the retention of the 
financial benefit that can be obtained from publication and circulation. 


IT. JURISPRUDENTIAL PROVISIONS PERTAINING TO INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY RIGHT 


The issue of intellectual property right emerged as a result of scientific 
development, where a debate occurred among modern scholars whether 
any particular Qur’änic verse, Sunna, or ijmä‘/consensus or sort of ijtinäd/ 
classical jurisprudence efforts regarding this issue took place. There are two 
views on this. 


The first view is not to be regarded as copyright, and few contemporary

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scholars favor that approach, such as Sheikh Taqï al-Din Nabhant in his 
work Muqgadamt al-Distür al-lslämï, focusing on a lack of financial return.(#) 
They relied on the following: 


A. The consideration of this right could lead to limiting the work of scien- 
tific authors from printing and trading only in exchange for financial reward, 
and this is considered concealment of knowledge, which is forbidden by the 
Sharï' a, as the Qur’änic verse reads: 


Verily, those who conceal the clear proofs, evidences and the guidance, 
which We have sent down, after We have made it clear for the people in 
the Book, they are the ones cursed by Allah and cursed by the cursers. Q. 
2: 159. 


From the above verse, these scholars derived their position in reflecting 
upon the concealed knowledge, but to prevent people from benefiting from 
the author’s findings, including reading and written commentary by schol- 
ars in the field and publication. Nevertheless, one who reserves the right 
to print does not prevent anyone from reading the book nor his studies nor 
education, so does not prevent sale and trade, but it prevents that which is 
marked by the other without permission, to earn the profit; it is not that of 
concealment of knowledge. (56) 


B. The knowledge is an act pleasing to Allah and obedience, not as trade, 
or industry, and an act of worship may not get a financial reward in per- 
formance, and therefore the world must act in this knowledge taken for the 
instruction free of charge, and the nation should cover the living expensive 
of these scholars from the house treasury/bayt al-mäl.(547 


These scholars responded to this approach by saying this act in not Is— 
lamic, since the later generation of jurists permitted the acceptance of wages 
of the act of worshiping such as the ritual obligation and the teaching of the 
holy Qur‘än.6#8) 


C. To keep the printing rights will narrow the spread of the book publica- 
tion, though if each one had the right to print and publish the book, it will 
spread more widely, and with broader and more comprehensive benefits.

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And these scholars in favor of this approach responded to this by saying 
that this guide is reversed if we look at from the other side; if the innovators 
are denied their right, which signifies their material desires for their innova- 
tions, they may fail to make efforts for the sake of new inventions when they 
see that their previous invention does not generate much profit. (54) 


The intent of the adoption of these rights is to encourage invention and 
creativity, in order to know who is making an effort and will benefit from it, 
and would be protected from those who are trying to take the fruit of their 
innovations and thinking, and exploitation by rivals.(550) 


The second view is regarded as right of copyright , such as a group of 
contemporary scholars, including Sheikh Mustafà al-Zarqä, and Muhammed 
‘Uthman Shabir, Muhammed Fathi al-Dirini, and Muhammed Sa‘id al-Butti, 
Wahba Zuhayli, and Muhammed Taqï ‘Uthmän, and a group of Indian sub- 
continent scho;ars, such as: Sheikh Fath Muhammed al-Lukünï, and Sheikh 
Mufti Muhammed Kifäyatullah, and Sheikh Nizämuddin, and Sheikh Abdul 
Rahim al-Läjaburi. Also, other scholars adopt a similar view of the right of 
copyright, such as Imäd al-Din Khalil, Wahab Ghäwi, and Abdul Hamid 
Tahmäz and others.(551) 


The above scholars quoted their evidence from the following: According to 
the opinion of majority of jurists (i.e., Mälikis, Shäfi‘is and Hanbalis), 65? any 
benefits of funds, such as of moral things, and it is no doubt that the produc- 
tion of gold represents human benefits, may be legally deemed to be a ma- 
terial netting.(65) It is not called money unless it encompasses the benefits, 
without alternative to it. Therefore, it is not adequate to sell it without it, since 
the Sharïa in the approval of the lease ruled that the benefit exists in itself,

a. tis the majority of scholars’ opinions that the benefits should be a sum 
of money because it fits with the custom of people and their transactions, 
and because the benefits are intended objects, not soul’s selves, either 
house, land or reward. Since this sum of money is of no benefit nor harm in 
itself, but it is required in order to get the intended, for example the house 
where you live, the land you cultivate, and the dress you wore. Thus, the 
benefits are found in a wide range of the people’s custom in their markets 
and financial transactions, the buildings constructed for the people to live 
in, as well as hotels and shops in the markets, vehicles, the establishment 
of railways, and ships. These are intended to exploit the replacement of its 
benefits, and because the Islamic legislations authorized within marriage to 
be beneficial dowry, as if the male’s home is habitable, for example, it is 
true that it is known that the origin of the dowry is a sum of money to have 
as the Qur’änic verse in term of census the taboo of women, which reads: 


Also (forbidden are) women already married, except those (captives and 
slaves) whom your right hands possess. Thus has Allah ordained for you. All 
others are lawful, provided you seek (them in marriage) with Mahr (bridal 
money given by the husband to his wife at the time of marriage) from your 
property, desiring chastity, not committing illegal sexual intercourse, so with 
those of whom you have enjoyed sexual relations, give them their Mahr as 
prescribed; but if after a Mahr is prescribed, you agree mutually (to give 
more), there is no sin on you. Surely, Allah is Ever AII-Knowing, AII-Wise. 
Q, 4: 24, 


Thus, the benefit is money. 


b. That the general custom was to be regarded as copyright-authored 
and creativity. Compensation endorsed the author, and awarded it. It is 
not properly subject to exchange and lawful gain for several awarded him 
compensation and gained taboo. It is well known that the general custom is 
originally from the usül of the al-adilah/evidence if it does not contradict with 
the legitimate text or out of the general usl in the Islamic Sharï‘a. According 
to Wahbi Zuhayli, there is no doubt that copyright has become recognized in 
the laws and customs, and that the printing or photocopying without official 
permission is injustice of the copyright and an act of aggression on the right 
of the author, and the person who does that usually escapes responsibility, 
and does not dare to confess of his/her unlawful act. It is suggested that

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the violators of the copyright committed injustice and subject to compensate 
the author. Moreover, Muslims are obligated and responsible to look after 
people’s rights, under the auspices of the rights and the fuffillment of the 
Covenant.(5) 


According to al-Dirini, the innovation right is an established custom, where 
he says: ‘the right of innovation originating in custom and al-maslaha 
al-mursalah/consideration of public interest relating to the private right firstly, 
and secondiy the general right, because the adoption of the legislator right, 
but be a virtue, and the rule is derived from the sources of legislation from 
which custom and interest derived from.”(656) 


Moreover, this is the issue of copyright of contemporary applied issues 
on the origin of the custom. The custom is one of the essential things in 
the financial or fiscal measure for long that this people relationship desir- 
able and its beneficiary, or for people are not engaged in before. So — no 
doubt — this is a renewed through the ages and different places. Many of the 
things — such as copyright —- were not legislated in the ancient time or even 
known, but some of the classical literatures found have proven experience or 
scientific discovery those benefits in the field of medicine, industry, and ag- 
riculture. People funded it and paid for it, and sometimes we see the benefit 
is trivial and of no value, and in other places rise to the rank of pride and 
preciousness. Moreover, public and private practice in the financial defini- 
tion are the same; and this al-Bukhärï indicated in his work Kashf al-Asrar, 
that people could be funded in whole or part. This is because the custom of 
finance is from the custom which refers to the application of general provi- 
sions.(657 Mental creativity is the origin of the physical means such as cars, 
airplanes, computers, machines, radios and other things that have financial 
status, which must be regarded as financial status.655) 


IV. THE PATENT RIGHT 


The invention and authorship are both mental creativity, thus, their provi- 
sions were as one. The patent has been defined as an official grant support-

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ed by the special administrative authority competent to those who requested 
it via formal and certain objective conditions. The patent included description 
of the invention, and was awarded to the beneficiaries and their successors 
for a certain period offering protection from lawsuit and fraud. This right is a 
license to exploit the invention covered by a patent issued unless otherwise 
ruled by a court.67) 


First, the inventor is granted the right to exploit his/her invention, and the 
exploitation is extended to the heirs after his/her death, and then the right 
drops. Moreover, it comes into a public wealth phase, and this period in 
many Arab and Muslim countries, such as the Iraqi patent law, is fifteen 
years starting from the date of the patent application. Second, the inventor 
has the right for a patent to be attributed to him/her issued on behalf of the 
their employer.(660) 


In terms of the inventor’s right in the Sharf'a (Islamic law), this right is 
one of the special rights of their respective owners and becomes the right of 
the patent in the contemporary custom of a financial value. Moreover, this 
right is one of the rights protected legally, but their owners hold the right to 
dispose of, and this right must not be assaulted. This right might be derived 
from the rule of al-masälih al-mursalah/public interest, and the core of this 
interest is the protection of this right in order to encourage invention and 
creativity. In order to educate people/inventors who dedicated his mental 
energy in making such patent his best in the invention that in that regard to 
monopoly, and would be protected from those who are trying to take the fruit 
of this innovation and his thinking, and became subject for completions to 
exploit.(61) al-Zarqä’, in his al-Madkhal al-Fiqhi al-‘Am, indicated that it 
is more likely to call this type (innovation rights), because the name (literary 
rights) is narrowly incompatible with many members of this type, such as the 
competence of trademarks, innovative industrial tools and commercial craft 
titles , which is not related to literature and intellectual production. In terms 
of the right to innovation, includes literary rights, such as the author’s right 
to exploit his/her book, the journalist in the privilege of his newspaper, the 
artist in his artistic effect of the fine arts, and the industrial and commercial 
rights that they now call industrial property, the inventor of the machine, a

The scholars who defined the literary property as intellectual, commercial, 
industrial, intellectual, including al-Sanhüri in his al-Wasit fr Sharh al-Qänün 
al-Madani,663) al-Zuhailf in his Huqüq al-insän fit al-Islam,(664 Shandqjiti, in 
his Dirasah Shar‘iyyah li Aham al-‘Uqüd al-Mäliyyah al-Mustahdathah,665) 
Qurah Däghi, in his work Buhüth fi figh al-Mu‘amalät al-Mäliyyah al- 
Mu‘äsirah,666) and Säliïh ibn ‘Abdullah, in his al-Jämi‘ frFigh al-Nawazil.667) 
The human right is in the scientific, literary, artistic, technical and commercial 
production to benefit from its fruits and its material and moral effects, free- 
dom to dispose of it, to relinquish it and to invest it, such as the author’s right 
to authorship, the translator in translation, the publisher of copyright, and the 
inventor of the drawings and maps, and the inventor in the invention, and 
access to it, and gave the States the right to register, and obtain a patent, or 
a special certificate. The common denominator among all these rights is that 
they are intellectual rights, they are the product of mind and innovation, and 
therefore they are called: Considerable Intellectual Property first. 


And who defines it as the right to scientific production, he said: The right 
of production, the right to creativity, the right to innovation, the intellectual 
right, the right to scientific production, the moral right, the artistic right, the 
moral right and the right to invention are all similar or identical in definition 
and governance. And the term (the right of scientific production) combines 
all of this. The right of scientific production is defined as: the appropriation of 
the efficiency of the financial or moral benefit resulting from his specialized 
ability in the event of his life and his successor after him.665) 


The nature of the intellectual property, or innovation rights, as of the above 
mentioned rights have emerged in these late ages due to the development 
of modern civil societies, economic and cultural life. They have been recog- 
nized by modern laws and modern systems as legitimate legal authorities for

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persons on intangible material objects, classified by some jurists as an inde- 
pendent type of Financial rights, because of their characteristics, distinguish 
them from rights in kind and personal, because their place is immaterial.66%) 


The issue of the term in general can only be understood within the frame- 
work of the civilizational system, to which it ends, and it is of the utmost 
importance in our Islamic civilizations, but it is one of its most precise ques- 
tions.(70) If one ask: Why? The answer is: The Muslim jurists did not decide 
the jurisprudential issues on the basis of general theories and the conse- 
quent statement of the issues that branch out in line with the modern laws 
prevailing in this era, where they were interested in the fatwa (a learned legal 
opinion produced by a mufti/ jurisconsult) and classification of questions and 
particles and branches, so it is not wrong to say that the Muslim jurists they 
knew that stealing the efforts of others was felony, and that respect for rea- 
son and science was in an interesting place without discussing these issues 
under the title of copyright protection — as we know it today. 


Therefore, we do not doubt that certain partial facts that occurred during 
the era of the Prophet Muhammed and he had a statement or warning or 
guidance related to the protection of these rights directly or indirectly (like 
the concepts related to this right which we dealt with immediately). Perhaps 
this is part of the understanding of the general rule that Islam is valid and 
comprehensive for all transactions at all times and places. The truth of those 
who say: “| am never wrong if | confirm that any new topic on contemporary 
human life has in one way or another an origin in the book or Sunnah or the 
facts of the righteous ancestor”.(71) Thus, we conclude that the right of the 
individual to authorship and innovation, which is dealt with in modern positive 
jurisprudence under the banner of the right of individual property, is legally 
protected on the basis of the concepts already dealt with and on the basis 
of the sources of legislation such as the consideration of interest.(72 Suffice

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it to say that the protection of this right is tantamount to bringing interest to 
the author and paying the spoiler of an aggressor to this interest, which is 
required by law. 


From the perspective of justice, the innovator or the author has made a 
great effort in the preparation of the work or innovator, and therefore is the 
most entitled to it, whether the material aspect is the material benefit desired 
by the work, or the moral aspect is the proportion of work to him, then to his/ 
her heirs. Accordingly, the right to imitate the inventor or to reprint or copy 
the copyright is an attack on intellectual property and theft of wrongdoing. It 
arranges the right of compensation for the infringed author and the destruc- 
tion or confiscation of printed copies. This protection is part of Shari‘a law 
in the sphere of protection of personal rights, since these rights are consid- 
ered a benefit which, in the view of the majority of non-Hanafi scholars, is 
money,6”3) if things and objects are intended for their own benefit and not 
for their own purposes, as indicated by ‘1zz al-Dih ibn ‘Abd al-Salläm (d. 
660/1262).67# Even the late Hanaffs scholars have clearly stated the ben- 
efits of unlawiul arbitrariness ensuring in three things: money is established 
as waqf (endowment), the orphan’s money, and the money intended for 
exploitation. They also stated that the benefits are money provided to guar- 
antee by contracts so apply by unlawiul arbitrariness. There is no doubt that 
the author when he published his book means two things, the dissemination 
of science, and the author investment. (575) 


V. PROTECTION OF INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY IN ISLAM 


Considering the means taken by the countries of the world in general, and 
European and North American in particular, toward the protection of intel- 
lectual rights, and the convening of the global conferences and conventions, 
and regulations and laws, have all the countries of the world achieved the 
desired protection of these types of intellectual property? 


Those who observe what is happening in the world markets, in some pub-

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lishing houses, and in industries and shops notice the rampant assault on 
intellectual rights, material greed, false arguments and falsehoods through 
literary, intellectual, and scientific thefts of many scientific, commercial and 
scientific works. This includes the imitation of goods, trademarks, and lo- 
gos. These counterfeits are often not discovered until after a time, or after 
a length of reflection and realization, because of the great similarity — or 
sometimes the apparent perfect match - between the original product and 
the imitated product in terms of form, mark, or name. 


In the area of authorship and publication, there are complete reproduc- 
tions of many works of original authors, with false attribution, and through 
them -— sometimes — imitators receive promotions and scientific certificates. 
In addition are commercial editions of many works, without reference to 
their original owners, or the publishing houses competent to publish them. 
These are robberies, thefts contradictory to scientific and academic integrity, 
working to eliminate intellectual, literary, and artistic production. Countries of 
the world have sought the greatest possible protection of intellectual rights, 
imposed sanctions and regulations governing them, attributed works to their 
owners, protected them from greedy attacks and robberies, but still failed, 
or at least failed to reach the intended level of intellectual, moral and artistic 
protection of these rights.(576) 


As for the tolerant Islamic law/Sharï a, it has taken an important educa- 
tional view of this field, linking the issue to faith in God Almighty, the punish-— 
ment of others, honesty and the awakening of the living Muslim conscience. 
The report of the punishment of the other is a deterrent, and the fraudulent 
statement and cheating are contrary to religion and ethics and honesty, as 
found in many of the directives of Islamic law and orders. The Qur’änic 
verse reads: 


O you who believe! Betray not Allah and His Messenger, nor betray know-— 
ingly your Amänät (things entrusted to you, and all the duties which Allah 
has ordained for you). Q. 8: 27

Human rights are part of the Islamic religion. They are based on the belief 
in God Almighty, fear of the punishment and discontent of his punishment, 
and the readiness for the hereafter, where the just reward and the pun- 
ishment of separation among the servants are not yet reached by human 
systems and man-made laws. Therefore, the first foundation that must be 
relied upon in the case of the protection of intellectual property, literary and 
artistic rights (and rights in general) is to link them to the basis of faith in God 
Almighty, and on the hereaïfter. 


And the Book (one’s Record) will be placed (in the right hand for a believer 
in the Oneness of Allah, and in the left hand for a disbeliever in the Oneness 
of Allah), and you will see the Mujrimün (criminals, polytheists, sinners, etc.), 
fearful of that which is (recorded) therein. They will say: “Woe to us! What 
sort of Book is this that leaves neither a small thing nor a big thing, but has 
recorded it with numbers!” And they will find all that they did, placed before 
them, and your Lord treats no one with injustice. Q. 18: 49. 


In the awakening of conscience and sense of responsibility and honesty 
in the hearts of worshipers, there is no doubt that those who believe in God 
Almighty and the Last Day, and who have true faith, know that the basis of 
the protection of the rights of worshipers in Islam stems from faith in God 
Almighty, piety and honesty, and will respond to the calls of faith and beware 
of assault. The second important foundation for the protection of intellectual 
property is the assertion that violating intellectual rights and wasting them 
on their owners is considered to be a taboo in Islam, because it is included 
in the aspect of cheating, deceit, deception, fraud, lying and theft, harming 
others, and all forbidden things in Islam, and some are numbered among 
the fatal sins.(78) 


The Islamic Declaration of Human Rights has taken into consideration this 
progress of civilization. The world’s countries and customs are currently 
working on the protection of intellectual property in recognition of the efforts

various fields.67? Therefore, the Declaration has provided for the legitimate 
ruling on intellectual property, and specifically charged the Islamic countries 
with protection and care, and that it bears the burden of responsibility in 
implementing this in various jurisdictions: judicial, executive and legislative. (580) 
Article 16 of the Declaration includes the following: 


Everyone has the right to benefit from the fruits of his scientific, literary, 
artistic or technical production and has the right to the protection of his moral 
and financial interests, provided that such production is not contrary to the 
provisions of the law.G81) 


Money is respectable in the view of Islam, as a condition for the protec- 
tion of intellectual property: it is not be prohibited, as are destructive books, 
images of spirits, and so on, which in the view of Islam have no value and 
deserve no consideration.G82 This is originally taken from the definition of 
money in the terminology of jurists, as they stated that it has a material value 
among the people, and may be used legitimately in case of capacity and 
selection. 


In Islamic law/Sharïa, it is permissible to use benefits and rights that have 
value among the people, but Shara considers as nonexistence/hadar in- 
valid value and prohibits using it in the case of capacity and choice, such as 
wine, pork, dead meat, and forbidden entertainment. Intellectual property is 
linked to the thought that is the essence of human life, which is linked to the 
behavior of all human beings, and is linked to the mind, which is one of the 
five necessities; the rules of legitimacy require the preservation of rights to 
their owners, but it is one of the high legitimate purposes, namely, religion, 
self, money, presentation, and mind. Scientists are allowed to exercise this 
right — the right of intellectual property - based on these rules, and the pres-

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ervation of these rights to their owners.G653) 


Muslims have known since ancient times the origins of the principle of 
the preservation of intellectual rights and protection, although this term was 
not known as it is in the modern time. Scholars have stated the scientific 
integrity in the field of science, and attributed it to its origin (ie. authors), 
through documenting the texts by attribution, and this is reflected in the great 
heritage of Islam in the books of the Sunnan and their impact, subject to the 
science of criticism and praise/‘ilm al-jarh wal ta‘dil in terms accepted and 
in response to the attribution documented in its precise standards codified in 
modern science. Those who are familiar with the Islamic classical literature, 
especially, can testify to the hardship classical scholars went through in their 
works, exposed to suffering, so that if they cited a quotation from a text that 
was suspected of being offensive, defamatory, of a spell, or distortion, they 
rendered the text as is, noted by saying: as | found it, which is corrected, for 
example, his right correctness, etc.(81) 


The scholars of Islam also stipulated the methods of endurance and per- 
formance in the narration of the Hadith/report, events news, literary forms 
that communicate a sunna of the Prophet Muhammed, and the conditions of 
narration of the hadith. They also demonstrated the falsehood and deceit, 
especially in the field of science, and transmission, and attributed it to its 
original place and source, which was known as the “piracy of books,” with a 
warning about this conduct and the practice of the theft of information and 
books, and impersonation, and the disclosure of the horrors and ugliness. 
AII this indicates the attention of scholars of Islam to this matter, and the 
intensity of their warnings.655) 


Muslims know the system as follows: the perpetuation (deposit), meaning 
putting a deposit copy of the work in public libraries or archives, to retain a 
set thereof, or to retain it as proof of the proportion of the work to its author,

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and to publish the work or publication date.6#%) The largest center for book 
perpetuation and deposit in Islam at the time, Där al-‘lIm/house of know- 
eldge in Baghdad, was built by the Buaihi Minister, Säbür ibn Ardashir in 
Baghdad in 382/092.6#7) It was a wonderful monument, with a great reputa- 
tion, visited by scholars, scientists, writers, and poets from all of the Islamic 
regions, to benefits from its contents. (58) 


Human rights in Islam are legitimate principles and the basic pillars upon 
which society is based. They are not only constitutional rights no intellectual 
products, but are a product of intellect that represent a stage in the evolution 
of the human mind.68 They are not just natural rights, as expressed by the 
experts of positive law. In the view of Islam, religious duties are protected 
by legislative and executive guarantees, not commandments called states 
to respect and recognize without a guarantor.(6%) They are linked to faith in 
God Almighty, and piety, obligated to be observed by the individual and so- 
ciety in all scope and limits of responsibility, through which a society is raised 
up. Maintenance is a performance of a legitimate duty, and negligence is a 
failure to perform this duty.(521) 


While Sharï'a/islamic law calls for the general benefit and the dissemina-

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tion of science, and the prohibition of concealment, that does not justify the 
abuse of the rights of people, but supports the general utility of individuals 
to create the rules and assets that achieve the interest and prevent dam- 
age, the most important recognition of these rights, and the organization of 
its publication, and benefits from provisions consistent with the nature and 
conditions of dealing with them. In short, this is the view of Islamic law 
on intellectual property, its position on protecting it, and the means it has 
focused on in this area, to maximize the protection of people’s rights and 
property. 


VI. Iscamic LEGITIMATE EVIDENCE THAT INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY Must BE PRo- 
TECTED 


In addition to these public means of Islamic law and the important aspects 
of protecting the rights and property of their owners, there is particular evi- 
dence of the protection of property and rights in general, and the intellectual 
property right, as discussed previously, of the ownership rights of their own- 
ers. This requires protection from abuse in the view of Islam, as the Qur’änic 
verse reads: 


And eat up not one another’s property unjustly (in any illegal way e.g. 
stealing, robbing, deceiving, etc.), nor give bribery to the rulers (judges 
before presenting your cases) that you may knowingly eat up a part of the 
property of others sinfully. Q. 2: 188. 


O you who believe! Eat not up your property among yourselves unjustly 
except it be a trade amongst you, by mutual consent. And do not kill your- 
selves (nor kill one another). Surely, Allah is Most Merciful to you. Q. 4: 29. 


In these two verses God Almighty forbade his servants to eat each other’s 
money with falsehoods and tricks, which indicates that the rights and prop- 
erty of the people are preserved in Islam: it is not permissible to attack them, 
nor take them except in the right conduct.() 


In addition to the Qur’änic verses, many authentic Prophetic traditions 
indicate the sanctity and protection of Muslims’ wealth, property, and mon- 
ey; it is not permissible to attack or eat from goods of another unlawfully.

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scientific, commercial, and industrial production, both religious and secular, 
and in return has protection from attack. Consider the prohibition in Islam of 
theft and rape, and the return of money to the owner, and punishment of the 
thief by whipping, and of the tyrant by rebuking. This is all evidence of the 
absolute protection of property in Islam, in all its forms; such is the saying 
of the Almighty: 


Cut off (from the wrist joint) the (right) hand of the thief, male or female, 
as a recompense for that which they committed, a punishment by way of 
example from Allah. And Allah is AlI-Powerful, AII-Wise. Q. 5: 38. 


The rules stipulated by the scholars in this regard include the following: 
(A) “No one shall take the money of anyone without a legitimate reason” .(5°*) 
(B) “No one shall act in the property of another without his permission”. (#5) 


À person who has previously invented, authored, or produced scientific 
knowledge has already been granted permission, and he who has previously 
been permitted to do so is entitled to dispose of it, use it, and take it out to 
the market in order to earn profits. All this shows that Islam recognizes in— 
tellectual property and protects it from aggression, and that whoever attacks 
it is a guarantor to its owner.6%) 


These religious texts and the directives of the Lord had a great impact on 
the life of the first generation of Muslims.(6% They competed in science and 
traveled from one place to another in search of discussion or information. 
The scientific and intellectual movement flourished in Muslim lands.(%3) They 
offered scientific and useful quotations of the civilizations of the former na- 
tions; translated the sciences of the Romans and Persians and others; were

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part of the emergence of the role of science and libraries on the borders of 
Islam and the Levant, Iraq, and Egypt; and encouraged Caliphs in science 
and research and writing, discovery and invention. Muslims have won the 
lead in scientific fields such as the Grand Mosque, the Prophet’s Mosque, 
the Umayyad Mosque in Damascus, science, astronomy, geography, med- 
icine, and industry.(6%) This was at a time when Europe was in the ages of 
ignorance and darkness, which it did not share except after its contact with 
Muslims in Andalusia and quoting from their scientific heritage and cultural 
activism.(40) And these are all fixed things, recorded history of Muslims with 
pride and glory.(1) They took advantage of what the heights they reached 
and excelled in intellectual, scientific, and industrial fields, and in invention 
and innovation, until the country became infidels. Today the Muslim nation 
is one of the richest countries in the world, given the industrial development 
and scientific progress it has achieved.(402) 


In this regard, one must realize the great difference between the directives 
of Islam in this aspect, the Muslim’s keenness to seek knowledge, his call 
for freedom of thought and to benefit from the sciences of other nations and 
their heritage, and linking this to scientific honesty and accuracy in the fields 
of news, translation, and science. When the early Muslims transferred the 
heritage of the Persians and the scientific Romans, translating it into Arabic, 
orientalists transferred the heritage of the Muslims and their sciences to for-

VII. ConcLusION 


This discussion was a brief reference to the role of the intellectual and 
scientific renaissance in development and civilization in the eras of our time. 
It is clear that Islam has endeavored to achieve the moral existence of Mus- 
lims at the highest levels, and in every age, because it recognizes that intel- 
lectual and literary innovations are the way to elevate human life culturally, 
materially and morally. We saw how scientific theories complement each 
other, in order to achieve progress and advancement in various scientific, 
social, economic, and commercial fields.(404) 


The modern era has seen the reluctance of some Islamic countries to en- 
courage science and innovation; the progress of infidel countries in scientific, 
industrial, commercial, and technical production; the monopoly of industrial, 
commercial, and technological activities; and the impact of intellectual prop- 
erty rights in the field of economy and development, and leading to the great 
wealth of many countries, institutions, companies, and individuals. 


In the field of authorship, the role of printing and publishing has increased. 
Modern printing and imaging machines have led to thousands of books, 
magazines, and other publications, generating huge profits. The value of 
a book is estimated by its readership and the benefits they gain from it, so 
publishers consider the material and financial value of the cost of printing 
and output. Publishing the book becomes a tool for capturing financial value. 
Publishing houses compete for many books, and print dozens of editions, 
and demand is still underway. 


Many publishing houses, and sometimes even individuals, have been able 
to make a big financial profit by printing, publishing, and selling books, re- 
gardless of whether they realize the scientific or utilitarian value of the pub- 
lished book. In the commercial and industrial fields (trade name, licenses, 
and innovations) during this era of global commercial and industrial renais- 
sance, and due to the increase in the volume and magnitude of trade, an 
emphasis on trade names and brands has led to the industry being con- 
trolled by only a few companies. The products and industries, to a large 
number of countries of the world, in contrast, the variety of products of one

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sex, according to descriptions and specifications, and these descriptions 
are known as the product, the more the consumer believes that the goods 
before him produced by À company known for its reputation and quality in 
the market, bought it once the company was heard, or the presence of its 
trademark on the face of the goods. 


Some consumers go to the shops and markets looking for the brand 
names they want, based on reputation and industrial quality, and will pay 
large amounts, even though the market of alternatives is cheaper is able to 
meet their needs. This has a clear and tangible impact on the prosperity of 
the economy of many international companies and different countries. There 
is high demand for the purchase of products from Japan, for example, while 
many of counterfeit goods, or goods issued by other companies or countries, 
do not know have the same reputation and do not receive a fair chance of 
purchase. On the other hand, commercial products which are famous for 
their quality are high in price, yet are in demand, which has an effect on 
the increasing wealth of the countries exporting these products and goods. 
However, alternative commodities are much lower in price, yet they are not 
popular in the markets or with consumers. 


AIl these things have led many manufacturers to exploit the names 
of well-known people to promote their products in the name of those well- 
known companies. The markets are full of goods and counterfeit products, 
forcing many countries and governments to impose laws and regulations for 
trade names, governments, registeration of patents, and preventing mer- 
chants from using registered names and trademarks. 


No one denies the role of intellectual property and its impact on the eco- 
nomic renaissance experienced by the whole world, and one simple exam- 
ple can prove this. Computers, software, mobile devices, and accessories 
whet appetite of consumers, with competition from traders and international 
companies for issuance of the new. Consumers will pay high prices for the 
newest model, as companies encourage consumers to buy and replace and 
to consume new products from the markets. 


Many countries have realized this pioneering effect of intellectual products 
and innovations. They have signed agreements and contracts with interna- 
tional companies for manufacture or assembly, such as electrical products 
that have been assembled or manufactured in China or Taiwan but were 
originally brands of Japanese or American companies, for example. Rea- 
sons for this include that these companies may not have been encouraged 
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to produce in the country of origin, or the country may impose high taxes, or 
mandated to limit production, or the costs of production, tools, and materials 
in the country cost more than the profits of its own. 


AI this requires states to strive to protect the intellectual rights of their 
owners from tampering, theft, and fraud; to encourage them to produce 
and manufacture at home; and to grant them the necessary privileges and 
facilities, because the protection of the intellectual rights of their owners 
encourages research, investigation, innovation, invention, and production, 
and revitalizes scientists and thinkers to publish the results of their studies, 
efforts, and discoveries, leading to the progress of nations in the field of 
science, in contrast to the abandonment of these rights and lack of care and 
conservation, which leaves negative effects in the minds of scientists, think-— 
ers, and researchers, and paralyzes the scientific and intellectual movement 
of society. 


The most important purposes of the recognition of these rights and rec- 
ognition of the law, are to offer protection from abusers and aggression; to 
give attribution to owners; and to encourage invention and creativity and sci- 
entific activity, protecting innovators from exploitation. This undoubtedly has 
a great and clear impact on the promotion of innovation and invention, the 
development of scientific progress, and the activity of companies and indus- 
trial, commercial, scientific, creative, and scientific institutions in increasing 
production in various fields, and competition in these fields, thus enriching 
the Islamic economy.(#15) 


It is necessary to focus on the impact of religious and moral concerns, 
awakening the human conscience and a sense of responsibility and honesty 
towards the money and rights of others, and that preserving them is above 
all religion and sacrifice and obedience to God Almighty, and that com- 
promise and encroachment in Islam is fraud, Stealing and eating people’s 
money and their rights in vain, God said:

INFODEMIC

ABSTRACT: 


One of the main challenges of the (COVID-19) coronavirus pandemic was 
the unprecedented challenges to the health systems all over the globe; an- 
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other pandemic has become viral and epidemiologic, and that is infodemic. 
What made the situation even worse is the fact that when information is 
rapidly changing, myths, rumors and misinformation empowered the surge 
of numerous hoaxes and misinformation, regarding origins, outcomes, pre- 
vention and cure of the disease .That wild spread of false information over 
the Internet and social media, together with the fabricated material published 
in unknown and unauthorized sites, was a very fundamental challenging el- 
ement in the basic activities used in the virus battle. The current pandemic 
and the measures taken to address it, on a global scale, are unprecedented 
since it is the first time throughout human history that the whole world is de- 
pending on the social media platforms as the key foundation for the dissem- 
ination of information. Apparently, this phenomenon also sparkled a great 
deal of research efforts more than ever before devoted to the detection of 
fake news and the spread of misinformation activities, which were spreading 
xenophobia and panic. This study is capable of increasing our knowledge 
regarding misinformation during the current pandemic. 


The approaches to studying and investigating the phenomenon were var- 
ied in social and public media, as well as in economic, political, medical, and 
religious based construal and understanding. One of the main core objec- 
tives of this paper is focusing on the Islamic methodology applied in clearing 
up and dealing with rumors. The paper’s approach will be digging deep in 
the Islamic history in an attempt to highlight the Islamic plan of the tackling 
the problem of infomdemics, with a reflection to similar cases in the Islamic 
history in order to draw lessons and build solid generalizations.

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Introduction: 


As the COVID-19 (coronavirus disease 20190 pandemic continuess to 
occupy the headlines in today’s news stories and world media coverage, 
highlighting the significant challenges for the health system all over the 
globe, that outbreak has affected the lives of global citizens across 221 
countries), Another pandemic has become viral and prominent; that is 
infodemic as it was labeled by the World Health Organization; other sources 
called it “Parallel Pandemic”{#7. “We’re not just battling the virus,” said WHO 
Director-General Tedros Adhanom Ghebreyesus. “We’re also battling the 
trolls and conspiracy theorists that push misinformation and undermine the 
outbreak response.” 


One of the defining characteristics of this pandemic has been the massive 
spread of misinformation. The term, infodemic, had been used to outline 
the risk(s) of misinformation occurrences. The whole world was desperately 
trying to control the disease outbreak since it could even speed up the ep- 
idemic process by influencing and crumbling social response(##). This info- 
demic had fueled the surge of countless rumors, frauds, and misinformation, 
regarding the origins, outcomes, prevention, and cure of the disease). In

A striking particularity of this crisis is the coincidence of not 
only the rapid speed of the virus itself, but also the information — and mis-— 
information about the outbreak, and thus, the panic that it created among 
the public... “The pandemic of social media panic travels faster than the

The internet has become the greatest source of health information world- 
wide due to the use of a huge number of mobile devices and easy and low- 
cost connectivity with the internet across the world. The extensive develop- 
ment of the pandemic disease has challenged researchers all over the world; 
it is a scientific fact that the infectious diseases had killed more people than 
any other cause throughout history. Some of these investigators are working 
to invent its cure while others are applying computing technologies to stop its 
spread by analyzing and identifying patterns for prediction and forecasting. 


The epidemic outbreak of the rumors’ phenomenon had triggered much 
panic around the world because of the inaccurate figures and excessive 
number of multi-form rumors distributed, especially through the social media 
due to lack of awareness by the said social networks may have proved to be 
far more frightening than the virus itself 411). Governmental official bodies, 
as well as the well-established mass media platforms, health care organiza- 
tion, community-based organizations, and other important news providers, 
tried to form strategic partnerships and launch common podiums for dis- 
seminating authentic public health messages .As the pandemic evolves, the 
need to report relevant information to frontline providers remained crucial. 
The stream of important information from multiple sources was constant and 
always changing. 


With all the criticism and blame of the role played by a considered number 
of the social media platforms, several studies and observations have indi-

essential health-related information to the global community. This high- 
lights that the social media had raised the challenges that health authorities 
had faced in delivering accurate information to the public, in precedence to 
the proliferation of misinformation and the need for new strategies to build 
awareness against future infodemics(2?). In this regard, it is important to 
point out the differences between these two terms: misinformation and stig- 
ma. While misinformation or rumors distribution are the distinctive form of 
improvised news, the social stigma is a process of separating, stereotyping, 
labelling and discriminating individuals(41). 


Despite the widespread misinformation, social media also played an ef- 
fective part in stopping the spread of misinformation since social media is a 
community institution and dominant factors that can positively influence the 
people’s behavior towards the virus and the misinformation. Although social 
media platforms have introduced false information checking systems, some 
many posts and claims are still false and need more consideration(#11, 


Imposing lockdown and social distancing has disrupted the daily life of 
nearly everybody in the globe and called for new and creative ways to make 
sense of the situation and adapt to it. In this context, social media became 
more influential for connecting and linking with the world around us, sharing 
experiences and generating new ways of understanding the experience of 
others{1$) That paved the way for the rumors and misinformation to become 
easily distributed worldwide during the crisis. 


The spread of false information on the Internet and the social media, 
together with the fabricated information published in unknown and unau- 


thorized sites, was a very fundamental and real challenging element in the

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groundwork activities for the battle against the virus. It is worth mentioning 
here that the number of papers devoted to detecting fake news is ever 
growing. For instance, on the Google Academy website, upon request “fake 
news detection” in 2020, we will see much more research than ever before 
devoted to the detection of fake news.(16). That could highlight the amount 
of concern and consideration paid in order to understand and evaluate that 
problematic outbreak. Social media platforms such as YouTube, Twitter 
and Facebook provided an unstoppable direct access to an unprecedented 
amount of content and surely intensified the spread of rumors and doubtful 
information. 


As early as 1944, a study by Robert h. Knapp, entitled “The psychology 
of rumor”, published in public Opinion Quarterly, introduced a taxonomy of 
three types of rumors: (a) “pipe-dream” rumors: rumors that lead to wishful 
thinking, (b) “bogy” rumors: dread rumors that increase anxiety or fear, and 
(c) “wedge-driving” rumors: those that generate hatred417. The covid19 
case has proved that these three types of rumors are frequently used and 
adopted. 


THE INFODEMIC PHENOMENON: 


The inexpensive access to the internet along with the presence of a sig- 
nificant number of users has made the social media one of the easiest and 
effective methods for disseminating information. Throughout the COVID-19 
crisis, the response of people was a greater search for information related to 
the coronavirus outbreak. Social media platforms have played both positive 
and negative roles during the pandemic (Google has analyzed the billions 
of search requests it processes every day and has identified the terms that 
have had the highest spike this year compared to 2019. Unsurprisingly, 
“coronavirus” topped the overall list).F1# Social media has become a helpful 
tool for individuals to communicate with friends and families during quar- 
antine periods to minimize the negative effect of isolation, which has been

Observers, expert and recent research findings made it clear that there are 
multiple factors that have elevated the risk and contributed to the fast spread 
of the Corona virus. Unsolicited rumors and social stigma are believed to 
have formed barriers and played negative role in reducing the effectiveness 
prevention of the disease. Research findings have confirmed that rumors, 
and social stigma, “might have fueled the risk and rapid spread of COVID- 
1920), One of the reliable recently published studies’ findings showed that 
“..credibility evaluation of misinformation strongly predicts the COVID- 19 
individual responses, with positive influences, and some religious misinfor- 
mation beliefs, as well as conspiracy philosophies, and general misinforma- 
tion beliefs, come next and influence negatively. The findings and general 
recommendations will help the public, in general, to be cautious about misin— 
formation, and the respective authority of a country, in particular, for initiating 
proper safety measures about disastrous misinformation to protect the public 
health from being exploited”(#21). 


International bodies and organizations, such as World Health Organiza- 
tion, and other public health organizations had been engaging in a severe 
full-scale battle against the infodemic dispersal in all forms of expounding 
activities, such as conducting campaigns against misinformation activities, 
working together with social media platforms, and regularly providing ev- 
idence-based information to the public through press releases; however, 
the spread of misinformation worldwide had remained flourishing. It is worth 
highlighting in this regard that ‘misinformation’ is described as “any false 
information shared unconsciously (without having sound knowledge of its 
authenticity and without any purpose to harm anyone) while ‘disinformation” 
is any false information that is consciously shared to harm others”(42), ac-

Social media platforms were flooded with examples of “news” and “tales” 
and claims of finding the cure for the disease through using inconvenient 
traditional and unreliable medicine (treatment), such as cow urine and dung 
(China). Such practices may drive people to erroneous treatment and pre- 
vent them from looking for appropriate health guidance and attaining evi- 
denced-based medical suggestions and treatment, thus potentially, costing 
lives(#23), 


“Conspiracy in the Time of Corona: Automatic detection of Covid-19 Con- 
spiracy Theories in Social Media and the News” was the title of a reliable 
study which examined the spread and limitation of the long-term social and 
economic ramifications of the pandemic(##). Among the stories currently cir- 
culating are ones suggesting that the 5G network activates the virus, that 
the pandemic is a hoax perpetrated by a global cabal, that the virus is a 
bio-weapon released deliberately by the Chinese, or that Bill Gates is using 
it as cover to launch a global surveillance regime. 


Scientific research findings indicated that people who are living in quar- 
antine, isolation, or at risk of an infectious disease outbreak are more likely 
to experience psychosocial stress and adverse health outcomes, which may 
provoke their interest in learning more about the disease. However, such 
situations require assurance complemented by a flow of correct information. 
This need has been acknowledged by the World Health Organization, which 
has partnered with several social media platforms and seven major tech 
companies—namely, Facebook, Google, Linkedin, Microsoft, Reddit, Twitter, 
and YouTube—that agreed to stamp out fraud and misinformation, and to 
promote critical updates from healthcare agencies(#). 


The feeling of Depression and Despair was one of the many outcomes of

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rumors spreading and affecting all sides of our lives. More than 264 million 
people suffer from depression(#). Depression can cause the infected indi- 
viduals to suffer greatly in their everyday life, and it mainly affects their daily 
routine activities, such as studying, working and household chores whereas 
the severe level of depression can lead to suicide. Around 800 000 people 
commit suicide every year where suicide is identified as the second leading 
cause of death among young people aged 15-29 years, according to World 
Health Organization (WHO). 


The unprecedented case of this epidemic shows the critical impact of this 
new information environment. The information spreading can strongly influ- 
ence people’s behavior and alter the effectiveness of the countermeasures 
deployed by governments(47. While some may be quick to dismiss these 
stories as having little impact on real-world behavior, recent events showed 
uncontrolled reactions, including the destruction of property, racially fueled 
attacks (against Asian Americans as an example), and demonstrations es- 
pousing resistance to public health orders revoke such conclusions. 

EXAMPLES OF THE RUMORS SPREAD IN THE SOCIAL MEDIA: 


1. Drinking water, or hot tea with salt, and eating soap, ... were recorded, 
as home-remeldies that were suggested as cure to Covid-19. 


2. À more unusual rumor documented was the spread of the belief that 
animal waste can be used to cure the virus. 


3. Many social media accounts fueled conspiracy theories about COVID-19 
as a biological weapon. 


4. Common rumors went viral in August “Insisted” that Africans cannot be 
affected by the virus (the race game). 


5. The origin of Covid-19 - The belief that the virus was manufactured 
by (certain) foreign powers in order to kill a huge number of the “earth 
population” was the most common bioweapon conspiracy. 


6. Among rumors relating to transmission, the belief that Covid-19 is trans-— 
mitted by those who have poor personal hygiene was mentioned most

7. The most common transmission rumor expressed the belief that animals 
can spread the virus. 


8. The conviction that the government is exaggerating the risk of the vi- 
rus to support their own political agenda was the most popular reason 
people gave for believing that Covid-19 does not pose a credible health 
risk. Elisa Granato was one of two people injected in Oxford, England, 
for the first human trial in Europe of a potential vaccine. Rumors swept 
social media that she had died, but Ms Granato and the British govern- 
ment debunked the news. The link to the fake story was posted on some 
Facebook group pages that opposed vaccination. “lm very much alive, 
thank you,” the microbiologist said in a video posted by the BBC. “l’m 
having a cup of tea”(28), 


9. Bats and fish are specifically mentioned animals, which are believed to 
be spreading Covid-19. 


10. In terms of specific groups of people believed to be transmitting the virus, 
white people, Chinese people, and Congolese refugees were explicitly 
mentioned. 


11. CNN has anticipated a rumor about the possible lock—-down of Lombardy 
(a region in northern Italy) to prevent pandemics, publishing the news 
hours before the official communication from the Italian Prime Minis— 
ter. As a result, people overcrowded trains and airports to escape from 
Lombardy toward the southern regions before the lock-down was put in 
place, disrupting the government initiative aimed to contain the epidem-— 
ics and potentially increasing contagion(#°). 


12. Other type of stories and rumors had come up with cultural, religious and 
conservative approach, to form theories on the origins of Covid-19 as a 
punishment from God and that it signals the end times. This category 
of rumors are the core discussion in the coming sections of our study. 

THE ISLAMIC APPROACH: 


It is rather commonly believed that during the stressful life events, adver- 
sities, and worries, religion offers a source of relief as a means for coping

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with uncertainty. Religious coping involves relying on one’s faith, not only 
for refuge and comfort but also for possible explanations. Empirical evidence 
suggests that during tragic events, much emphasis is placed on prayer, 
scripture readings, and closeness to God as the way out of the crisis(#30), 
Congregational prayers are an indispensable part of Islamic practices. Per- 
formance of obligatory prayers in congregation is compulsory and mandatory 
for every Muslim adult male who has no excuse for not doing so. However, 
doing so during a pandemic can help in the spread of the COVID-19. Mus- 
lims look up to the Holy Qur’an and the teachings of the Prophet (PBUH) 
(Hadiths) for guidance under all the circumstances(#1). 


Lies, suspicion, backbiting, slander, gossip and rumors(? are totally alien 
to the Islamic teachings. In fact, these acts are considered amongst the 
most destructive and unacceptable as major sins. That is because these 
acts could seed enmity, discord among the Muslim Ummah (nation) and 
lead to its destruction. Such acts cause hobstiliies among people of the 
same household, neighbors, friends and relatives .The indisputable words 
of the Holy Quran made that so clear: “O you who believe! If a Faasiq 
(liar —- malicious person) comes to you with any news, verify it, lest you 
should harm people in ignorance, and afterwards you become regretful 
for what you have done.” (49:6) 


Such instructions and teachings should be observed not only among Mus- 
lims but also with all mankind, and that should be one of sincerity and re- 
sponsibility. It should be one where respect for the honor, reputation and

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privacy of others is observed. Backbiting, attaching labels, insulting one 
another by nicknames, spreading rumors and suspicions about others are 
despicable acts in the sight of Allah. The following verses are very strong on 
this issue :“O you who believe! Let not a group scoff at another group, it 
may be that the latter are better than the former; nor let (some) women 
scoff at other women, it may be that latter are better than the former, 
nor defame one another, nor insult one another by nicknames. How 
bad is it, to insult one’s brother after having Faith. And whosoever 
does not repent (tauba), then such are indeed the wrongdoers (Zaali- 
meen)" (49:11) 


Namima refers to mentioning someone’s words to others in order to ruin 
their pleasant relationships. However, it is not limited to speech and includes 
writing and making gestures as well. The person who mentions someone’s 
words to another in order to ruin their friendly relationships is called “Nam- 
mam”. In some cases, namima is accompanied with disclosing a person’s 
secrets, slander, hypocrisy, envy, lying or backbiting. “O you who believe! 
If a Fasiq (liar — evil person) comes to you with any news, verify it, 
lest you should harm people in ignorance, and afterwards you become 
regretful for what you have done.” (49:6). 


Muslims should always verify and weight the news received. Lying is the 
root cause behind the existence of rumor; therefore, those who know that the 
news come from a lying person should stop and verify it before spreading it 
to others. Any action undertaken on the news of a liar without any verifica- 
tion will definitely cause an action that a Muslim would regret in future(#). 


HANDLING THE “PANDEMIC” IN ACCORDENCE TO THE ISLAMIC 
SOURCES: 


Pandemics are not exceptional in the history of humanity. There have 
been several documented pandemics; among those was the plague pan- 
demic in the mid fourteenth century, also known as, ‘the Black Death’ that 
led to a demographic decline in both the Muslim and Christian countries. 
While pandemics are primarily medical problems, history has shown that 
the responses were influenced by religion, belief systems as well as cultural 
values.(434)

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Muslims view any form of affliction including disease pandemic, as a test 
from Allah that promises great rewards to those who face them with patience 
and submission. Muslims acknowledge that the ongoing disease pandemic 
is from Allah as mentioned in the holy Quran:’Who has created death and 
life that He may test you which of you is best in deed.” (67:2). 

A very striking example from a reliable historic reference recorded that 
Claiph Umar Ibn Khatab’s gave a real pioneer response to dealing with the 
disease pandemic when he declared that measures reflected a balance ap- 
proached and has set an important precedent for the following Muslims gen- 
erations. He had indicated that the disease epidemic was a clear mafsadah, 
which needed to be banned through any permissible means. His balanced 
approach had set an example for other leaders to follow scientifically to the 
latest medical advancement when managing pandemics. 

Osama bin zaid (one of the prophet’s companions) narrates that Prophet 
Mohammed said: “If you hear of an outbreak of plague in a land, do not 
enter it, but if the plague outbreaks out in a place while you are in it, do 
not leave that place.” (AÏ-Bukhari). Again, in the noble hadith, the Prophet 
Mohammed said: “God did not bring down a disease (or did not create a 
disease) but he sent down, or created a medicine for him” (AI-Bukhari). 
Islam warns Muslims, and all of the humankind that the treatment proceeds 
from preserving the soul, body and mind. 

The Prophet did not underestimate dealing with the pandemics, nor did he 
panic but rather ordered the Muslim to be cautious and to deal practically 
with the pandemic. He stressed that preventing it is better than mourning 
and crying over the spilled milk as the pandemic is an enemy of man. AI 
human beings are to put an end to it and confront it by all available scientific 
means, so that it does not spread and move from one place to another as the 
Prophet of Islam commanded(##). No doubt, one of the most difficult shocks 
that the Muslim Ummah faced in the contemporary time is the banning of 
Friday prayer, which is the only Muslim prayer that has to be performed in 
a mosque. Banning Friday prayers on a global scale has not occurred since 
the time of Prophet Muhammad. An early debate in Muslim circles around 
coronavirus has been a theological one. However, these experiences have 
at least provided us with some perspectives on how Muslims value life and 
react in the most dignified manner amidst the pandemic chaos. Current

THE INCIDENT OF “IFK” AND LESSONS FROM SURAH AN-NUR 


The Ifk story ( Æëÿ1 Eux) is famously narrated in all sources of Seerah 
(the life biography of Mohammed) and Islamic history. The story is cited in 
all the reliable Islamic sources although some differences could be noticed. 
That would make the incident and the outcome of its reflections one of the 
strongest lessons drawn from the seerah. Scholars of the past and present 
have striven to extrapolate points of benefit from it since there are many 
important lessons to be learned from the incident. 


Upon returning from the Battle of Banu I-Mustaliq, the Prophet decided to 
take camp and to rest because it was night. In the early morning, ‘A’ishah 
(the prophet’s wife) went away to answer the call of nature when the cara- 
van was resting in that place, but she lost her necklace and began searching 
for it. Meanwhile, the army who were not aware of her absence moved on 
and took her howdaj (Camel) with them thinking that she is inside it. 


When Aisha returned, she found the place empty, so she became worried 
and started crying. She stayed there until a person called Safwan b. Mu’ attal 
arrived, and let her got on his camel and took her to the caravan. 


After the caravan arrived in Medina, Aisha became sick. When she was 
in her bed, she noticed the prophet’s change of manner toward herself and 
found that some rumors(#7) had been spreading about her and Safwan. 
These rumors caused real pain and sadness to her. 


The incident led to both a domestic crisis within the household of Prophet 
Muhammad (PBUH) and a larger crisis that affected the Ummah of Muslims 
at the time. After a short while, The revelation (Wa‘hi) of these verses of 
the Quran cleared the matter and introduced some Clear-Cut Guidance of 
the Quran in Case of Slander and Rumor introducing significant teachings 
in dealing with such case.. The revelation vindicated her stand and proved 
her innocence. “Indeed, those who have come (to you) with the wicked

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slander (against the mother of the believers) are a band (of hypocrites) 
among you. Do not consider it evil for you. But, rather, it is good for 
you. Each one of them shall be charged with the sin he has earned. 
Moreover, whoever of them took upon himself the greater part of 
(spreading) it, for him there shall be a great torment (in the Hereafter). 
If only when you (first) heard it (uttered), the believing men and the 
believing women (among you) thought good of (the believers among) 
themselves, and said: This is clearly wicked slander!.And if only they 
(who uttered the slander) had produced, (under obligation from you 
believers,) four witnesses (to attest) to it! But since they could not 
produce any witnesses, it is these, in the sight of Allah, who are (to 
have been adjudged as) the liars (in this matter). (Quran 24:11-12-13) 


The verses of the Qur’an stipulate that adulterers must receive public 
punishment, an equally harsh penalty awaits those who level accusations 
against innocent victims without supporting these allegations with the tes- 
timony of four eyewitnesses. Not only do they receive physical punishment 
for spreading such lies and rumors, they must also be ostracized in their 
communities and are not allowed to give testimony in court. 


The Qur’anic approach to the Ifik incident showed a clear use of angry 
and intimidating language to pronounce those who contribute to this form of 
explicit digression from good morals and condemns those who want shame- 
lessness to pervade Muslim communities. To whom Allah promises painful 
punishment in this world and the day after, considering their behavior as an 
increased filthiness and evil is likened to walking in the footsteps of shaytan. 


Allah said that this is a test of our iman and stipulates that we must im- 
mediately deny such rumors and not let ourselves become fertile ground 
for exaggerating unfounded allegations. It is haram not to give people the 
benefit of the doubt.(#35) 


Legal differences between personal opinion and defamation: There are 
some significant differences in defamation law between stating an opin- 
ion and defaming someone. Saying, “I think Adam is annoying” is an opinion 
and is something that cannot ever really be empirically proven true or false. 
Saying “! think Adam (just a name) stole a car” is still an opinion but implies 
that the person committed a crime. If the accusation is untrue, then it will 
defame that person. This is why the news media should be aware of using

MUSLIMS INNER PHILOSOPHICAL DEBATE: 


Similar to argument that was heated among other religion groups, some 
Muslims argue that coronavirus was created by God to warn and punish 
humanity for consumerism, destruction of the environment and personal ex- 
cesses. This means fighting the pandemic is futile, and people should rely 
(tawakkul) on God to protect the righteous. As Mehmet Ozalp, Associate 
Professor in Islamic Studies, Charles Sturt University, explained that the 
vast maijority of Muslims counter this fatalistic approach by arguing that 
while the emergence of the virus was not in human control, the spread of 
disease certainly ist), They remind us that Prophet Muhammad advised a 
man who did not tie his camel because he trusted in God: “tie the camel 
first and then trust in God”. Prophet Muhammad sought medical treatment 
and encouraged his followers to seek medical treatment, saying “God has 
not made a disease without appointing a remedy for it...”. Furthermore, the 
Prophet advised on quarantine: “If you hear of an outbreak of plague in 
a land, do not enter it; if the plague outbreaks out in a place while you 
are in it, do not leave that place”.( Sahih Bukhari —- Volume 7, Book 71, 
Number 582) 


Therefore, Allah has forbidden the Muslim community to spread the false- 
hood in the society as stated in the Qur’an: “When you received it with 
your tongues and said with your mouths that of which you had no 
knowledge and thought it was insignificant while it was, in the sight of 
Allah, tremendous” (AI-Nur: 15). 


This is done by tracking the source of the rumor, punishing its inventors 
and holding them accountable because dealing with the source of rumors 
and exposing it could serve as the first step to stop the responses to rumors. 
Therefore, it is necessary to expose the hypocrites who invented the false- 
hood. The Almighty Allah said, “Indeed, those who came with falsehood

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are a group among you. Do not think it bad for you; rather it is good 
for you. For every person among them is what [punishment] he has 
earned from the sin, and he who took upon himself the greater portion 
thereof -— for him is a great punishment” (AI-Nur: 11). 


The Almighty Allah has warned those who repeat false rumors and thought 
that they are not committing an insignificant issue, but it is tremendous in the 
sight of Allah. On the other hand, the Almighty Allah has warned those who 
seek to spread atrocity in the Muslim community. He promised them pun- 
ishment in this world and the Hereafter. The Almighty Allah said, “Indeed, 
those who like that immorality should be spread [or publicized] among 
those who have believed will have a painful punishment in this world 
and the Hereafter. And Allah knows and you do not know” (AI-Nur: 19). 


ISLAMOPHOBIA REVIVAL .. COVID19 VERSION: 


The Coronavirus crisis has sparked online hate speech targeted Muslims 
and triggered an influx of Islamophobic fake news on social media sites. 
A research study carried out by Imran Awan, Professor of Criminology at 
Birmingham City University and Roxana Khan-Williams, found that Islam- 
ophobic online ‘Cyber Hubs’ were being formed which linked Muslims to the 
spread of COVID-19, spread anti-Muslim memes and shared fake news 
stories. The findings have been published in a report entitled, ‘Coronavirus, 
fear and how Islamophobia spreads on social media that provided a snap- 
shot of the extent of the situation. 


Analyzing posts across Facebook, Twitter and Telegram, as well as con- 
tent commonly shared across WhatsApp groups showed a significant num 
ber of users across the platforms shared content portraying Muslims as a 
key contributor to the spread of the pandemic. 


Some fake news theories shared online were: 
Mosques are responsible for the spread of COVID-19. 
2. Muslims are super-spreaders of the coronavirus. 


Police give favorable treatment to Muslims out of fear of being accused 
of racism. 


4. Muslims are not observing social distancing rules. 


Fake news spread online included images of people attending Mosques 
which were taken weeks before the UK introduced lockdown measures and 
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false claims of Mosques refusing to close(#1), 


And another example from India, that was in March 2020, certain networks 
of disinformation had led to entrenched rumors that Muslims were’inten-— 
tionally” infecting Hindus through a range of behaviors. As a result, sev- 
eral spaces-residential settlements and hospitals for instance — illegally 
and unconstitutionally denied entry and service to Muslims, resulting in fur- 
ther unnecessary deaths. In another incident in early March, after a wave 
of coronavirus cases struck a Muslim congregation in India, the hashtag 
#CoronaJihad went viral on Indian Twitter, and Islamophobic messages be- 
gan to surge on social media. In one case, a false video showed purport- 
edly Muslim men licking plates—-allegedly to spread the novel coronavirus 
(COVID-19). In reality, these men belonged to a community that strongly 
discourages wasting food. No one knows who crafted these false messages 
or why, but anti-Muslim attacks increased after their releaset42). 


Other biased reactions were recorded. They showed actions of discrim-— 
ination against other dogmatic groups. During the early stages of the virus 
spreading from Wuhan, China, mainland Chinese tourists were the main 
targets of hate speech of social media platforms in many countries, even in 
the surrounding Asian countries. There were claims about peculiar eating 
habits and other forms of hate speech that were flooding social media and 
short-messaging platforms ,particularly Facebook and WhatsApp. This can 
be attributed as the first wave of hate speech in Asia. The swift move of 
collective nationalistic hate speech took a turn towards a more inward-look- 
ing domesticated version of ethnically driven hate speech amongst the three 
dominant races originating from the west of Malaysia(#3). 


DISCUSION and RECOMMENDATIONS: 
It is universally approved that Corona virus is a threatening respiratory

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sickness, causing various diseases and harmful sequences. The prolifera- 
tion of misinformation on social media platforms is faster than the spread of 
Corona Virus Disease (COVID-19) itself. Although the World Health Orga- 
nization and other concerned bodies were warning regarding misinforma- 
tion, myths and rumors are highly prevalent all over the world. According to 
international laws, the extraordinary situation requires extraordinary mea- 
sures that mean many fundamental rights, including access to information, 
freedom of opinion, and freedom to impart the information and restrict the 
media resources to spread correct information regarding Covid-19. For this 
purpose, healthcare organizations and individuals are equally obligated to 
spread correct information and government resources to counteract against 
the impacts of misinformation(##),. 


One of the media and communication facts of our time is that the amount 
of information is huge, and it is often difficult to distinguish dependable news 
and rational interpretations from unreliable information. In this regard, the 
issue of detecting rumors and fake news and countering their spread is a 
challenge. 


The enormous number of research work and extensive amount of cited 
studies are all calling for firm action against the widespread misinformation. 
Many scientific papers and research institutes have demanded implementing 
cybercrime laws or initiating cybercrime services at the governmental level to 
remove malicious content and misinformation related to the COVID-19 out- 
break from social media and to regulate and prevent rumors from circulating 
and provoking social stigma. 


SPREADING FACTS, NOT FEAR was the aim of the communication ef- 
forts in the fight against coronavirus in Lebanon, which has focused on con- 
tributing to reducing misinformation by providing the communities, schools, 
health centers and the public with vital information around the symptoms, 
transmission, and prevention of COVID-19. 


In our region, all governments in the Middle East have declared that they 
will have zero tolerance for rumor mongers amid the coronavirus pandemic, 
warning people of prosecution and hefty fines if they engage in what they 
have described as “dangerous” behavior. Imprisonment of up to five years 
and a fine of around $1,200 could be imposed, according to a government 
statement carried by local Egyptian media Ahram Online. The statement 
has also called citizens to verify the authenticity of news they see on social

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media platforms — usually a hotbed for viral, misleading content.(4#) Author- 
ities in the UAE earlier warned residents against spreading fake information 
online, saying that violators will face jail sentences from three years to life 
in prison, in addition to a fine of up to $816,000 .The UAE Ministry of Inte- 
rior said that rumors, such as exaggerating the number of infections in the 
country could trigger fear and panic, and only relevant health authorities are 
allowed to give official numbers. Other Arab governments confirmed some 
similar declarations and statements. 


Finally, the real challenge for all of us now is how we can unite efforts to 
reduce the negative effects of rumors spread as that may prevent abolishing 
the incalculable efforts made. 


Here are some of the recommendations approved by scientifically accred- 
ited research papers and conferences proceedings in order to win the battle 
against the infodemic: 


1. People should be cautious about misinformation and seek trustworthy 
sources to seek information, Keeping in sight the massive amount of 
fabrications circulating in the air. 


2. In healthcare settings, it is essential to formulate and sustain a rigorous 
policy for averting social stigma and people’s negative attitudes towards 
healthcare workers. Authorities need to involve healthcare workers who 
have experienced stigma related to COVID-19 in developing such a 
policy(4#6). 


3. The mass media, health care organizations, community-based organi- 
zations, and other important stakeholders should build strategic partner- 
ships and launch common platforms in disseminating authentic public 
health messages. 


4. Advanced technologies like natural language processing or data mining 
approaches should be applied in detection and removal online content 
with no scientific basis from all social media platforms. 


5. Those involved with the spread of rumors should be brought to justice.

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effective role in stopping the spread of misinformation since social media 
is a community institution and dominant factors that can positively influ-— 
ence the people’s behavior towards the virus spread and misinformation. 


Although social media platforms have introduced false information check- 
ing system, still some many posts and claims are false and need more 
consideration. 


Social media corporations, with the help of governments, may need to 
Strengthen their measures to identify and remove rumors and misinfor- 
mation. 


Gossip and rumors are not only diminishing the mental health status, 
but also may be interfering with the processes of diagnosis, prevention, 
and treatment of COVID-19. Therefore, the government and the health 
should consider planning strategies for coping with fake news during 
similar crisis authorities. 


More research work should be conducted to identify the association of 
social media and COVID-19-related stress. Also, it is recommended 
that health authorities be more active in social media, especially during 
the outbreak of diseases to disseminate accurate information and factual 
news as many scientific references confirmed. 


. Convicting for case reporting and raising awareness may prevent health-— 
care workers from issuing warning messages of the signs and symptoms 
of new and emerging infectious diseases in the future, and can potential- 
ly act as a barrier to undertaking speedy control measures for preventing 
large-scale outbreaks. 


Studies and research works confirmed that rumors and stigma related to 
COVID-19 are very likely to contribute in weakening the global efforts to 
prevent the transmission of the disease. Otherwise, it may be difficult to 
stop the spread of the related rumors and social stigma, and subsequently,

This article studies the discursive strategies employed by Biden in his 
Victory Speech, in order to reveal notions of power distribution and rep- 
resentation. The aim of the present article is to examine whether there is 
power distribution and representation between Biden and his audience, or 
there is power imbalance. To achieve this purpose, the researcher adopts 
an interdisciplinary approach. The researcher utilizes a selection of discur- 
sive strategies proposed by Reisigl, M. and Wodak, R. (2009) for analysing 
political discourse, eclectic rhetorical devices adopted from Randolph Quirk 
(1982) (atd. in Schiffrin 2005) for uncovering communicative aspects be- 
tween speaker and audience in a political speech, in addition to using nega- 
tion and nominalization according to Hodge and Kress (1996), for conveying 
agency and embedded notions of power struggle. 


Key terms: Power, Victory Speech, Distribution, Ideology, Representation, 
Discursive. 
Introduction 


A text is a reflection of the society which produced it, of the events hap- 
pening at a specific time, and the people that are involved in it. The notion 
of the people involved in the text include the speaker or the writer of the 
text and its consumers, i.e. the readers or the listeners. Thus, a text can 
either be written or spoken, where spoken means a speech. In this case, the 
audience are the listeners or the people watching the person delivering the 
speech. Nowadays, with the advancement of technology and social media, it 
is easy to listen, read, or ‘view’ the speech. Online news platforms provide 
the user with up-to-date news and events from all over the globe. Hence, 
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with the existence of online platforms and sites of famous news broadcasting 
stations, nothing can be concealed, except what lurks ‘inside’ what is being 
reported or delivered, whether news or political speeches. 


Accordingly, a text or a speech includes particular messages to the lis— 
teners and viewers, i.e. the audience, which embed the speaker’s political 
attitude, ideology, and assumption. As such, a text functions as ideology 
vehicle that transmits a specific belief to whomever reads and consumes it. 
Fairclough (1995a) states that the analyst can unfold an ideology in a text 
by doing two things: first, analysing the text itself through utilizing specialised 
analytical tools, and second, by analysing what is absent from the text itself. 
These are two effective ways to reveal hidden ideologies in the context of 
a text. Moreover, Wodak (2006) believes that if ideologies run deep in the 
context of a text, and are traced back to historical underpinnings, then such 
ideologies must be reconstructed, formulated, and exposed. Accordingly, “.… 
if belief systems are cognitively and emotionally deeply embedded and also 
have historical roots, a change of frames...should be more than a superficial 
change of language...” (Wodak, 2006, p.183). 


Since ideology is embedded in language and language is linked to society, 
social change, and social members, it follows that one of the tools employed 
in order to analyze language in society is Critical Discourse Analysis (CDA). 
According to Fairclough (1995), CDA analyzes language, the content, con- 
text of situation, and the social relations existing in a text in order to reveal 
particular ideologies. Specifically, Fairclough’s (1995) third level of his Three 
Dimensional Framework, which is ‘discourse as a social practice’ is im— 
portant in uncovering the embedded socio-cultural and power structures. In 
addition, the ideologies uncovered in texts reveal aspects of power struggle 
and dominance. Such aspects are constructed in a text through language 
structures, specific discourses, and discursive strategies which are used by 
the speaker or the writer of the text. Thus, such elements are adopted to 
express political ideologies. Therefore, CDA makes the implicit explicit. That 
is, what is implicit to the writer or the speaker, is exposed and made crystal 
clear by the analyst. 


Furthermore, there are particular notions which are used in order to 
pinpoint the representation and the distribution of power and control such 
as negation as well as nominalization. An aspect which is important in the 
issue of power representation is power distribution which takes place through 
eclectic language use. Distribution means the relative distribution of particu— 
lar syntactic selections which carries the political amplifications. An example 
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from Stubbs (1996) on the distribution of ergative forms illustrates this point. 
Ergatives are verbs that: 


Can be transitive or intransitive and which allow the same nominal ground 
and the same object group in intransitive classes and as subjects in intran- 
sitive classes: 


Several firms have closed their factories 
Factories have been closed, 
Factories have closed (p. 133) 


Accordingly, the important point is that ergatives have agentive and 
non-agentive uses. This allows ergatives to be used differentially, depend- 
ing on the ideological goals of the text. 


Negation use is also of significance when it comes to representation 
issues of power and control. Negation includes different types of strategy 
words under its heading. Such types portray the use of the various options 
available to politicians, for example, which allow them to articulate some 
contrastive alternatives to what they are uttering; an example of this would 
be statements such as: | agree with you but, .…., that is a fair point, never- 
theless.., | see your point, yet....Accordingly, forms such as well, but, yet, 
nevertheless, etc. are normally referred to as discourse markers. Hence 
according to Wilson (1993) (qtd. in Tannen 2005), the function of the dis- 
course markers is differential where it is used in marking of ideological con- 
trasts. Moreover, ‘and’ in political debates may be used for either planned 
coordination (x y, and Z) or unplanned coordination (x and y and z). Thus, 
in political terms, unplanned coordination is used where one wishes the 
elements (in a sentence) to be treated independently, whereas planned co- 
ordination treats elements as naturally linked. 


Not only is negation important in revealing power representation and dis— 
tribution, but nominalization also plays a decisive role in this matter. Nom- 
inalization, according to Hodge and Kress (1996) is viewed as transfor- 
mations. Through nominalization, actions are transformed into objects, and 
verbal processes are transformed into nouns. So, nominalization is a tool 
for representing an action or a process as a noun, in order to mystify the 
agency, causality, and the time of the process or event. As such, the actual 
identity of the actor and the affected is blurred. Therefore, the reader’s at- 
tention is directed to only what is written in the text and is drifted away from 
what goes beyond the written message.

According to Gusthini, M., Sobarna, C., and Amalia, R. M. (2018), a 
prime tool and a distinctive trait of political speeches is the use of declara- 
tion. They believe that a declarative statement is one of the most influential 
power instruments in speech manipulation. Furthermore, Risberg and Lymer 
(2020) posit that in a communicative event such as speech, the speaker 
employs commands and locution expressions in order to motivate the lis- 
tener into taking a specific action. An example of commands and locution 
expressions includes declarative statements. 


Moreover, Maatta, S.K., Puumala, E., and Ylikomi, R. (2021) state that 
since speech is communicative in the first place, it has an impact on the so- 
cial, cultural, and political representation of one’s life. Accordingly, a speech 
must be analysed in terms of the means of its expression, i.e. ‘what’ and 
‘how’ it is expressed. Maatta, S. K. et al. believe that a speech must also 
be analysed in terms of ideology, social context, the speaker’s role, as well 
as the ideas it expresses, whether they are expressed directly or indirectly. 


Thus, the linguistic choices for representing the world are central issues 
in political discourse, especially political speeches, but so are issues of 
power representation and distribution. Utterances within the context of the 
political message operate within historical frameworks and are linked to other 
related utterances and/or texts. In addition, single lexical items or phrases 
are of essence in the discussion of political discourse. Therefore, there ex- 
ists a repertoire of collocational relationships when embarking on individual 
lexical items or phrases, because these relationships are significant in the 
issues of power and control. Accordingly, they can produce and draw upon 
ideological configurations in confirming or reconfirming a particular way of 
manipulating power in order to shape how the world is presented. Through 
power representation and distribution, the view of the world in the eyes of 
the masses is shaped, regulated, and controlled. 


Literature Review 


This literature review presents some of what has been written in the 
field of analyzing political speeches, especially the Victory Speeches of three 
American presidents, namely Joe Biden, Donald Trump, and Barack Obama. 
Many researchers tackle political speeches from various perspectives. Some 
researchers analyze the interpersonal language metafunction, others con- 
duct a critical discourse analysis in order to examine the Theme and the 
thematic progression patterns, whereas other researchers conduct an anal- 
ysis of the emotional appeals in the political speech. Also, some researchers 
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analyze the communicative techniques employed in the political speech. 
Furthermore, during the search for information concerning this section of 
the article, the researcher came across only one research paper which in- 
cluded an analysis of Joe Biden’s Victory Speech, because his presidency 
is considered a recent event, where the researcher adopted the Systemic 
Functional Linguistic (SFL) theory in conducting the study. 


Darong (2021) analyzes Joe Biden’s Victory Speech from a System- 
ic Functional Linguistic view. The focus is on the interpersonal function of 
Biden’s speech. Darong breaks the speech into clauses in order to reveal its 
interpersonal function. The analysis conveys that Biden’s speech establish- 
es a close and an intimate relationship and distance with the listeners and 
audience. Moreover, the analysis shows that through the close relationship, 
Biden is able to exchange information with the audience as well as gain their 
support by utilizing what Darong calls “linguistics resources” (p.57) such 
as pronouns, declarative clauses, and modality. These are prime tools for 
exhibiting the interpersonal function of the speech text. Furthermore, these 
resources also portray Biden as a deliverer and a processor of information 
(p.63), who has maintained a close relationship with the audience in order 
to build the future of America. 


Firmansyah (2019), analyzes the interpersonal metafunction of Trump’s 
emotional language utilized in his campaign speeches. The emotional lan- 
guage under analysis includes emotions of fear, warmth, and humour. The 
three emotions are examined by using Wierzbicka’s (1992) theory of Pro- 
totype Scenario as well as Halliday and Matthiessen’s Systemic Functional 
Linguistics (SFL) (2004). In addition, in his analysis Firmansyah tries to 
answer the question of how emotion is communicated to Trump’s audience. 
That is, how does Trump “communicate his emotions to his audience, in 
his campaign speeches?” (p. 45). Furthermore, Firmansyah concludes his 
article by stating that mood, modality, and Appraisal Technique are decisive 
tools used by Trump in order to inform his audience and convince them of 
what he believes. Hence, such tools reveal Trump as a confident speaker 
who is sure of every information he uses in his campaign speeches and of 
his ability to manipulate the audience into consenting to everything he says. 


Zhang and Liu (2018) conduct a Critical Discourse Analysis of Trump’s 
Victory Speech. In their critical discourse analysis, they examine the Theme 
and the thematic progression pattern in order to reveal how important infor- 
mation is conveyed and emphasized. Thus, Zhang and Liu utilize Halliday’s 
concepts of Theme and Rheme so as to show how speech is developed 
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and through it, how the flow of information takes place. Accordingly, Theme 
and thematic progression patterns are important in the analysis of the struc— 
ture and meaning of discourse. Also, parallel and concentrated progression 
patterns stress the use of important information in speech. In addition, what 
helps in the development of speech is the conscious and crossed progres- 
sion pattern. Hence, Zhang and Liu conclude by stressing the notion of sim- 
plicity and unmarkedness of Trump’s speech. Through this, Trump makes 
the content of his speech easier to be comprehended by the audience. Ac- 
cordingly, Trump expresses his thoughts clearly and directly, and his usage 
of pronouns portrays him as the grand winner. Therefore, Trump’s simple 
and unmarked themes and patterns enable his speech to flow fluently and 
help the audience grasp important information such as historical achieve- 
ments and promises. 


Schrock, D. Dowd-Arrow, B., Erichsen, K., Gentile, H., and Dignam, P. 
(2017) analyse the emotional appeals in Trump’s speech and posit that he 
uses emotional discourse in order to instill various emotions in his audience. 
The target audience of Trump are those of mediocre social status and the 
working class. Schrock et al. analyse the speech texts of Trump’s cam- 
paign. In his speech texts, Trump portrays the working class as victims of 
policy makers and the policies put by his predecessor. Moreover, Trump’s 
use of emotional language helps him present his opponent (Hillary Clinton) 
as being a member of the institution which decreed such victimizing poli- 
cies. Accordingly, through this portrayal, Trump comes out as the intended 
hero who will save his people and rescue them from the claws of the unjust 
policy makers. For this reason, Trump would be an important presidency 
candidate. Hence, in order to convince his voters to elect him, he resorts to 
the emotional language of fear and anger. Therefore, such feelings enable 
Trump to shape the perceptions of his audience and indirectly coerce them 
to elect him as the sole embodiment of hope, who will rectify America’s 
problems. 


Biancotti (2017) analyses Obama’s Victory Speech by pinpointing the 
communication techniques which enabled Obama to be a winner. Biancotti 
considers that Obama’s variety of communicative techniques did not only 
make him attract the audience, but such techniques can also be used by 
speakers so that they achieve success in communication. Furthermore, the 
various techniques are powerful tools which exhibit the confidence of the 
speaker. Among the techniques used there are the following: strong speech 
delivery (stress on voice and phonology), inclusive language, phrase repeti- 
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tion, the utilization of sensory details, illustrative stories, and well-structured 
sentences. According to Biancotti, these techniques endow the speaker with 
a talk force in order to become more communicative, steady, and with a 
clear purpose. Thus, discourse markers such as pauses, and phonetic qual- 
ities including high as well as strong pitched voice enable the speaker to 
draw the attention of the audience. Also, such qualities help the audience to 
grasp the delivered information and interact with the speaker. Biancotti con- 
cludes that Obama’s communication techniques are so useful and powerful 
that he is using them in speech communication workshops as an example of 
successful communication. 


Theoretical Framework 


This paper adopts a selection of discursive strategies from Discourse 
Historical Approach (DHA) proposed by Reisigl, M. and Wodak, R. (2009) 
and adapts them to the current analysis. The selected discursive strategies 
are as follows: 


National Glorification 

Positive self-presentation and self-glorification 

Negative presentation of the other and Polarization 

Number Game 

Consensus to emphasize the ideology of Unity and Nationalism 
Presupposition and Entailment 


The Concept of Three 


OR 


Nominalization 


Furthermore, the paper utilizes particular rhetorical devices. According to 
Randolph Quirk (1982) (atd. in Schiffrin 2005), rhetorical devices such as 
joking (happy talk) and the use of casual words such as ‘guys’ or ‘folks’ 
are used extensively to lessen the distance between the broadcaster and 
the listener. In addition, in order to reveal the representation of power and 
control through distribution, negation and discourse markers such as ‘well, 
‘but’, ‘yet’, and ‘nevertheless’ are also used in the analysis. 


Analysis and Discussion 


The analysis will take the following path: first the discursive strategies 
will be analysed. Then, specific rhetorical devices in relation to political 
discourse will be pinpointed such as casual words, hedges, chiasmus, and 
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antimetabole. Furthermore, the third part of the analysis will exhibit particular 
discourse markers in the Victory Speech such as negation as well as coor- 
dination (planned and unplanned). 


A. Discursive Strategies 
À. 1. National Glorification 


Biden uses the discursive strategy of national glorification through the use 
of historical facts and hyperbole in the following examples. 


We’ve won with the most votes ever cast for a presidential ticket in the 
history of the nation 


Kamala Harris, who makes history as the first woman, first Black woman, 
the first woman from South Asian descent, the first daughter of immigrants 
ever elected to this country 


America’s bent the arc of the moral universe more toward justice 
| am proud of...the broadest and the most diverse coalition in history 


Folks, America has always, is shaped, by inflection points, by moments in 
time. We’ve made hard decisions about who we are and what we want to 
be. Lincoln in 1860 coming to save the Union. FDR in 1932, promising a 
beleaguered country a new deal. JFK in 1960 pledging a new frontier. And 
twelve years ago, when Barack Obama made history, he told us, yes, we 
can. 


America is a beacon for the globe 


We can define America in one word: possibilities. That in America, ev- 
eryone should be given an opportunity to go as far as their dreams and 
God-given ability will take them. 


we embark on the work that God and history have called upon us to do. 


Biden informs the audience that, together with him, they have won the 
presidential election with the highest number of votes in the history of Amer- 
ica. Such a statement is an exaggeration because Biden did not give an 
account of all the votes which the other presidents got in the history of 
America. Pragmatically, his statement means that all the election votes in 
the history of America do not equal the number of votes which Biden got for 
presidency. This is a portrayal of how glorious the American nation is. Fur- 
thermore, Biden mentions a historical fact which is related to the immigrants 
in America. The representative of South Asians who has an American citi- 
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zenship is Kamala Harris, the Vice President. This mentioning is of essence 
because Biden reveals that by giving prominence to ethnic diversity in his 
staff of the Oval office, America will become a glorified nation. Thus, Amer- 
ica is a glorious nation because it is the land of opportunity to all. 


Moreover, Biden focuses on the theme of justice. The exaggeration re- 
sides in the expression “bent the arc of moral universe” where Biden re- 
veals America as an extremely powerful nation. It is powerful to the extent 
that not even the universe can stop it in its quest for justice. Accordingly, 
America has harnessed the moral power of the universe and directed it in 
the service of the justice of the nation. This shows how decisive Biden is in 
implementing justice. In addition, Biden reveals America as a glorious coun- 
try when he says that his campaign has gathered the “broadest and most 
diverse coalition in the history”. Again, Biden compares his actions to grand 
actions across history. Such a comparison exhibits the notion that Biden has 
achieved what other presidents throughout history could not achieve. He has 
joined and united together even the most diverse parties. 


Not only does Biden glorify America through particular events, but he 
also glorifies it for what his administration will do in the coming years. Biden 
supports this by presenting to his audience historical facts backed up by 
presidents’ names and dates. Pragmatically, Biden conveys the notion that 
during his reign America will have its share of greatness in history as well. 
However, what is interesting is that Biden mentioned most of the American 
presidents by name except Donald Trump. This is significant because it 
denotes that Trump’s reign was insignificant to history. That is, Trump was 
not great and he did not accomplish important things. Accordingly, Biden is 
entailing the idea that Trump does not deserve to have a place in history, 
together with other great former presidents. 


Also, Biden portrays America as a gjlorified nation when he positions it 
as a lighthouse which enlightens the path of the world. This exaggeration is 
built on the premise that all the world is dark and America is the sole light 
which guides everyone in the world. Furthermore, Biden revives the notion of 
the American Dream when he talks of America as the land of opportunities. It 
is a land where everything is possible. Thus, Biden glorifies America through 
harping on the old-new ideology of the American Dream, in order to reveal 
America as a great nation. Moreover, Biden mentions that Almighty God and 
History have demanded him to accomplish something great: to restore the 
soul of America. Thus, Biden informs the audience that the commands to 
the people as well as his orders to build America, came from another realm, 
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and such commandés are rooted in history. As such, he glorifies America as 
a country which is looked upon by Almighty God.

The following examples exhibit positive personal traits and gjlorification 
of self.

In these examples, Biden presents himself to his audience in the most 
positive manner. The lexical choices and the adjectives are semantically 
significant because they mirror the picture of a person who is of an extraor- 
dinary character. So, Biden’s discursive strategy of positive self-presenta- 
tion and self-glorification helps in attracting as much audience as possible. 


Biden promises his citizens to work non-stop and with all his heart. Such 
a promise reveals him as a dedicated person. Also, he tells them about the 
purpose behind seeking presidency. Biden wanted to be a president in order 
to rebuild the prime social engine of the nation which is the working middle 
class. This presents him as a man of action who empowers the workers of 
the American society. Moreover, Biden presents himself as a humane per- 
son who is full of humility when he mentions his humbleness in relation to 
his citizens. As such, Biden presents himself as someone who is equal to 
his citizens because of the trust and confidence bestowed on him by them. 
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In addition, Biden is honored to serve with citizens of various ethnicity and 
he is proud of all the Americans who surrounded him during his election 
campaign. Thus, the positive personal attributes of humbleness, honor, and 
national pride convey Biden as a person who is not tarnished by the fake 
glory of being ‘the president’. 


Furthermore, Biden reveals himself as the tolerant person who does not 
have a grudge for his opponents. This is seen when he calls for joining hands 
with the opposing parties. Also, Biden portrays himself as the hardworking 
president who is dedicated to saving the American people from the demise 
of Covid pandemic. In fact, what is notable is that Biden assures his audi- 
ence that although he is a Democrat, he will rule as America’s president. As 
such, he will not be biased but he will be a just ruler who will represent all 
the American people. In addition, Biden shows that he is a compassionate 
person when he says that he feels with the people who have lost dear ones 
to the pandemic. This makes him a compassionate president as well. 


Accordingly, Biden calls for a prominent nation and assures his citizens 
that together, they can make America great again. This, reveals Biden as 
the firm and confident president who foresees the greatness of his country 
and people. All the positive self-presentations started in Biden’s past when 
his grandmother used to ask him to spread the faith. This presents Biden as 
a man of faith who has deep family roots. It is the theme of ‘family’, which 
is important to Biden that enables him to make close ties with his audience. 


À. 3. Negative Presentation of the other and Polarization 


In Biden’s Victory Speech, Biden did not mention the negative traits of 
Trump’s supporters, i.e. those who voted against Biden himself. Biden kept 
using the collective ‘we’ for all the American people. However, what is in- 
teresting is that Biden used the following words in referring to his opponents: 


We have to stop treating our opponents as our enemies. They are not our 
enemies 
PIl work as hard for those who didn’t vote for me as those who did 


For all those of you who voted for President Trump, | understand the 
disappointment tonight 


Let’s give each other a chance 


In the above examples, Biden did not present ‘the other’ negatively, but 
he used specific expressions to refer to the opposing party. The expressions 
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are ‘our opponents’, ‘who did not vote for me”, and ‘who voted for President 
Trump’. These references reveal the tolerance and forgiveness of Biden 
towards those who did not support him. Moreover, even when Biden uses 
the expression ‘our opponents’ and ‘our enemies’, there is the use of the 
negation ‘not’. Such a use eliminates the possibility of considering Biden’s 
opponents as being his enemies. Also, Biden refers to his opponents as a 
collective group, as American citizens under one nation, with no discrepancy 
among them. As such, Biden and his opponents are ‘us’ and ‘each other’. 
This use is significant because it conveys Biden’s good intentions even to- 
wards those who oppose him. Hence, the above quotations portray Biden as 
a president who welcomes his opponents with open arms, in order to rebuild 
and heal America. 


A. 4. Number Game 


Biden uses the discursive strategy on number game in order to solidify 
his victory, give it more legitimacy, and convey that he is a man of action. 
Accordingly, he presents to the audience numerical facts which support his 
winning of the presidency. The examples are as follows: 


Examplel1. Seventy-four million 


This is the number of votes that gave Biden the victory over Trump. Ac- 
cording to Biden, such a number is the “most ever cast...in the history of the 
nation”. So, Biden announces this number to the public in order to declare 
that his presidential victory is one of a kind. It is an unmatched victory. 
Pragmatically, not even former presidents could match the number of votes 
which Biden won. As a result, this number has guaranteed Biden a sweeping 
victory. 


Example 2. Biden-Harris Covid plan..….will start on January the 20°, 2021 


This number is of essence because it marks the date in which a war will 
be waged to uproot the Covid virus. This means that the president not only 
has a plan for eliminating the pandemic, but he has also set the date for the 
implementation of such a plan. Such a statement is significant because it 
portrays Biden as a man of his word. He is a man of action. 


Example 3. 230,000 


This is the number of the “Americans who’ve lost a loved one to this ter- 
rible virus this year”. Such a number occurring in Biden’s statement reveals 
that he is a president who feels the loss of others and sympathizes with the 
families of the pandemic victims. 
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Example 4. So many millions of Americans have voted for that vision 


This number displays the immense trust which the American people have 
placed in Biden. Such a trust has gained him a place in the Office. Now it 
is time for him to materialize such a vision and put his words into actions. 
This number presents Biden as the president who is so confident that the 
time has come for him to uplift America again and accomplish all what the 
American people dreamt of. 


À. 5. Consensus to emphasize the ideology of Unity and Nationalism 


The following examples depict the ideology of national pride and unity 
embarked upon by Biden in his Victory Speech. 


| pledge to be a president who seeks to unify, who only sees the United 
States 

America...is about people 

And to unite us here at home 

Pm proud of the coalition we put together 

America has called upon us to marshal the forces of decency, the forces of 
fairness 

We can decide to cooperate

In these examples, Biden reveals the core ideology which is prime to his 
Victory Speech. The dominant ideology is unity. Through unity, nationalism 
is achieved and through nationalism America will rise again. Thus, from the 
very first beginning of his Victory Speech Biden swears to work towards 
accomplishing unity among the states of America, in order for the nation to 
become ‘United States’. Hence, the opening theme of his Victory Speech is 
unity. Then, what follows is the stress on how this is achieved. According to 
Biden, unity starts through people joining hands for a better America. More- 
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over, Biden’s goal is to unite the American diverse society. This has been 
achieved at the level of a coalition only during his presidential campaign. 
So, this first step towards the unity of the nation has made Biden proud. 
Furthermore, in order to motivate the citizens into uniting together, Biden 
uses personification and says that he is here in order to manifest America’s 
call for unity and a decent life. Therefore, he assures the audience and is 
confident that all the American people can cooperate to achieve unity. 


In addition, Biden informs the audience that his becoming a president is a 
chance for the American people to build a prosperous and a purposeful na- 
tion. It means that Biden’s reign will be the vehicle for accomplishing unity. 
Thus, through unity, the soul of America will be restored and America comes 
to life again. By uniting together, the citizens will make their nation become 
‘The United States of America’. In order to achieve this, the people and the 
president must work together wholeheartedly. As a result, their union will 
produce a nation which is strong and healthy. As such, through focusing 
on the ideology of unity as a discursive strategy, Biden draws a clear path 
towards a bright future for America and its citizens, and positions himself as 
the sole savior of America. 


À. 6. Presupposition and Entailment 


The following are prime examples of presupposition and entailment be- 
cause they convey important notions about Biden and his political ideology. 


Example 1. ! sought this office to restore the soul of America 


This statement is important because it marks a transition point which is 
a new pathway that America will undergo during Biden’s leadership. In this 
quote, Biden informs his audience of his purpose of seeking presidency. His 
aim is to bring back what America has lost. America has lost its spirit and 
internal strength because of the many problems it was facing during Trump’s 
regime. Thus, this statement entails a promise to the American people. 
Biden succeeded to the Oval office with a purpose in mind: to restore Amer- 
ica’s internal national vigour. 


Example 2. And to make America respected around the World again 


This statement is also a declaration of Biden’s plan after having been 
elected as a president. His goal is to retrieve the respect which America 
has lost. Because of the lost respect, no country around the world will look 
at America as a powerful and respected country. As such, the entailment is 
that the loss of respect will make America susceptible to attacks from ev- 
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erywhere. In addition, this promise also entails a reference to what Biden’s 
predecessor has done. Trump has destroyed America and has shattered 
its image as a great nation. Accordingly, Trump has dried America off of its 
soul. 


Example 3. The African American community stood up again for me 


This declarative statement is not only informative, but also carries an in- 
trinsic issue which is gratitude. Biden is grateful for all his supporters, espe- 
cially the African American community. The African Americans are the main 
diverse multi-cultural fabric of America. As such, they are effective in the 
American society. Thus, the entailment is that Biden would not have suc- 
ceeded had it not been for the support of the African Americans. Also, this 
entails that they have shared in Biden’s becoming a president. Hence, their 
voice is so powerful to the extent that it was materialized in having Biden as 
a president in the White House who, in turn, will return this favour. He will 
have their back as well. Therefore, Biden’s address to the African American 
community gives this community a voice. Its voice matters because such a 
community is part of Biden’s power. Hence, the African Americans have a 
power through being represented by Biden. 


À. 7. The Concept of Three 
Example 1. | owe you, | owe you, | owe you everything 


This quotation clearly reveals the concept of three. The expression ‘| owe 
you” is repeated thrice for the purpose of emphasizing the notion of Biden’s 
gratitude towards his voters and all those who made him succeed to presi- 
dency. This use portrays Biden as a faithful president who will not spare any 
effort to repay his citizens. Pragmatically, it shows that since Biden has now 
become in power, it is time for the people to have a morsel of such power. 


Example 2. A nation united, a nation strengthened, a nation healed 


The concept of three is evident in the inversion of word order, which gives 
prominence to what is being conveyed. The concept is seen in the repetition 
of the noun ‘nation’ three times as well as in the ideological lexis ‘united’, 
‘strengthened”, and ‘healed’. The three lexical choices are a road map for 
the rise of America as a great nation again. Thus, unity, strength, and heal- 
ing are the ideological foundations on which Biden builds his political Vic- 
tory Speech. Through the three key terms, Biden presents his presidential 
mission to his audience. His reign will bring unity, strength, and healing to 
America. Hence, the three key themes are what will “make America respect- 
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ed around the world again”. 
Example 3. A time to build, a time to reap, a time to sow 


This statement is based on the three concepts which are “building, reap- 
ing, and sowing”. That is, these form the basis for the greatness of America. 
Accordingly, the people together with the president, will build America and 
plant the seeds of justice, in order to reap unity and greatness. Therefore, 
through these actions, the citizens will enjoy a decent life which is free of 
racism and hate. Their prosperity will be a result of their sharing of power 
with the president. As such, they are agents of change, through power, as 
much as Biden is. 


À. 8. Nominalization 


According to Hodge and Kress (1996), the purpose of nominalization is to 
embed power relationships and conceal what or who is actually involved in 
power struggle. As such, the purpose is to stress results and not processes. 
This is conveyed in the analysis of the following examples: 


Getting climate under control 

Getting Covid under control 

Era of demonization 

Widening the opportunities in America 


In these examples of nominalization, the agency is concealed. The infor- 
mation delivered is that ‘something is wrong and an action must be taken’. 
Accordingly, the climate is chaotic and damaged. Who destroyed it is not 
mentioned, but this issue must be resolved. Moreover, who spread Covid 
in America is unknown. What is known is that there is a pandemic which 
claimed many lives. Yet, Covid must be controlled. Furthermore, America 
had been torn by demonization which decomposed the nation. However, 
who caused this is also mystified. Hence, the problem is there but the agent 
is concealed. 


In addition, procuring more opportunities for the American people is an im- 
portant measure to be taken because of the lack of job opportunities. Again, 
the agency of not providing jobs in the first place is eliminated. Therefore, 
the use of nominalization not only hides the agent of the misfits befalling 
America, but also occurs under what is called ‘presidential promises’. Such 
promises are resonant political slogans are used for the purpose of attracting 
the audience into being on Biden’s side. This usage is an important strate- 
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gy in order to lure the audience into being continuous supporters of Biden. 
Thus, the play on people’s hopes and ambitions makes the audience feel 
that they are a part of Biden’s power: they share in decision making. 


B. Rhetorical Devices: Casual Words, Hedges, Chiasmus, and Anti- 
metabole 


In his Victory Speech, Biden uses many rhetorical devices that have a 
prime function. These devices are casual words, hedges, chiasmus, and 
antimetabole as in the following examples:

Chiasmus and Antimetabole 


À convincing victory, a victory for we people

By the example of our power, but by the power of our example 
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The purpose of such a use is to minimize the distance between the 
speaker and the audience, i.e. Biden and the citizens. In terms of power re- 
lations, the devices give the image of making Biden’s power more amicable 
to the audience. Moreover, this use creates a sense of friendliness towards 
the audience and as a result, they feel more connected to Biden. The feel- 
ing of connectedness and safety paves the way for an active interaction 
between the citizens and the president. As such, the sense of friendliness 
breaks all the existing barriers between the head of the United States and 
the American people. Hence, the citizens feel that they share Biden’s pow— 
er. In this manner, power is distributed between Biden and the audience, 
even if this power is in terms of feelings. 


Accordingly, the use words such as ‘buddy’, ‘folks’, and ‘let us’, paves 
the way for intimacy and friendliness between the president and the people. 
Pragmatically, this makes the citizens more susceptible to accept everything 
which Biden proposes and absorb anything which he presents to them. Fur- 
thermore, hedges are used by Biden as conversational devices which also 
function as tools for breaking barriers. As a result, hedges such as ‘I think’, 
‘well, ‘| meanit’, ‘you see’, ‘l hope’, and ‘it goes like this’ serve as devices 
which create a sense of affinity between the speaker and the audience. In 
addition, such devices convey that Biden is not hesitant but is sure of what 
he is telling the public, and the devices also act as a vehicle for transmitting 
his ideological beliefs. 


Moreover, the use of chiasmus and antimetabole is of essence. In the 
example “a convincing victory, a victory for we, the people” Biden stresses 
the notion that his presence in the ceremony is a result of victory. The lexical 
item ‘victory’ is itself semantically significant. It is not just a mere win but it is 
the result of a battle which was fiercely fought for reaching presidency. Thus, 
it is a grandiose win. Also, when Biden says that his task as a president is 
“a task, the task of our time”, he is assuring the people that he has a job to 
do, which is to eradicate Covid and reform America. The focus on the noun 
‘task’ reveals Biden as a man of action. In addition, such a task cannot 
be accomplished except through the unity of all the American people. So, 
this makes the citizens feel that they are sharing in the power of changing 
America. 


Furthermore, an example of an indirect exercise of power lurks in the 
statement when Biden says “not by the example of our power, but by the 
power of our example”. Here Biden means that the cooperation of him and 
the citizens in restoring America, will set an example to other people in the 
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world of building a nation through unity. Such an example has a power in 
itself. It is an intrinsic power of how joining hands can be an effective means 
for a change to the better. Such a unity is a source of power which is shared 
by the citizens. In a way, these words reveal Biden’s power of words as a 
manipulative means in order to gather around him as many supporters as he 
can, especially those of other parties. 


C. Discourse Markers 
C. 1. Negation 


Biden’s Victory Speech includes many usages of negation. However, 
there is one striking example that is repeated twice, which is revealed in the 
following when Biden says: “There’s never been anything, never been any- 
thing we”’ve been not able to do when we’ve done it together” and “There’s 
never, never been anything we’ve tried not been able to do”. 


In this example, Biden focuses on the power of achieving great things 
through unity. This idea is presented to the audience via using consecutive 
negation structure. In the second example, which is uttered in a slightly 
altered manner, negation is significant because it conveys issues of pow-— 
er representation and distribution. Thus, together, the negation structures 
‘never been’ and ‘not able to’ form a positive structure of ‘being able to”. 
The double negative constructs an assuring idea. Also, the use of negation 
with the collective pronoun ‘we’ enforces the idea of success and achieve- 
ment through unity. Hence, the previous accomplishments that were done 
and the battles that were won, would not have been possible had it not been 
for the power of the people and the power of the president joined together. 
Therefore, the use of negation creates an affirmative notion and conveys the 
power not only of the president, but also of the people. Accordingly, such 
a use has extended the power from Biden to the American people as well. 


C. 2. Coordination: Planned and Unplanned 
C.2.a. Planned Coordination 


The example “Congress, Democrats, and Republicans alike” is important 
because Biden is calling upon other political parties to join forces under the 
flag of American unity. The use of coordination in this example is planned 
because it reveals that no matter what the differences are, these political 
parties are American people. They should put all their political differences 
aside and work for the greater American good. Hence, the planned coordi- 
nation in this quotation is of essence because it deals with the component 
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elements (the political parties) as naturally linked. As such, this pragmati- 
cally conveys the notion that despite the political oppositions, the American 
people are united for the sake of America. 


C.2.b. Unplanned Coordination 


The example “Jill and my son Hunter and Ashley” is significant because 
it refers to Biden’s family. The example conveys that each member is im-— 
portant in relation to the family as well as individually. Also, each member is 
of weight independently also, which makes the members of Biden’s family 
have a voice and power, each on his/her own. Thus, in terms of the family 
members being representatives of the American people in general and the 
American family in particular, the usage of unplanned coordination portrays 
the unification of such a family. 


Interpretation and Conclusion 


This final section of the article presents an interpretation of the ‘analysis 
and discussion section’ and a conclusion to the whole article. 


Jill is a mom...an educator. She has dedicated her life to education. But 
teaching isn’t just what she does. It’s who she is. For American educators, 
this is a great day for you all. You’re going to have one of your own in the 
White House 


This quotation is of utmost importance because it reveals Biden’s fo- 
cus on one of America’s prime social institution which is Education. Since 
Biden’s wife is an educator and because Biden has won the presidency, 
education in America will have more prominence. Thus, the educators will 
be symbolically represented in the White House by Biden’s wife, Jill. This 
positioning gives particular social members such as educators a chance to 
be represented. Accordingly, the educators have the power to change the 
educational system as well as society, through Jill. As such, the American 
people will have a share in Biden’s power. 


Furthermore, the people will share in Biden’s power from the minute he 
wins the elections. His words in this matter are significant when he says that 
“the people of this nation have spoken”. The importance of this declarative 
statement is that it conveys the effect of the people’s decision and action, 
i.e. their votes. Symbolically, the people have spoken through election and 
as such, election was their ‘voice’. It means that their voice has a decisive 
power. Their voice is so powerful that it brought Biden to the Oval office. 
Hence, this statement reveals that the people share equal power with Biden, 
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Their voice itself is a representation of their power, which is manifested in 
Biden becoming the president of America. At the interpretation level, this 
statement shows that all those who contributed to Biden’s winning the pres- 
idency, are also the ones who share him the power. Therefore, the people 
and Biden are equal in terms of the distribution of power. 


In conclusion, from what has been presented, this article goes in line 
with that of Darong (2021) wherein in his speech Biden establishes a close 
relationship with his audience. Through this minimal distance, Biden is able 
to transmit information to the audience and gain their trust. However, this 
article does not parallel the studies conducted by Firmansyah (2019), Zhang 
and Liu (2018), and Schrock et al. (2017) where the political discourse of 
former presidents such as Trump includes highly emotive language, the use 
of emotional appeals, and progressive thematic patterns in order to instill 
fear and anxiety in the audience. On the contrary, the present article goes 
hand in hand with that of Biancotti (2017), wherein the political presidential 
discourse includes communicative techniques to make the audience more 
interactive with what the speaker says. As such, Biden uses tools such as 
repetition, sensory details, family stories as well as rhetorical devices, in 
order to make the audience feel close to him and as a result, become more 
involved in what is taking place. 


To conclude with, the discursive strategies, the rhetorical devices as well 
as the discourse markers that are used, are of ideological significance. They 
serve as the basis on which the American people will shape their views of 
future America. Accordingly, the people’s ideology is molded by anything 
and everything Biden says. This in its turn will make the American people 
accept the president’s ideology as their own. In his Victory Speech, Biden 
indirectly mentions Trump through talking about the ‘opponents’. Because 
of Trump’s unjust policies and cuts in economy, America has lost its intrinsic 
value. The results of Trump’s policies are seen in social behaviours such 
as riots, high murder rate, and hatred. Thus, racism surged to the surface 
and society turned on itself. As a result, America lost its unity and strength. 
For this reason Biden raises the sword of rectification. He decides to restore 
its moral codes and values, which in turn will ultimately heal its soul. The 
correction measures can only be achieved with the help of the people. This 
shows that nothing will be done without the people. Accordingly, Biden and 
the American people are on a balanced scale in terms of power represen- 
tation and distribution. 
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4- Ibn al-Ameed and his history: an analytical 
study 
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Introduction 


The seventh century AH (thirteenth century AD) is considered one of the 
important centuries in the field of Christian authorship. À number of Christian 
historians in Egypt appeared in this century who were interested in writing 
history. 


These historians of the Middle Ages were distinguished by the amplitude 
of knowledge and the abundance of knowledge. À number of thinkers and 
scholars from Christians in Egypt who were interested in writing down his-— 
tory, whose works had a great role in studying the history of Egypt through 
its ages in addition to being accurate in mentioning news and events, were 
accredited in many of The accounts of witnessing in-kind some events or 
hearing from reliable contemporary narrators of the events or the contents 
of the monasteries of biographies and translations, which often included 
references to the news of Egypt and the events taking place in it.A book of 
importance as a source of the history of Egypt under Islamic rule. 


The research included four requirements, dealing with the first requirement: 
its name, descent and birth. As for the second requirement, we studied its 
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culture and the most important features of his personality and writings. As 
for the third requirement, the book of the history of Ibn Al-Ameed addressed 
an analytical study, whereas the fourth demand focused on the importance 
of the history of Ibn Al-Ameed as a source of Islamic history. 


The first demand: the life of Makin Gerges bin AI-Ameed(1) 
First: 1- His lineage and title 


He is Al-Maqin Gerges bin Al-Ameed Abi AI-Yasir bin Abi AI-Makarim 
bin Abi Al-Tayyib bin Qarawinah bin Tayyib bin Yusef (2), but he is very 
famous for the abbreviated name “AI-Makeen Gerges bin Al-Ameed”. And 
McCain his nickname, and its meaning: (the owner of high standing), or (with 
authority and ability), or (fixed). And in the tongue of the Arabs: “McCain: 
When so-and-so shows the status, meaning the place, and the position the 
position of the king(3). 


He was also famous for the son of the dean, and the dean is the title of his 
father, meaning: the master relied upon in matters or baptized to him, and 
the crowd are deans, and he is derived from the word (baptism-— aleimad), 
which is the tree on which the tent is based(4). 


Second: his family 


Ibn al-Ameed’s lineage is attributed to an ancient family in Iraq, where his 
grandfather was a Syriac Christian man who traded from Tikrit, the foot of 
Egypt during the days of the Fatimid caliph, commanding Ahkam Allah (495- 
524 AH / 1101-1130 CE) And the name of the merchant was Tayyib bin 
Yusuf, so he presented the caliph with something much of his merchandise, 
such as clothes, silk coolers, and so on. So the caliph took off on him and 
made good for him and compensated him for his progress and then ordered 
him to reside in Egypt(5). The Caliph Al-Imer died, then moved and dwelt 
as a stooge(sunamutia) (6), married his family and had a son who he called 
his villagers 


Sheikh Tayyib died and was buried in a seminary church, and his son grew 
up as a villager, worked in the writing industry, worked in Diwaniya services, 
and had a son named Abu AI-Tayyib in the name of his grandfather, and he 
was a skilled Libyan writer, and he went to Cairo and met with the elders and 
served them and frequented them, then worked in the Western Diwan and 
resided there seven For years, he wanted to cultivate and raise livestock, 
and enriched him until he reached 20,000 dinars. He had five children, in- 
cluding four bishops. 
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As for the fifth named Aba AI-Makarim, his father succeeded in his wealth 
of cattle, crops, and beehives in excess of a thousand cells, and the sister 
of AI-Makeen Simon married Ben Kalil bin Makara, and the aforementioned 
Abu Makarim succeeded Ibn Abi AI-Tayeb with three children 


Najeeb Aba Al-Fadi, Brigadier Aba Al-Yasir, father of the historian, and 
Savior Aba Al-Zahr. The wife of Abu AI-Makarim died and he was terror- 
ized. He died in the year six hundred and six hundred AH (1209 AD). The 
monks and saints, and distinguished by the just Sultan Saiïf al-Din Abi Bakr 
bin Ayoub (596-615 AH / 1199-1218 AD), by the righteousness and hon- 
esty 


Even when the witness of the treasury (7), the son of the Sunnis of the 
state, fell ill and interrupted, the just king made the dean to replace him until 
he recovered(8) 


Third: The birth of Ibn Al-Ameed 


At the beginning of his talk about the ordinary Ayyubid king (596-615 AH 
/ 1199-1218 AD) Ibn al-Ameed mentions the year of his birth, and he says: 
In the year two hundred and sixty (1205 AD) the birth of the historian was 
the most despicable of the human beings, Gerges bin al-Ameed Abi al-Ya- 
sir bin Abi al-Makarim bin Abi al-Tayyib al-Nasrani The writer, known as Ibn 
Al-Ameed, in the second hour of the day on the eighth Saturday of Rajab 
corresponding to the twenty-fourth of Amshir (9), this clear statement denies 
that the historian was born in the year 600 AH / 1203 AD as some write(10) 


Fourth: His upbringing and the positions he held 


We hardly know anything about AI-Makin s life or his early upbringing ex- 
cept that he was born in Cairo in the year 602 AH / 1205 AD, and he grew 
up in Egypt where he worked like his father in the Diwan of the Ayyubid 
Army and then the Mamluk under the Emirate of Aladdin Tabars (11) Deputy 
Sultan Al-Zahir Baybars (658-676AH / 1260) -1277 AD) over Damascus, 
when Sultan al-Zahir appeared to be angry at his deputy Tabibars, he also 
included Makin’s anger, as he was sent to Egypt and imprisoned in it with 
the rest of the Diwan’s staff for a period of time, then he was released, and 
without him the army of Egypt, then added the Army of the Levant(12) 


AI-Maqain states that he was in Damascus during the Tatar conquest of 
her in the year 658 AH / 1260 AD, and that he had to flee to the city of 
Tire, where he stayed for five months and days and then returned again to 
Damascus, as Ibn Al-Ameed tells us in the first part of his history that he 
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visited the country of the Franks a year 657 AH / 1259AD: “The historian 
said: | asked about this when | went to the land of the Franks ..….” (13), and 
the historian does not specify which country the Frankish country went to, 
perhaps to Cyprus, Greece or Rome, and perhaps in an official mission from 
the Tatar side. 


Historians are unanimously agreed that Ibn Al-Ameed was imprisoned 
again, but they differed on the reasons that led to his imprisonment, and the 
time spent in prison, writer Ghazi bin AI-Wasiti(14) He provides information 
on the son of the brigadier and his nephew, Abi AI-Fadail, stating that they 
were in Damascus during the Tatars occupation of the city and that they 
cooperated with the occupier, and Ghazi directs the son of the brigadier 
of treason, and states that for this reason he was imprisoned eleven years 
where he says: When the abandoned Tatars possessed the guarded Levant, 
the scholar Abu al-Fadayil, the son of the sister of Ibn al-Ameed, known as 
the writer of the army in Damascus, went to Hulagu, the king of the Tatars, 
and took his uncle the dean of the aforementioned, and some loyal to the 
Tatars from the Christians in Damascus .… and when God Almighty deter- 
mined as soon as he broke Sultan AI-Mudhaffar Saif Al-Din Qutz AI-Tatar 
Fucks Muslims caught that cursed Aba al-Fadayl ibn sister of AI-Makin 
Then it is in the days of the apparent that his mentors from Muslims from 
the Tatar countries told him that AI-Makin bin Al-Ameed, the writer of the 
army is a writer of Hulagu with several Egyptian army rings (15) and princes, 
and the king arrested him Al al-ähir, and he wanted to kill him, and some 
princes interceded for him J, he was arrested eleven years and fractures, 
and then referred in his release dinars(16) 


Al-Saqai (17) offers a completely different interpretation of Ibn Al-Dean’s 
imprisonment and makes him fifteen years, as he states that the apparent 
Sultan after the release of Ibn Al-Dean and his army chief in Egypt then 
added to him the Army of the Levant. The Levant Army attributed it to the 
McCain, and it was revealed to take revenge on him and take his place. Ibn 
al-Ameed was arrested, and he was quoted as saying what he said. Sev- 
enty two six hundred(18) 


And it seems that the story of Ghazi Bin AI-Wasiti is closest to the truth 
This is due to several reasons, including: 


A- That the period mentioned by both historians — whether it is eleven 
years or fifteen years — clearly indicates that he committed a sin or a great 
crime that the Sultan must imprison him for such a long period, as it is un— 
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reasonable that the mere beasts of some of the Diwan’s deputies and their 
envy of empowerment make The Sultan arrests him for this period, just as 
Sultan al-Zahir Baybars is not so na ve until he is convinced of such tips, 
and the differences between the officials of his office 


B- This opinion can also be supported by the statement of Ibn AI-Ameed 
himself that he visited the country of the Franks in the year 657/1259 AD, 
and also supports what we suggested previously that this visit may have 
been on an official mission from the Tatars side. 


Fifth: The date of his death 


672 AH / 1273AD is the year of the death of Ibn al-Ameed reported by 
al-Saqai (19), which was accepted by most of those who were subjected 
to the life of the son of the Brigadier, except for Michel Braidi who rejected 
it and suggested that the death be after the year 679 AH / 1280 AD (20), 
and after reviewing “the history of Ibn al-Ameed” we accept this AI-Rai, as 
there are several reasons for not accepting the year 672 AH / 1273 CE as 
the date of the death of Ibn Al-Ameed, which are: 


1. Graf and Corvati Kanawati — despite their acceptance in 1273 AD as the 
date of the death of Ibn al-Ameed, place the authorship of history between 
1262 CE and 1286 CE (21). 


2. That the historian was imprisoned for eleven or fifteen years in the days 
of al-Zahir Baybars (that is, until the year 1272AD or 1276AD) according to 
the narration of al-Saq’i and Ghazi ibn al-Wasiti (22) and it was not devel- 
oped after its date. 


3. Reading Bin Al-Ameed’s history provides other proofs: 


A- In the introduction to history, the historian announces that he stops at 
the rule of AI-Zahir Baybars and asks for mercy (23). Baybars died in 676 
AH / 1277AD, and thus the Deans son has written after this date. 


B- In connection with an atmosphere about an atmospheric phenomenon, 
the historian writes: “It happened like that in the matter of the planet that 
appeared in Rabi’ al-Awal in the year of seventy-five and six hundred” (24) 
and this date corresponds to the year 1276 AD, and therefore the historian 
has written after this date. 


g- In the first part of “History”, and in connection with the discussion of 
Alexander the Great, Ibn Al-Ameed recalls the year 677 AH 63} which 
corresponds to the year 1278 AD. 
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It is possible to solve a problem that contradicts the death date presented 
by AI-Saqai, which is seventy two and six hundred and the date of the book 
“History” by thinking about an error in reading the number “ninety” so he read 
“seventy” and if this assumption is accepted then the deans son would have 
died in the year 692 AH / 1292 AD, meaning that he lived 87 years old, and 
thats not out of the question. 


The second requirement: definition of the history of Ibn al-Ameed 
First: the name of the book 


The history of Ibn al-Dean bears his name as it titled “The Blessed Majes- 
ty” and “The combined history of world news from the beginning of creation 
to the reign of King al-Zahir Baybars in the year 658 AH / 1260 CE”, itis a 
universal general history, made by Ibn al-Dean in two parts: 


A: From the beginning of creation to the emergence of Islam, in which he 
summarized the dates and mentioned what happened to the nations nation 
after nation, and mentioned the stories of the prophets, especially Moses 
and Christ, and mentioned the kings of the Romans to the emergence of 
Islam (26). 


B: From the rise of Islam to the year 658 AH | 1260 CE, he called it 
“History of Muslims”. In this second section, he quotes a lot of the history of 
al-Tabari, and he cites the translations of prominent figures in each period 
and each translation has its number. 


Second: The timing of its appearance: 


Many historians place the authorship of Ibn al-Ameed’s history between 
the year 661 AH / 1262 CE and the year 685 AH / 1286 CE (27), without 
specifying a specific year, and it is most likely that Ibn al-Ameed wrote his 
history after the year 676 AH / 1277 CE, with evidence that he said in the 
introduction to his book that he will stop at the rule of al-Zahir Baybars (28), 
Baybars died in the year 676 AH / 1277 CE and thus the deans son has 
written after this date. 


Third: The orientalists position towards publishing efforts: 


Ibn al-Ameed’s history has gained a very early reputation among oriental- 
ists due to the publication of his history in Arabic and Latin in Leiden since 
the year 1625AD. It was published by Thomas Arpinius under the title “His— 
tory of Muslims from the owner of Islamic law, Abu al-Qasim Muhammad to 
the Atabic state Written by Sheikh AI-Makeen Gerges bin Al-Ameed, with 
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his translation into Latin, where Arbenius divided the books page into two 
parts: one for Arabic origin, and the second for Latin translation.” 


Then the book was soon translated into English in the following year (1626 
AD) and printed in Oxford with the attention of S. Puchas, then returned to 
French in 1657 AD in Paris carefully p, vattier (29). 


And after that, a period of more than three centuries passed, in which the 
history of Ibn al-Ameed became one of the main Orientalist sources, and 
when the first reference (i.e. Erpenius) had stopped at the year 512 AH / 
1117 CE of the book, it was settled in the minds that this date stands at this 
year, and no one cared By publishing his remaining section extending be- 
tween the year 512 AH and the year 658 AH / 1260 CE until Claude Cahen, 
the French orientalist and published the last section of this date (between the 
year 602 AH and the year 658 AH) entitled “News of the Ayyubids” with an 
introduction about it in the French language, in a prospectus Oriental Studies 
(Bulletin dEtuds Orientales) BEO No. XV of 1955-1957, published by the 
French Institute in Damascus, Umm Part of which is located between the 
year 512 AH and the year 602 AH he is missing. 


Fourth: Tails 
History of the son of Brigadier Dailan: 


A- À tail, entitled “The Right Approach and the Unique Abortation after 
the History of Ibn al-Ameed” by al-Mufadd ibn Abi al-Fadila (30) the Coptic 
Egyptian, which includes the history of the Mamluk Sultans from King Zahir 
Baybars (658 AH / 1260 CE) to King Nasser bin Qalawun who died in the 
year (741 AH / 1340 AD) And some individual events up to the year 749 
AH / 1348 AD, as it includes the history of the Patriarchs of Alexandria, the 
history of Muslims in Yemen and India, and the history of the Tatars, and 
was published by the Orientalist Baluchi (E.Blocht) in Paris between the 
years 1919 and 1920 AD with the French translation under the title: The 
Manluk Sultans, and that In the “Histoire des sltans Mamlauks” magazine. 
Patro orient. XII (1919), XIV (1920). 


B — Another tail written by Fadlallah bin Abi AI-Fakhr Al-Saqai ’al-Nasrani 
al-Katib (d. 726 AH / 1326 CE), where al-Saqaa’i wrote the history of Ibn 
al-Ameeld in his plan and then his tail, adding events to it until the year 720 
AH / 1320 CE (32), and this tail has been lost (31). 


Fifthly: Topics: 


Ibn Al-Ameed dealt with several issues in his history that can be summa- 
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rized as follows: 


A- The Biography of the Prophet, the history of the call, migration, and 
the conquests of the Messenger (may God bless him and grant him peace) 
until his death. 


B- The history, biographies, works, and conquests of the adult caliphs. 


C- The history of the kings and princes of the Umayyad dynasty, their 
attributes and works. 


D- History of the Abbasid caliphs until the caliphate of al-Mustasim Bellah 
ibn al-Mustansir Billah al-Zahir ibn al-Nasir to the religion of God (639-656 
AH / 1241-1258 AD), and while dealing with these Abbasid caliphs he dealt 
with the establishment of independent states in Egypt and Morocco, such 
as the establishment of the Tulunid state and the Ikhshidid state in Egypt 
And the Fatimid state in Morocco and Egypt, then the establishment of the 
Ayyubid state in Egypt and the Levant, as well as mentioning the important 
and major events in the history of the Islamic state such as: the Crusades 
and the conquest of the Tatars of the Levant, as well as the conditions of 
the Byzantine Empire and the news of the Christian world during each of 
these periods. 


The third requirement: General features of the historical approach of 
Ibn al-Ameed in his book History of Muslims 


First: The methodology for applying 


Ibn Al-Ameed did not begin to display the topics of his history directly, but 
rather presented him with an introduction (33), a brief objective methodology 
that he began with opening (34), then praise be to God and gjlorification of 
his qualities and pride, then he explained the reasons for his writing this date 
and that he stood on the history of al-Tabari and saw in it the lengthening 
in the annotations and The predications, mentioning the facts, their reasons, 
and the citations reported on them, then the elected scholar of him, Sheikh 
Kamal al-Din al-Armuni, then several other abbreviations, so he chose a 
date in which he outlined the words while preserving the meaning and order, 
and he did not violate any of the famous facts and incidents mentioned (35). 


Then he explained the topics he covered in the book, and that he started it 
with the news of the owner of Islamic law — he means our master Muham-— 
mad (peace and blessings be upon him) —- and he mentioned his birth, his 
lineage and his emigration to Medina then his conquests and conquests until 
he passed the date of the death of the Messenger of God (may God bless 
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him and grant him peace), then took up He who came after him from the 
Rightly-Guided Caliphs and after them from the kings in the other provinces 
(he meant the provinces of the Islamic State) to the king of Sultan AI-Zahir 
Baybars, and finally between the Deans way and his method in presenting his 
historical material and that he arranged his history over the Hijri years (36). 


Second: its sources 


Ibn al-Ameed indicated in a historical introduction that he relied on the his- 
torian Abu Ja'far al-Tabari (d. 310 AH / 922 CE), and that he shortened his 
history because of the large number of corroborations and explanations (37). 


The truth is that if we compare the narrations and news reported by AI- 
Tabari and what was reported by Ibn Al-Dean, we find that Ibn Al-Dean 
quoted Al-Tabari as a literal transfer, but he exaggerates the shortening of 
his narratives, which sometimes led to a disturbance and superficiality in the 
presentation of historical accounts by Ibn Al-Dean, where no The historian 
suffices to delete the chain of narrations and commentaries from the history 
of al-Tabari as promised in the introduction, and he even omits mentioning 
some important events that fall within his historical scope. 


If we compare Al-Tabari’s accounts with Ibn Al-Ameed, which each of 
them mentioned in the news of the first Caliph “Abu Bakr Al-Siddiq” (11- 
13 AH / 632-634 AD), we find Al-Tabari separating the saying on the 
day, month, and year in which “Abu Bakr” assumed the caliphate (38), as 
he cares À keen interest in the matter of the shed and the events in which 
it took place (39), Then he mentions the book of Abu Bakr to the tribes 
of the apostate Arabs (40), then he mentions the apostasy of the tribes of 
Hawazin, Salim and Amer (41), then he mentions the news of Bani Tamim 
and Sahih bint Al-Harith and her claim to the prophecy (42), then he men- 
tions the news of the Muslimah of the liar and his people from the people 
of Yamamah, then separates the saying in the news The people of Bahrain 
and the apostasy of the shatter and whoever gathered with him in Bahrain, 
then mention the news about the apostasy of the people of Oman, Mahra, 
Yemen, Hadramout, and others (43), all of this in the events of the eleventh 
year of migration, while in the events of the twelfth year of migration, the 
news of Khaleds march to Iraq is mentioned, he reconciled the confusion 
and mentioned the event The Shrine and the Sign of AI-Walajah, and the 
Sign of Dumat Al-Jandal (44), 


And some isolated incidents (45), and in the thirteenth year he mentions 
the news of the Yarmouk incident and the impact of Ajnadin (46), and finally 
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he mentions the news of Abu Bakr’s illness, his death and his characteris- 
tics, the names of his judges and his workers on charity, and his replace- 
ment Omar bin AI-Khattab (47). 


If we come to the accounts of Ibn Al-Ameed, we find that he reduces all 
these events and suffices to mention the lineage of Abu Bakr Al-Siddiq, then 
what was the matter of the shed, then he mentions fighting the apostates 
and those who prevent zakat(48). He recalls the conquests of the caliph in 
Iraq, the Levant and Palestine (49), and finally he mentions his attributes, 
the names of his judges, workers and writers, and the duration of his suc- 
cession (50), all with a very brief description that made his history merely a 
recounting of events without going into depth and diving into its details. 


Then the historian states that he relied on several abbreviations of the 
history of al-Tabari, including the summary of Kamal al-Din al-Armuni (51). 


The historian also relied on other sources that he did not mention in his 
introduction, but he mentioned some of them in his history, among which the 
most important are: the history of Saeed bin Battariq (d. 328 AH / 940 CE), 
which is quoted from him by the text, but he differs with him in determin- 
ing some dates, including: he quoted it from Ibn Battariq Al-Khobar, which 
mentions That in the days of the caliph Hisham bin Abd al-Malik (105-125 
AH / 723-742 AD), Lawn (52) was the king of the Romans, and in the third 
year of his succession also a “division” was appointed as the patriarch of the 
Melkites, and the Melkites prayed in the church of “Mar Saba” in Alexandria 
because The Jacobins took over all the churches, and that this “section” 
passed on to the Caliph Hisham bin Abdul Malik and took with him some 
gifts and antiques and told him what was Death from the Jacobite seizure 
of the churches of the Melkites, Hisham wrote to his agent in Egypt, who is 
Ubayd Allah ibn AI-Habhab (53) (105-116AH / 723-734 AD) to hand over 
to the Melkites their churches that are in the hand of Jacobites (54). 


This was what Ibn Al-Ameed mentioned and he mentioned that he quoted 
it from lbn Batriq. 1f we review the text of Ibn Batriq, we find that there is 
a slight difference between the two versions. Ibn Al-Ameed stated that the 
patriarch “a division” was appointed in the third year of the succession of 
Hisham bin Abd al-Malik (59); but Ibn In a way he mentioned that he was 
appointed in the seventh year (56). 


Ibn al-Ameed also mentioned that the patriarch “swore” when he went to 
the caliph Hisham bin Abd al-Malik, taking gifts and artifacts with him (57), 
even though we do not find in the history of Ibn Batriq (58), from here it is 
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clear that Ibn al-Ameed was transferred from Ibn Batriq but he was in some 
Sometimes he tries to tuck some news and novels, and states that he re- 
ported it from Ibn Battariq. 


Among the most important sources mentioned by Ibn Al-Ameed and quot- 
ed by the text is the “History of the Patriarchs” by Sawiris bin AI-Maqgfa and 
others, such as his martyrdom from this date that the Patriarch John No. 48 
(138-182 AH / 775-799 AD) had died on the sixteenth of Tubaa, five hun- 
dred and five years A tenth of the martyrs, which is the day he was born and 
the day when he appointed a patriarch, and that the church in his days was 
calm and safe and he was a charitable lover of many righteousness (59), 
and if the deans son disagreed with the owner of the history of the patriarchs 
in determining the period that this patriarch spent in the patriarchy, we find 
a son The dean makes it thirteen years (60), While Sawiris states that it is 
twenty-four years (62), which is the right thing (61). 


And now that it has been confirmed to us that Ibn Al-Ameed returns to 
many sources, we may ask: How did he use these sources? Did he have 
ways to report his sources while listing the events of his history? 


The answer: Yes, he had the means to refer to these sources, to document 
some of the historical texts mentioned in his book, as follows: 


A- Sometimes it does not specify a specific source from which its events 
are drawn, but rather it is sufficient to say: He conveyed this to some his- 
torians without mentioning the name of the source or its owner. / 774 AD) 
“There was no human being left, maker, brick, porter, or grave-digger until 
he committed them to the abscess and took their money, and the calamity 
of the people intensified until they ate carrion” (63). 


B- Sometimes he mentioned the source from which he was quoted, but he 
omits mentioning the name of its owner: his example is what he mentioned 
regarding Patriarch Agathon (41-57AH / 661-677 AD), the length of his 
stay on the patriarchal seat and the date of his death, and that he found this 
“within the course of the patriarchs” (64) thus Without the author specifying 
these bios (65). 


A- Sometimes he mentioned the name of the source who was quoted from 
him, but he omits to mention the name of the source himself, so we find him, 
for example, that transfers some literary narrations from AI-Asma’i (66) and 
he misses mentioning the name of the book from which these narrations are 
drawn. 
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D- And sometimes he mentioned the information and data of the source 
from which he was quoted in full, so he says, for example: “Said bin Bariq 
said in his history: Abdullah bin Mahdi (brother) (sic)(67) [AI-Rashid] was a 
worker in Egypt, so he gave to AI-Rashid a beautiful female servant to the 
end, and AIl-Rasheeld loved her and rose to perfection.” It was said to him: 
The Egyptian doctors improve their treatment, so he wrote to Egypt asking 
for doctors, so the patriarch of Alexandria walked to him and he was a skilled 
physician, so he took with him from Egypt’s portraits and went to Baghdad, 
so they treated them with salts, so they were fulfilled (68). 


Third: Ibn al-Ameeds approach to presenting his historical material 


Before touching on the elements of Ibn Al-Dean’s curriculum, it is neces- 
sary to first identify his approach in presenting and recounting his news. Ibn 
AI-Dean followed Al-Tabari’s approach in presenting his historical material, 
which is the annual approach in which the historian adheres to the order of 
the years. Year after year since the migration until the end of the year 658 
AH, he mentioned in each year the events that he saw that deserve to be 
mentioned, but if the incident was long, then he would divide it according to 
the years in which it occurred and refer to it in general and then mention it 
in detail in the appropriate place, so we find it for example in More than one 
place says: “And these incidents occurred more A later this year but we have 
mentioned for the context of the modern lest spread and, God willing, we will 
remember the rest of the news in place “(69). 


And if the deans son followed AI-Tabari’s method in presenting his histor- 
ical material, then he distinguished from him in that he not only mentioned 
the news of Muslims, but also finds some pages devoted to talking about the 
history of Christians, Persians and Romans, their relationship with Muslims 
and common events between them. : “We mention here the facts and inci- 
dents mentioned in the Christians dates in the days of his life” (70). 


He now displays the basic elements that shaped the approach of Ibn al- 
Ameeld in his book History. 


À: Abbreviation and focus 


The method of abbreviation and focus is one of the most important ele- 
ments that the curriculum of Ibn Al-Dean specialized in. He did not elaborate 
on displaying any of the news and events that he dealt with in the study. He 
mentioned it very briefly, interested in the basics of events without paying at- 
tention to the particles that accompanied this or that news. His introduction, 
after mentioning some of the sources and dates on which he relied, said: 
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He chose from it a date in which he outlined the words and preserved the 
meaning and order and did not disturb anything from the famous facts and 
incidents mentioned (71). For events He witnessed it and was an eyewit- 
ness to it, so we find it, for example, that it does not mention a single event 
in the year 620 AH / 1223 CE and in the year 621 AH / 1224 CE (72), and 
other years. 


B: Adjust the dates 


Ibn Al-Ameed was keen to control historical events, so he reminded them 
of the dates of their occurrence in days, months, and years, not only that, but 
he compared the Hijri months and years to months and years of dictionaries, 
so We find him saying for example: “When he has completed forty years (he 
means the Messenger (may God bless him and grant him peace) called) 
The revelation came to him) and that on Monday for two nights they were 
gone from the month of Rabi' al-Awwal in the year twenty-two and nine 
hundred to Alexander, and it is twenty years [sic] from the king of Kisra Ibn 
Hormuz Ibn Nushrawan (73). 


It appears that Ibn AlI-Ameed has taken Al-Yaqoubis narration that states 
that the Messenger (may God bless him and grant him peace) was revealed 
to him on Monday in the month of Rabi ’al-Awwal (74), although AI-Yaqoubi 
in another narration states that the Messenger was revealed to him (Gabriel 
came to him) in the last ten days of Ramadan (75), And this account is con- 
sistent with what most Muslim historians have mentioned (76). 


A: Criticism and reasoning 


Ibn AI-Ameeld did not follow AI-Tabari’s method and his historical presen- 
tation only, but he also followed his approach in the way he dealt with histor- 
ical narratives, so we find that he does not prefer a narration over another, 
but rather he is satisfied with presenting only narratives so that he stands as 
a neutral stance, in which we do not find a method of critical historian who 
has a positive opinion, but rather We find in him the weakness of the queen 
of criticism in general and his management of public history over individuals, 
wars and politics in its simplest form, lack of attention to the public affairs of 
groups, explanations of accidents and access to their secrets (77) 


Therefore, we find Ibn Al-Ameed often relying on the transportation of 
historians without the task of criticizing the news, for example in dealing with 
some of the battles that took place between Al-Haijjaj bin Yusuf AI-Thaqañi 
and two of the leaders of the Kharijites and they are Saleh bin Faraj and 
another man called a youth, and that a young man this He was able to de- 
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feat an army of pilgrims with a strength of fifty thousand by a thousand of 
the soldiers of H, not only that, but this young man was able to take all the 
weights and belongings of the Haijj’s army. To show the truth of this account 
of this lie. 


D: Combining accidents and translations 


Ibn al-Ameed’s history is not limited to recounting only historical events. 
Rather, he cites the translations of prominent personalities in every period 
of his history. Each translation has its number. For example, when it was 
presented to the Abbasid Caliphate period, it was introduced to the trans- 
lations of the Abbasid caliphs with the translation number of each caliph, 
first: for a sentence Muslim caliphs from the beginning of the Islamic state, 
secondiy: As for the sentence of the Abbasid caliphs, he says, for example, 
in the translation of “Abdullah AI-Saffah” (132-136 AH / 750-755 AD): “The 
twenty-second is the first of the caliphs of Bani AI-Abbas Abu Al-Abbas 
AI-Saffah Abdullah bin Muhammad bin Ali bin Abdullah bin Al Abbas bin 
Abdul Muttalib bin Hisham, And his mother Rita is the daughter of Abdullah 
bin Obaid Al-Midan Al-Harti [sic] (79), 


After he finishes offering his translation and the events that took place in 
his life, he begins offering the translation of the second caliph who came 
after him, and he says: “The twenty-third, and he is the second of the Ab- 
basid caliphs Abu Ja'far al-Mansur bin Muhammad bin Ali bin Abdullah bin 
al-Abbas and his mother Salama bin Bishr.” (80). 


As for his method and method of mentioning these translations, Ibn AI- 
Ameed committed himself to some points when translating his historical 
figures, namely: 


A: Mention the lineage of each successor, his characteristics, the date of 
his assumption, the duration of his stay in the caliphate, and the date of his 
death (81). 


B: Mentioning the ministers of caliphs, army leaders, jurists and pilgrims in 
the era of each caliph (82). 


Fourth requirement: The importance of the history of Ibn Al-Ameed 
as a source of Islamic history. 


To highlight the historical value of the history of Bin Al-Ameed and the 
extent of its importance in studying the history of the Islamic state over six 
centuries AH, it was covered by the study, and we must examine some of 
the aspects that visited it and the most important elements that he dealt with 
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in the study. 
First: the political aspect 


News, political events and wars were among the most important elements 
that Ibn al-Ameed included in his book, and he was distinguished by accu- 
racy and focus, so his style and manner of dealing with them tended to be 
brief and focus on major events without exposure to marginal events; Which 
makes it easier for the reader to absorb and understand most of the news 
that he reported, so he spoke, for example, about the history of the Prophet 
(Peace be upon him) in all political and religious aspects, as he dealt with 
the invasions that Muslims made. 


Ibn Al-Ameed also flooded the conversation about the Islamic conquests 
in both the East and West, as he dealt with the internal events of the Islamic 
state, and spoke about the war between Imam Ali bin Abi Talib (peace be 
upon him) and the owners of the camel (83), and the war of Imam Ali and 
Muawiyah bin Abi Sufyan (84) . 


Ibn Al-Dean also dealt with the opposition movements that erupted against 
the Umayyad state. He talked about the movement of Abdullah bin Zubair 
in Mecca and his brother Musab in Basra (85), as the Kharijites movement 
and their wars with the Umayyad state on one side and the Shiites on the 
other side (86) also gave a precise picture of the beginning of the Abbasid 
da wa And the political events that accompanied this call (87), as it dealt 
with the establishment of independent states in Egypt and Morocco, such 
as the establishment of the Tulunid state (88) and the Ikhshidiyya (89) in 
Egypt, the Fatimid state in Morocco and Egypt (90), then the Ayyubid state 
in Egypt and the Levant (91), as presented To mention the major and im- 
portant events in the Islamic state, such as the Crusades and the invasion 
of Tartars Islamic state (92). 


Second: the civilized side 


Although this aspect is not very clear in the history of Ibn al-Ameed, As 
this element was not one of the basics of his method, only that the Dean 
referred to him from time to time; He touched on the economic, social, and 
religious events and news that have benefited a lot in knowledge of many of 
these matters. Among the economic matters that the Dean’s son concerned 
with minting and hitting money, he says for example in the events of the 
year 76 AH: 


This year, the Arab dinars and dirhams were engraved, and Ali, before 
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that, was written in Roman and on the dirham in Persian, and the pilgrims 
took the house of the multiplication and inscribed on the dirham, “Oh God, 
the endurance” and it was not of good quality. When Umar bin Hebira came 
to Iraq, his caliber was found, and then after him Khaled Al-Qurashi (93 ), 
Then Yusuf bin Omar, his quality in his days, Aaron AIl-Rashid, AI-Ma’moun 
his son, and AI-Wathiq, and the weight of the dirham in the days of forced 
was three strikes, of which he hit (i.e. the weight of the ten) meaning: the 
ten dirhams (ten pounds) and he hit the ten five and he multiplied the weight 
of the ten six and multiplied (meaning : Khaled) The weight of ten is seven 
weights.(94) 


Among the social matters that Ibn Al-Ameed was keen to show are in his 
history the conditions of the people of Dhimma in Egypt and other Islamic 
states under Islamic rule Ibn Al-Ameed was keen to explain these conditions 
after dealing with the period of the rule of each caliph of the Muslim caliphs. 
It is not enough to mention an explanation by mentioning Islamic historical 
events only, but we find it devotes some pages to talk about the history of 
Christians and their relationship with Muslims and common events between 
them, we find e often says: “And we mention here what was mentioned in 
the Christians dates of facts and incidents in the days of his life (meaning 
Caliph) “(95). 

As for the religious aspects, it is the news of Sufism, such as the news 
of the command of Al-Muatadr Allah (295 AH / 907 CE) to kill AI-Hallaj. 
Because scholars have killed his killing because he said some of the verses 
from which he understands his faith in the idea of solutions and union and 
proving the divine character of human beings, and after Ibn Dean mentioned 
some of the poems of Hallaj that he understood from them he says com- 
menting on this Ha: The apparent aspect of this poetry feels solutions and 
union and prove the divine description of human beings but God Almighty 
knows With this man, he may have intended other than what appeared from 
his word *(96)

La norme linguistique arabe se trouve aujourd’hui malmenée par les vo- 
cabulaires des sciences et technologies de l’information. Les ravages con- 
cernent l’arabe dans son lexique comme dans ses structures phonétiques, 
morphologiques et syntaxiques. Face à cet inéluctable fléau avec son lot 
et flot de néologismes linguistiques mais aussi sémiotiques, en introduisant 
des systèmes hybrides de chiffres, d’icônes et de symboles. que font les 
instances censées protéger et illustrer la langue arabe pour démêler les 
confusions autour de la norme, et dévider l’écheveau des rapports entre 
langue arabe et nouveaux besoins ?

Mais où est donc passée la norme linguistique Arabe ? 


Qu’entend-on aujourd’hui par norme ? D’abord, c’est un terme dérivé du 
latin qui signifie règle, équerre et recouvre plusieurs domaines : littéraire, 
technologique, scientifique, linguistique, etc., mais c’est dans cette dernière 
acception qu’il sera ici et maintenant considéré. Ce terme correspond donc à 
l’idée de conformité à un modèle ou règle assignée qui obéit à l’objectif d’un 
législateur, décideur en la matière. 


Dans le domaine langagier, l’élaboration d’une norme se fonde sur le 
concept d’usage, un objet observable et analysable. Selon Saussure, la 
langue, forme pure, serait le lieu des virtualités du système, et elle s’oppose 
à la parole qui est « un acte individuel de volonté et d’intelligence »(4*7) et 
lieu de l’usage, des réalisations et manifestations des intentions des locu- 
teurs. Celles-ci doivent alors passer par le filtre, ou le niveau intermédiaire

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entre langue et parole, de la norme, lieu des règles combinatoires sociale- 
ment admises. 


Sans entrer dans les modes de contrôle social de la langue, il suffit de 
signaler que les autorités publiques s’étaient arrogées, avec l’apparition des 
premiers grammairiens le droit de surveiller l’utilisation de la langue. Ainsi, 
le locuteur se trouve contraint de respecter un certain comportement lan- 
gagier, une sorte de koinè consensuelle. 


Or, l’apprentissage premier de la langue dans la famille passe par 
l’oral, quelque peu moins contraignant que l’écrit, selon les processus de 
mimétisme et de conditionnement : l’enfant reproduit la chaîne sonore qu’il 
entend dans son milieu par la provocation de réflexes langagiers adaptés 
aux situations. Plus tard, il sera soumis aux contraintes de l’éducation sco- 
laire. Dans ce contexte, le fonctionnement de l’école tend à privilégier le 
choix d’une autre norme, celle de l’écrit d’un tout autre registre de langue. 


Les grammairiens et la norme 


D’après la simple observation du comportement langagier des sociétés, 
on constate qu’il existe un écart qui prend de plus en plus de poids, entre 
le système socialement prévalent des prescriptions linguistiques et la réalité 
des performances de la vie quotidienne. Ce décalage signifie la présence 
d’une liste de jugements de valeur érigés en idéologie linguistique. Celui-ci 
préconise et recommande l’usage de certaines formes et le rejet d’autres, 
au nom d’un canon ,ilä(terme emprunté au grec) qui mesure la « correction 
» linguistique dans ce volumineux lot de réalisations concrètes sous l’aspect 
d’une extraordinaire diversité de formes. Et c’est cette formule abstraite des 
règles à respecter qui constitue la norme, ou le bon usage d’une langue 
valorisée, et corrélativement, le rejet des autres usages jugés incorrects. 


Semblable à celles d’antan, la grammaire de l’arabe d’aujourd’hui ne 
s’est pas encore transfigurée en linguistique, au sens de science du lan- 
gage. Prisonnière de la description systématique d’un discours-modèle, de 
l’observation d’un corpus phonique et graphique, d’une analyse de ses élé- 
ments, pour induire un modèle abstrait de règles et de lois, cette grammaire 
évite, encore et toujours, la prise en considération des conditions de l’énon- 
ciation, des variations et des influences de l’action sociale et psychologique 
de la communication. En cela, les considérations normatives inchangées, et 
inchangeables pour les traditionnistes, risquent de bloquer les opportunités 
pour intégrer la langue arabe dans le club des langues véhiculaires des sci- 
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ences et des techniques. Comme lot de consolation, l’arabe restera langue 
de civilisation et de culture, comme tant d’autres, mais pour combien de 
temps encore ! Face aux avancées vertigineuses des nouvelles sciences 
et technologies de la communication, le danger qui guette la langue arabe 
réside dans l’incapacité dont elle souffre, à développer un appareil nouveau 
de créativité lexicale capable de générer de nouvelles règles de formation de 
néologismes susceptibles de répondre aux multiples besoins de désignation. 
Sera-t-elle en mesure de relever le défi, de rattraper le temps perdu dans 
les joutes oratoires, ou sombrera-t-elle dans le statut d’ancienne référence 
culturelle ? 


En Occident, et pour prendre le cas du français, l’intervention de l’État 
en matière de langue s’est traduite par la création de l’Académie française 
par le cardinal de Richelieu en 1635 dont l’acte fondateur stipule que « la 
principale fonction de l’Académie sera de travailler avec tout le soin et toute 
la diligence possible à donner des règles certaines à notre langue et à la 
rendre pure, éloquente et capable de traiter les arts et les sciences(#3),. 


Cependant, face à l’important nombre des usages quotidiens d’une com- 
munauté linguistique, il s’avérait nécessaire que les fondements devaient 
conduire à un choix pour réglementer un usage-modèle. C’est Vaugelas(#) 
qui a défini cette catégorie du bon usage et a établi les fondements de sa 
codification. Dans son œuvre, il a tenu compte de critères objectivement 
vérifiables parce que propres à l’objet langue, donc sur des éléments con- 
stitutifs de la langue. Or, une bonne et valable codification est celle qui tient 
compte de la constante évolution de l’usage, de la primauté de la langue 
parlée, et de l’existence de sous-codes relevant de facteurs géographiques, 
historiques et sociaux. 


Dans l’approche de la norme aujourd’hui, l’usage actuel a intégré la scène 
langagière, après une prépondérance des considérations tournées vers le 
passé. Mais contrairement à Vaugelas qui ne se préoccupait pas outre me- 
sure du patrimoine culturel(#1), les grammaires et les dictionnaires modernes 
ne coupent cependant pas les ponts avec le passé qui contribue, pour tout 
peuple, à mieux comprendre son identité linguistique et culturelle. Le poids 
de la tradition sociale suscite de l’intérêt que les usagers conservent pour 
le bon usage de leur langue. En accordant un soin particulier dans leur de-

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scription des états de langue successifs, les dictionnaires et les grammaires 
évitent toute confusion possible chez les locuteurs entre un usage du passé 
et un usage actuel. 


Dans ce papier, on passera en revue, dans les différents sous-titres, les 
principaux thèmes soulevés par la question de la norme, en traçant des 
voies susceptibles de guider les recherches dans cet épineux, et Ô combi- 
en !, délicat problème, en raison des susceptibilités idéologiques qu’il peut 
soulever. 


Norme et domaine arabe 


Dans le domaine arabe, et c’est un phénomène manifeste dans beaucoup 
de langues, la centralisation politique d’un État arabe naissant avec les 
premiers califes, les bien éclairés :,1äll, à partir de 632 (date de la mort 
du prophète Mahomet), est à l’origine de la promotion de la langue arabe, 
devenue langue de prière pour tout musulman là où il se trouve. Et c’est 
l'unification des tribus de la péninsule arabique au 7°" siècle qui favorisa 
la suprématie du dialecte de la tribu des Qoarychites à la Mecque. Tout 
comme l’aventure au 14°" siècle du dialecte de Paris et de sa région l’Île- 
de-France qui prend le statut de langue nationale. 


Et tout comme la France avec Vaugelas et Malherbe(#1), fondateurs de la 
norme normative, ou l’usage de la bonne société où se constitue le «bon 
usage» dans le sens de l’usage actuel, on peut signaler la naissance en 
638 avec les premières conquêtes musulmanes des deux écoles de Basra 
et Kufa, centres de collecte et de dépouillement des traditions orales et des 
œuvres antéislamiques. Et tout comme le français, la langue arabe connut, 
elle aussi, sa querelle des Anciens, les devanciers :,.“llet des Modernes 
Dal. 

Mais à peine éteints les derniers lampions des Lumières arabes, à la fin du 
dernier califat abbasside en 1258 et la ruée des Mongols puis l’envahisse- 
ment des Ottomans, que le monde arabo-musulman sombre et s’installe

L’arabisation passe de mode, et cette langue, naguère prêteuse de 
concepts et de mots, se mue en langue emprunteuse de mots et de choses. 
Finis les emprunts directs à l’arabe dans presque tous les domaines : ami- 
ral, azimut, baraka, bled, camelote, hasard et autres luth, magasin, maboul 
et toubib, adieu les salamalec, l’algèbre et le logarithme, sans oublier le 
chiffre, la momie, le safran, le sirop et adieu le zénith et l’astrolabe et j’en 
passe. 


Norme et études linguistiques 


Au départ, le souci majeur des premiers grammairiens, toutes langues 
confondues, consistait d’abord à préserver l’intégrité de la langue. Dans le 
domaine arabe qui nous concerne, il fallait maintenir la langue du Coran, 
devenue langue de prière, de politique et d’administration. A cette règle 
s’ajoutait le souci d’approfondir la connaissance du texte coranique et du 
hadith, récits des évènements et des circonstances de la vie du messager 
Mahomet. 


Ayant délaissé la question de la norme, les linguistes, préoccupés qu’ils 
étaient par l’élaboration de disciplines dans leurs domaines de recher- 
che, se sont attelés à la tâche ces dernières décennies, pour constater, 
grâce à l’éclairage fourni par la linguistique, science moderne du sys- 
tème de fonctionnement d’une langue, et par la sociolinguistique, étude 
du fonctionnement de la langue dans la société, l’existence non pas d’une 
seule et unique norme, mais de plusieurs normes. Il existe, en effet, les 
normes objectives (normes de fonctionnement), les normes descriptives (qui 
expliquent les précédentes), les normes prescriptives (règles normatives), 
les normes subjectives (ou évaluatives à valeur affective ou morale) et les 
normes fantasmées (de l’imaginaire collectif ou individuel). 


Il s’agit dès lors d’identifier une forme standard de langue qui évalue un 
énoncé, d’un point de vue normatif : est-il correct/incorrect. Le correct ne 
tire pourtant pas sa légitimité de concepts linguistiques, mais d’apparte- 
nance sociale : c’est le groupe dominant qui accapare et maîtrise le fonds 
culturel d’une société. D’autre part, l’étude de la norme s’effectuait dans 
le champ de préoccupations des enseignants, des chroniqueurs de langue, 
notamment dans les journaux, et de tous ceux que l’on peut ranger sous 
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l’étiquette de « puristes ». 


Un premier coup de semonce est venu ébranler une évidence dont on ne 
faisait aucun cas, et secouer la mainmise quasi-totale du code écrit, seul 
digne d’étude. On se rend alors à cette certitude que, dans la commu- 
nication quotidienne ordinaire, le code oral se taille la majeure partie des 
échanges langagiers. Dans le même moment et comme par contamination, 
l’enseignement de la langue s’est dégagé, timidement dans la sphère ara- 
be, de l’enseignement de la littérature. Une belle échappée qui a fortement 
baissé la pression de la « répression » de l’orthographe. Or, le monde arabe 
vit encore en vase clos, dans la bulle de la grammaire traditionnelle, con- 
formiste, conventionnelle et orthodoxe. Celle qui s’était établie vers la fin du 
8°" siècle avec la grammaire systématique de Sibawyh, dans Al Kitab où « 
tout l’essentiel des faits grammaticaux se trouve déjà réuni (42),. On peut 
citer aussi abou al-Asswad al-Dou’ali (fin 7°"). Assez significative pour la 
mentionner, l’histoire rapporte que ce dernier, ayant entendu un affranchi, 
un mawla converti à l’islam, commettre une faute en psalmodiant un verset 
du Coran, s’écria : « Voici des affranchis qui se convertissent à l’islam, 
l’ont adopté et sont ainsi devenus nos frères, n’est-il pas convenable d’éla- 
borer à leur endroit les codes qui régissent la langue (#5),. 


Pour ces savants en langue, le corpus consistait dans la collecte de la 
production langagière orale dans différents dialectes pratiqués par les di- 
verses tribus arabiques (poésie, anecdotes, proverbes etc.), mis surtout 
dans la prose du Coran dont ils ont tiré les règles grammaticales de l’ar- 
abe, qualifié dès lors de «classique». Depuis, le monde arabe dort sur ses 
deux oreilles du sommeil du juste, en ruminant cette gloire passée, devenue 
gloriole avec l’usage. Le visage de la langue arabe a cependant subi les 
effets du temps qui nécessitent une chirurgie réparatrice pour lui redonner 
appétence et vigueur. 


C’est donc à une réévaluation du statut de la norme que le monde arabe 
est expressément invité à travailler, sans relâche, pour sauver les meubles 
et préserver l’indispensable, alors que la langue est déjà minée par l’explo- 
sion du langage des réseaux sociaux (chat, SMS etc.)

Tant que le savoir et la science formaient l’apanage de l’arabe, du 9e au 
13°" siècles, l’acuité utilitaire de celle-ci ne se posait guère. Mais, depuis 
l’effondrement de l’emprise arabe sur le cours de l’histoire, avec la chute de 
Bagdad en 1258, et l’accession des entités non-arabophones (mongoles, 
perses, seldjoukides, ottomans etc.) au pouvoir, l’intérêt pour l’arabe a non 
seulement fléchi mais perdu de son lustre : on ne peut donner que ce que 
l’on a, dit-on. 


On renoncera ici délibérément à entrer dans le dédale des interminables 
débats, souvent oiseux parce que mal engagés, entre les guindés mod- 
ernistes à l’emporte-pièce et les salafistes, étriqués dans le traditionalisme 
langagier, bétonnés et endurcis par l’exclusivisme historique qui considère 
les choses de la langue par le petit bout de la lorgnette. Car, il est plus 
qu’urgent que les bonnes volontés, au coude à coude avec les spécial- 
istes, dégagent de la réalité des faits langagiers les conclusions de l’en- 
vahissement des nouvelles technologies de la communication. Qu'ils tirent 
la sonnette d’alarme contre les déferlantes de l’ère numérique avec tout le 
paradigme des -ique de l’informatique, de la robotique, de l’électronique, 
de l’ergonomique etc. || est grand temps de remettre à flot le navire de 
la langue arabe, tanguant encore à la dérive, avant qu’il ne sombre dans 
l’océan de l’oubli, et le ramènent à bon port. 


Cette vitale prise de conscience langagière suppose, comme préalable à 
tout projet réformiste, la prise en considération de la question de la variation 
linguistique. Pour rappel, on pose généralement en dualité oppositive la 
norme et la variation. La première joue le rôle de boussole qui conçoit une 
forme de langue exprimée historiquement, par exemple dans le domaine 
français par le « bon usage » établi sur des critères subjectifs, sociaux et 
esthétiques. Le garant de cette norme était et l’est beaucoup moins aujo- 
urd’hui l’Académie française créée en 1635, qui devait fournir des règles à 
la langue française, pour la rendre pure, éloquente et en mesure de traiter 
les sciences et les arts. 


Quant à la variation, c’est un concept fourni par la sociolinguistique qui 
adopte le contre-pied du normatif en déplaçant l’attention vers les usag- 
es et vers ce que font les usagers avec leur langue. A titre de rappel, les 
variations concernent les usages en rapport avec les registres de la langue, 
s’échelonnant du registre soigné (ou soutenu, recherché, cultivé, chêtié) le 
plus élevé, dans le sens d’inaccessible à de larges tranches sociales, en 
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passant par le registre standard (ou non-marqué, courant, commun) puis le 
registre familier (ordinaire, spontané) vers le registre vulgaire. 


Cette variation se manifeste essentiellement au niveau du lexique —-mais 
elle peut concerner la phonétique, la morphologie et la syntaxe- avec 
l’argot, et le jargon des sciences et des techniques. Dans les sociétés 
post-modernes (occidentales ou occidentalisées), la variation est tributaire 
des circonstances de la communication, du niveau social des participants, 
et du lieu. Et la question de la norme se pose avec plus de véhémence 
dès lors que se manifeste la diversité sociale d’une communauté. Cette 
diversification mène à la nécessité d’une normalisation de la terminologie 
dans les sciences et les techniques pour permettre et faciliter les échanges 
économiques, et d’une diffusion commode des connaissances. 


Par conséquent, la norme relève d’une importance capitale dans la vie 
d’une nation aux postes avancés dans les savoirs. L’exemple des pays 
francophones est, à ce titre, un modèle significatif. Dans ces pays, le dis- 
cours sur la norme a essentiellement été orienté vers un discours clair et 
un lexique pur. Cette activité est toujours présente, quoique de plus en plus 
moins drastique et non contraignante comme dans les années 1970. A cette 
époque, elle était vivement soutenue par des instances officielles comme le 
Conseil de la Langue Française, le Haut Conseil Francophone International, 
la Charte québécoise de la Langue Française, l’Agence Universitaire de la 
Francophonie, etc. autant d’organismes chargés de conseiller leur gouver- 
nement sur les questions liées à l’usage de la langue française. 


Côté arabe, c’est encore et toujours la tradition grammaticale qui hante 
les esprits et gouverne les descriptions linguistiques de la langue. L’arabe 
décrit dans cette tradition répondait aux besoins de la conversion à l’islam 
de population ne maîtrisant pas la langue arabe, et psalmodiant mal les 
sourates, ce qui pouvait en modifier le sens. 


Pour résumer, les deux grandes écoles, Basra et Koufa, s’étaient part- 
agées l’espace des règles et des normes auxquelles on renvoyait pour 
déterminer le régulier de l’irrégulier, le correct de l’incorrect, le normal de 
la-normal. Et c’est cette norme qui a perduré à travers les âges et dont 
dérivent depuis toutes les grammaires scolaires et d’usage. 


Par ailleurs, il existe certes dans bon nombre de pays arabes des instanc— 
es similaires à celles des pays francophones, comme l’Institut de la Langue 
Arabe à Damas, au Caire, à Amman etc. mais qui travaillent de manière 
indépendante et autonome. Il devrait y avoir un seul institut relevant de la 
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Ligue arabe, ayant une même politique linguistique, avec des antennes dans 
les capitales pour répercuter les recommandations et les décisions prises 
d’un commun accord entre tous les pays, au lieu de travailler en sourdine, 
et tenir épisodiquement des réunions pour coordonner leurs démarches et 
leurs résolutions. 


En ce qui concerne particulièrement les problèmes du lexique de l’arabe, 
il existe au sein de l’'ALESCO (Arab League for Education, Sciences and 
Culture Organization) des commissions chargées de la traduction des néol- 
ogismes et des terminologies. Mais souvent ces postes sont honorifiques, 
et leur traduction arrive toujours en retard d’une guerre : les usagers de 
terminologies et de néologismes ne peuvent attendre, pressés qu’ils sont 
dans leur profession de devoir utiliser des équivalents en arabe. En cas de 
pénurie lexicale, ces derniers se contentent d’utiliser le terme étranger tel 
quel. Il s’agit d’universitaires, professeurs de sciences, d’interprètes, de 
journalistes, etc. tous en mal de traduction rapide. 


Cette situation est la plus grave, parce qu’elle est source d’une multitude 
de formes lexicales différentes en arabe pour un seul et même terme en 
langue étrangère. Devant ces multiples synonymes, ces instances tiennent, 
quand le volume lexical des traductions multiformes devient énorme, des 
réunions pour, tenez-vous bien, « unifier » les termes techniques arabes 
traduits, et échapper à la cacophonie. Le mal a déjà fait ses ravages et 
le lecteur arabe du Machrek est dérouté quand il lit un article écrit dans le 
Maghreb et dont les néologismes traduits prêtent à confusion. C’est le cir- 
cuit arabo-arabe qui sonne faux. 


Le bon usage et ses témoins 


Le problème d’élaboration d’une nouvelle norme linguistique, pomme de 
discorde entre les tenants du carcan de la tradition et les esprits favorables 
à une certaine souplesse tendant vers un lissage des règles, est encore 
renvoyé aux calendes grecques. La langue arabe est dans tous ses états, et 
elle est exposée à éclater dans une nébuleuse de dialectes régionaux. Les 
écarts se creusent et se distancient entre la langue arabe pure et raffinée 
qu’une infime poignée de nostalgiques savent manier, et les usages liber— 
taires qu’en font tous les autres locuteurs. A la poser crûment au profit de 
ces derniers, la question-test est de savoir qui peut, en dehors des exégètes, 
comprendre une bonne partie du vocabulaire des sourates du livre saint de 
l’islam, sans recourir à chaque page au dictionnaire. D'ailleurs, on constate 
la performance boiteuse des responsables politiques, des journalistes, des 
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universitaires même qui, à l’écrit comme à l’oral surtout, malmènent, sans 
scrupule aucun, la langue des Anciens. 


D'autre part, on constate que, loin de chercher de nouveaux cadres direc- 
teurs de l’usage actuel de l’arabe, les autorités politiques se confinent dans 
l’optique des premiers grammairiens, et se refusent à affronter cette dure 
réalité qui expose pourtant la langue aux diverses influences des langues 
étrangères porteuses des sciences et des savoirs. 


Déjà, l’existence d’une dizaine d’Académies dans le monde arabe est 
un flagrant symptôme de la désunion des décideurs, et le signe d’absence 
de politique commune en matière de langue (et de culture aussi). Certes, il 
existe un organisme panarabe, l’Union des Académies arabes dont la tâche 
consiste dans la coordination et l’unification des terminologies, et l’intérêt 
pour les traductions des nouveautés scientifiques et techniques. Mais le 
reproche majeur qu’on lui adresse est qu’il travaille en aval des instituts 
propres à chaque pays, alors que ses projets et plans devraient s’effectuer 
en amont des recherches arabes. Et, du manque de coordination efficace et 
rapide, il ressort du désordre, de la confusion, du retard sur l’actualité, du 
gaspillage des énergies individuelles et de l’hémorragie financière. 


Dans cette atmosphère, ce n’est donc pas un hasard si l’idée de rédiger 
un grand dictionnaire historique de la langue arabe a été lancée par un al- 
lemand, Auguste Fischer, orientaliste soucieux du sort de cette langue. 


Ainsi, par le maintien des normes qui avaient fait, sur plusieurs siècles, 
leurs preuves, les responsables continuent, se cachant derrière leur petit 
doigt, de prendre l’usage du passé comme modèle d’usage actuel. Les 
témoins d’antan continuent d’officier et de servir de guide linguistique pour 
les locuteurs contemporains. 


Et l’on oublie facilement que l’usage est l’expression d’une continuité so— 
ciale avec la tradition, un comportement linguistique transmis de génération 
en génération, mais en même temps, et c’est l’important, en perpétuelle 
évolution. Les temps changent, et l’usage aussi. Cependant, les modifica- 
tions à apporter à la norme ne doivent, en aucun cas, s’effectuer comme 
une rupture avec l’usage du passé qui participe à la compréhension que le 
monde arabe a de son identité linguistique et culturelle. 


Quant aux témoins de cet usage, ils relèvent fondamentalement, pour la 
codification du bon usage, outre du Livre saint de l’islam et de son discours 
religieux (le hadith), du témoignage du système de l’écrit et de la langue 
des bons auteurs. 
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La pureté de la langue 


Le concept de « pureté » de la langue était partagé, dans la tradition, par 
bon nombre de langues de civilisation (arabe, français, anglais, espagnol, 
italien etc.) et les usagers de chacune de ces langues estimaient leur langue 
non entachée ou non contaminée par des formes lexicales étrangères em- 
pruntées à d’autres langues. La pureté de la langue relevait ainsi de la 
même prétention à la pureté de la race. Toutes deux ont été démenties par 
les faits historiques et l’analyse linguistique : les incessants contacts entre 
les peuples ne parlant pas la même langue démontrent que les échanges 
de produits entre ces nations sont aussi un moyen de transport d’unités 
lexicales, exactement pareil aux échanges économiques et sociaux. 


On constate aujourd’hui que les emprunts ont toujours existé. Souvent, 
en empruntant des choses qui ne figurent pas dans les modes de vie d’une 
nation, celle-ci emprunte aussi les mots qui les désignent. Sortie avec le 
début des conquêtes de la presqu'île arabique d’un milieu socio-culturel 
dépouillé, austère et largement nomade, la langue arabe se frotta aux ci- 
vilisations riches, prospères et sédentaires du Croissant fertile d’abord, et 
du Moyen-Orient ensuite. L’arabe se mit alors à absorber à tire-larigot les 
mots et les choses de ces splendides civilisations de l’époque, et des cen- 
taines de mots se sont frayés le chemin de l’arabe pour combler son déficit 
et le financer par l’emprunt lexical. 


Il faut signaler que l’emprunt lexical a été, depuis toujours, un thème 
privilégié par les linguistes musulmans -mais aussi des orientalistes- qui 
cherchaient à défendre la pureté lexicale du Coran, ou son arabité, par rap- 
port aux diverses influences des pays limitrophes : le syriaque, l’araméen, 
l’assyrien, l’akkadien, le copte, le persan, l’abyssin, le turc etc. 


Il faut aussi attirer l’attention sur l’origine de cet emprunt. Il y a d’abord 
l'emprunt qui passe plutôt bien en arabe, presque imperceptible, et c’est dans 
le cas d’un emprunt à une langue de la même famille sémitique. On entend 
par là le groupe de langues ayant de profondes similarités phonétiques, lex- 
icales et syntaxiques. Ce sont les langues qui étaient parlées à la périphérie 
et dans la péninsule arabique, comme l’akkadien, l’araméen, le cananéen, 
le phénicien, le syriaque. Dans ces langues, la formation des mots se fait à 
partir d’une racine, un radical trilitère, composée de trois radicales (au fémi- 
nin, une racine) : ainsi, le radical kataba est formé de trois radicales qui sont 
les K, T, B. La racine est constituée de trois consonnes(#‘) qui jouent le rôle

étant l’absence de voyelle). La création lexicale se fait donc par l’ajout au 
radical de trois types d’affixes : un préfixe (en avant LU), un infixe (dans 
Gék) et un suffixe (après us ) . Une autre caractéristique commune aux 
langues sémitiques réside dans l’usage de consonnes gutturales dont le 
point d’articulation se place dans la gorge. Il est par conséquent tout à fait 
naturel que les emprunts réciproques entre ces langues sémitiques se soient 
effectués presque imperceptiblement, en douceur et en souplesse. Ce qui 
n’est pas du tout pareil avec les emprunts de l’arabe aux langues romanes 
ou anglo-saxonnes dont la phonétique, le lexique et la syntaxe sont bien 
distincts.(45) 


La notion de pureté reste, par conséquent, d’actualité dans les préoc- 
cupations des organismes étatiques relevant tous de l’autorité légale, et 
qui veillent à la « correctitude » de l’arabe. Leurs activités sont donc con- 
frontées aux débats sur les mots étrangers, notamment dans les sciences 
et les techniques, et c’est là que le bât blesse. Le temps que ces autorités 
mettent à traiter les néologismes et à choisir les équivalents en arabe, que 
la déferlante terminologique était déjà aussitôt happée par les usagers des 
domaines scientifiques et techniques. Pressés par le temps et surtout par 
les contraintes professionnelles, ces professionnels ne pouvant se permettre 
d’attendre indéfiniment que les autorités leur fournissent des listes d’équiv- 
alences terminologiques, se mettent à les utiliser chacun à sa manière. 
Concrètement, imaginons l’embarras d’un professeur de médecine dans 
une université arabophone devant expliquer à ses étudiants des néologis- 
mes fraîchement forgés et sortis des centres de recherches occidentaux. 
Ce sont ces professionnels ainsi que les traducteurs, notamment de revues 
spécialisées, qui seront les premiers à affronter et à traiter les emprunts 
lexicaux. Les instances officielles n’ont jamais été au rendez-vous. 


Un triple choix s’offre alors aux véritables usagers : d’abord, une solution 
de facilité qui consiste à adopter le néologisme tel quel sans modification ; 
ou on lui fait subir un aménagement phonétique pour l’adapter à la pronon- 
ciation arabe; ou encore l’emprunt est totalement arabisé par un recyclage 
lexical en puisant dans le lexique arabe un vieux concept flanqué d’une 
nouvelle signification. Ainsi, avec la naissance des chemins de fer, le train 
a été traduit par 4 qui désignait jadis une file de chameaux attachés les 
uns aux autres pour former une caravane, et pour la locomotive et le wagon

Toutefois, la terminologie scientifique et technique concerne bel et bien 
le débat sur la pureté de la langue, et les instances officielles ont mis en 
garde contre l’usage abusif, sans modification phonétique, des néologis- 
mes. Certains pays arabes avaient imposé dans les années 1960 l’en- 
seignement des sciences en langue arabe, et ne pouvaient prévoir l’ex- 
plosion terminologique qui eut lieu quelques années plus tard. Les pays 
arabes n’avaient pas prévu, pour faire aboutir leur projet, l’impérieuse 
nécessité d’une traduction presque instantanée des néologismes. Les 
aléas administratifs (retard, débats oiseux, sensibilités politiques des par- 
ticipants _. le manque de coordination entre les commissions, la lour- 
deur de l’appareil de gestion sont autant d’obstacles à éliminer. 

Certains pays ont poussé le bouchon trop loin, avec obligation d’uti- 
liser l’arabe dans les enseignes des magasins, les affiches public- 
itaires, les panneaux, les pancartes, et l’utilisation facultative de la 
langue étrangère ne devait pas dépasser le quart de la surface affichée. (#6) 

En fait, la question de la pureté de la langue arabe proscrivant l’emploi, 
autant que faire se peut, de vocables étrangers, devrait être abordée, bien 
entendu, d’un point de vue linguistique, mais aussi et surtout de points de 
vue social, politique et éthique. Déjà, Ferdinand de Saussure soulignait que 
« Mais surtout le mot emprunté ne compte plus comme tel, dès qu’il est 
étudié au sein du système : il n’existe que par sa relation et son opposition 
avec les mots qui lui sont associés, au même titre que n’importe quel signe

Il faudrait donc étudier d’abord la fonction de désignation du mot étranger, 
et voir si, oui ou non, la langue arabe répond à un besoin de désignation. 
Avec de la bonne volonté et du goût esthétique, le monde arabe pourrait 
s’ingénier à former de nouveaux mots ou chercher d’anciennes formes mots 
inutilisés pour les doter d’un sens nouveau (le recyclage lexical) et répondre 
ainsi aux besoins d’expression des nouveaux concepts. 


Le linguiste et l’insécurité langagière 


À examiner de près la situation de la langue arabe en ce début d’un nou- 
veau millénaire, on constate sans peine qu’elle est exposée ; d’une part, à 
perdre lentement mais sûrement son fonds lexical traditionnel qui ne semble 
intéresser malheureusement qu’une petite poignée de spécialistes de la 
période antéislamique et des premiers temps de l’islam; d’autre part, cette 
langue n’est plus, depuis belle lurette, en compétition internationale face 
aux trois ou quatre langues étrangères monopolisant le discours des scienc- 
es et des savoirs. Même la descendance actuelle des émigrés arabes dans 
les pays occidentaux ne choisit pas l’arabe comme langue seconde. C’est 
un choix par utilitarisme, principe de toutes les valeurs dans le domaine de 
la connaissance, et par pragmatisme, idéologie de la valeur pratique comme 
critère de vérité. Pour s’assurer, somme toute, une meilleure place dans les 
compétitions du travail, cette progéniture opte pour une des langues en tête 
de course internationale. 


Cette double situation crée, dans l’inconscient arabe, un sentiment d’in- 
sécurité langagière dont les enjeux se ramènent à la domination de ces 
langues avec une mainmise sur les rouages et les circuits de la finance in- 
ternationale, et à la culture avec laquelle ce monopole organise les échang- 
es internationaux selon de nouveaux modèles de comportements. 


Par ailleurs, ces grands pays savent élaborer des plans d’action pour se 
maintenir dans les créneaux de l’économie, et de la culture qui s’en dégage. 
La domination quasi-totale de ces super-langues est susceptible de mar- 
ginaliser la langue arabe. À ceux qui font valoir, pour se consoler, le critère 
quantitatif du milliard de musulmans dans le monde, il faut leur signaler que 
plus des deux tiers d’entre ces derniers ne comprennent pas l’arabe, bien 
qu’ils récitent leur prière en arabe. C’était jusqu’au début du vingtième siè-— 
cle le cas des chrétiens, en Orient et en Occident qui priaient en latin sans

Autre source d’insécurité langagière, le désintérêt pour les études de 
lettres qui dévoile une importante baisse des effectifs étudiants au sein des 
départements de langue et de littératures arabes. Ce rejet s’explique par le 
contexte de mondialisation qui accorde peu de crédit à ces disciplines, alors 
qu’il fait la promotion de la rentabilité des disciplines scientifiques. 


Dans ce duel artificiel entre ces deux catégories de disciplines, est-il besoin 
de rappeler l’importance de la culture qui est l’homme même. La littérature 
qui a fait ses preuves d’ingéniosité, de vitalité et de variété peut encore avoir 
son mot à dire si on la dote d’un rôle social nouveau et la place dans une 
perspective historique. C’est une bouffée d’oxygène pour maintenir vivants 
les rapports entre littérature, fierté de la langue arabe, et représentation du 
monde, et un moyen pour avouer que la littérature, qui contient un riche 
corpus de savoirs, s’étend largement sur les sciences humaines et sociales. 
Sans l’existence d’une langue arabe bien fondée, porteuse d’une diversité 
culturelle, et participant à la pluralité mondiale de notre époque, la littérature 
serait lettre morte. Situation qui ne fait que renforcer le sentiment d’insécu- 
rité et le désarroi de la norme. 


Les périls linguistiques 


Si l’emprunt lexical est un mal indispensable et inévitable dans les cir- 
constances actuelles du monde arabe, il y a d’autres maux dont la solution 
serait à portée de la main, en cas d’accord consensuel des pays arabes. 
À commencer par le statut de la langue arabe et de son rôle dans la vie 
sociale sur tous les plans. 


En observant cette langue dans son état actuel, on constate, en schéma- 
tisant à l’extrême, l’existence de deux systèmes qui fonctionnent simul- 
tanément dans le monde arabe : d’une part, la langue dite classique, celle 
de l’écrit dans tous les imprimés officiels et de l’enseignement à tous les 
niveaux, des bulletins d’information de la radio et de la télévision, de la pres- 
se ; d’autre part, les dialectes propres à chaque pays. Ces deux niveaux 
disposent de systèmes grammaticaux, phonétiques et souvent lexicaux bien 
distincts, et si la langue classique est encore, par bonheur mais pour combi- 
en de temps encore, la même partout, les dialectes sont, parfois à l’intérieur 
du même pays, hétérogènes. 


En effet, à l’âge de six ans, l’élève arabe commence à apprendre la langue 
littéraire (classique, officielle) comme s’il s’agissait pour lui de l’apprentis- 
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sage d’une langue étrangère, tant sont multiples les différences phonétiques 
et grammaticales et les écarts lexicaux entre ces deux niveaux, au point d’y 
perdre son latin. À ce stade, les planificateurs de l’enseignement devraient 
envisager de taquiner la norme classique, pour une raisonnable simplifica- 
tion des règles de la grammaire traditionnelle, bête noire de tous les jeunes 
scolarisés, mais qu’il faut apprivoiser puis domestiquer. C’est là un im- 
portant écueil à éviter, et une pierre d’achoppement contre laquelle se sont 
brisées toutes les tentatives de « modernisation » de la langue arabe. 


Il faut, par ailleurs, avouer que la dose d’innovation est difficile à fix- 
er : garder le contact avec le patrimoine culturel, sa transmissibilité et sa 
lisibilité, tout en ouvrant grandes les portes du modernisme scientifique et 
technologique qui ne manquera pas, si le virage est mal négocié, de porter 
gravement atteinte aux structures de l’arabe. Aux décideurs en la matière 
de prendre leurs responsabilités et d’apporter les touches qui conviennent 
aux normes en vigueur. 


Centralisation politique et engagement sociétal 


Par centralisation, il faut comprendre non pas un diktat hégémoniste im-— 
posé par une personne où un groupe, mais une décision de consentement 
prise par toutes les parties arabes officielles et officieuses, soucieuses de 
l’importance vitale pour la langue arabe, pour la développer sans qu’elle ne 
perde son « âme ». 


A n’en point douter, c’est vers l’arabe « littéraire » la fousha ,:si que 
les efforts doivent se tourner pour la protéger contre les ravages des xénis- 
mes inutiles et remplaçables, et les méfaits des dialectes locaux. 


Et ce ne sont pas les idées qui manquent pour rétablir l’équilibre perdu de 
l’arabe. Dès leur premier contact scolaire, les enfants et les jeunes doivent 
être stimulés vers la lecture, ce parent pauvre de l’éducation, en leur pro- 
posant un livre scolaire illustré, coloré, bien édité. En plus, on leur mettra 
un livre de loisir du même gabarit, tous deux gracieusement remis à tout 
écolier. Il faut, vaille que vaille, créer une culture de la lecture pour tous. 


Parallèlement ou face à l’édition, il est inutile de mentionner les prouesses 
du numérique qui devrait faciliter la vie scolaire, mais combien sont-ils les 
élèves du monde arabe qui profitent de ces nouveaux modes de communi- 
cation ? S’agissant de l’être humain, il ne faudrait pas lésiner sur les moy- 
ens, et les pays arabes sont invités à créer une caisse spéciale pour stopper 
puis mettre fin à l’analphabétisme rampant qui les ronge, une source de 
déviation, de fanatisme et d’extrémisme. 
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C’est ensuite le tour des programmes d’enseignement général dans 
toutes ses étapes qu’il importe de réexaminer à la lumière des besoins de 
développement des contrées arabes. Avec une mention spéciale pour s’at- 
taquer à l’enseignement de l’arabe, la modernisation de ses méthodes, la 
révision de sa grammaire pour simplifier. Cette révision doit s’effectuer sans 
porter atteinte aux structures fondamentales, à la syntaxe de la langue, et 
éviter le superflu de règles à faible et à très faible fréquence dans l’usage 
actuel. Outre la grammaire, un regard attentif au lexique devrait conduire à 
la fabrication de nouveaux types de dictionnaires. 


Pour une dictionnairique sectorielle 


Étant le dépositaire de l’autorité linguistique publique, le dictionnaire 
devrait retrouver de nouvelles affectations didactiques et consultatives. Pour 
sauvegarder le patrimoine, il faudrait élaborer un dictionnaire Trésor de la 
langue arabel#5), et un dictionnaire historique regroupant tous les mots con- 
tenus dans l’arabe. Un plan et une méthode de traitement des articles 
seront établis. Des indications sur l’usage des mots de la nomenclature 
permettront un tri entre un mot vieilli, un autre fraîchement introduit dans le 
lexique ; le type d’usage du mot ; ou encore un des sens du mot qui tombe 
en désuétude. 


C’est la datation du lexique qui permet de mieux indiquer la nature de 
la norme signalée et la référence aux types d’usage d’un mot : populaire 
ou vulgaire, littéraire ou courant etc. La disposition des définitions de l’ar- 
ticle doit aussi suivre une méthode bien définie : on part du sens premier, 
originel, d’un mot, qui est souvent le sens concret, vers le sens abstrait. 
Ces distinctions sont étayées grâce aux datations des vedettes formant la 
nomenclature, et qui permettent un tri entre un sens vieilli d’une vedette et 
ses autres sens acquis dans la diachronie de l’usage. Ces datations qui 
manquent gravement dans les dictionnaires arabes, sont pourtant une ga- 
rantie de toute étude objective du lexique, de son évolution et des change- 
ments sémantiques survenus dans le temps. Ces ajouts indispensables 
fournissent des informations sûres sur les modes de vie, les comportements 
sociaux et l’évolution des mentalités. 


Par ailleurs, et tant que le monde arabe ne dispose pas d’une large et 
profonde connaissance de l’histoire des mots de son lexique, les études

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linguistiques manqueront, immanquablement toujours, de supports indis— 
pensables pour toute approche objective. A ce réveil, les outils médiatiques 
sont bien placés pour apporter leur grain de changement. 


Le rôle des médias de masse 


Pour freiner le déferlement des emprunts abusifs qui paralysent la créa- 
tivité lexicale arabe, les médias de masse, la radio mais principalement la 
télévision, doivent se responsabiliser vis-à-vis de leurs lecteurs, auditeurs 
et téléspectateurs arabes. Et ce, en consentant l’effort de présenter des 
programmes en langue plutôt littéraire, d’éviter autant que faire se peut les 
dialectes, notamment lorsqu'ils sont truffés de xénismes, sans épargner au- 
cun effort pour chercher son équivalent surtout quand il existe déjà. 


Ces moyens de communication doivent recourir aux services de correc- 
teurs linguistiques, au courant de l’activité traductive dans les domaines des 
diverses formes de l’actualité et des nouveautés terminologiques. 


Un des impacts de l’informatique, le SMS ou Système de Message Suc- 
cinct, est un bel exemple du désarroi qui frappe les responsables de la 
défense et de lillustration de la langue arabe. Il est superflu d’épiloguer 
sur la place qu’occupent les bouleversements technologiques sur toute la 
planète. En fait, ils instaurent de nouveaux types de communication en- 
traînant une nouvelle forme de comportement social auquel adhèrent les 
jeunes moyennant un mode d’échange créatif qui leur est propre. C’est l’art 
d’une « oralité secondaire » (45°) 


On se contentera d’évoquer les aspects négatifs de ces innovations, qui 
n’en finissent pas de finir, sur la langue arabe. 


D'abord, c’est l’usage de la transcription de la phonétique de l’arabe dans 
le système alphabétique romain, qui transgresse la norme graphique arabe 
comme quantité négligeable. L’abandon de l’orthographe normative partici- 
pe au renforcement de l’oralité qui favorise l’apparition de graphies apparte- 
nant au registre familier et courant. Cette accoutumance à la légèreté et à 
la rapidité communicative du SMS plaident en faveur de l’oralité à risques. 
A cela s’ajoutent les techniques d’abréviation des mots, la substitution de 
chiffres à la place des lettres typiques de l’alphabet arabe, l’usage des 
émoticônes et autres smileys représentant tout un riche catalogue de sit- 
uations sentimentales. Ce sont autant de moyens qui accordent la priorité 
de la norme à l’usage oral de l’arabe parlé. C’est donc la nature codée et

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économique du SMS qui vient briser la norme orthographique classique. 
L’on sait par ailleurs que des méthodes d’enseignement du français langue 
étrangère exploitent déjà ce type de langage(#). 


Face à ce nouvel outil de communication devenu le pain quotidien de la 
jeunesse, une technique de communication indispensable, la lutte doit s’or- 
ganiser raisonnablement. Face à ce moyen usant de propriétés communic— 
atives hybrides mêlant l’alphabet, à l’image, aux chiffres, ce sont là autant 
de sérieux indices de présomption quant aux risques de cet outil planant sur 
la langue arabe canonique. || est plus qu’urgent de s’appliquer à minimiser 
ses effets destructeurs. Il serait alors possible de l’intégrer dans le système 
éducatif, mais en le présentant, non comme une nécessité, mais expressé- 
ment comme une activité ludique. Ainsi, mentionné comme un simple jeu 
éducatif, le langage texto serait tacitement et inconsciemment considéré 
par la jeunesse comme un moyen secondaire ou auxiliaire par rapport à la 
norme, celle de la langue canonique. 


Parallèlement au langage texto, la langue arabe affronte un autre danger, 
celui de l’arabish, troncation et fusion de arab(ic) et (engl)ish, dit aussi en 
arabe SiYl sell çjuxll . Il faut avouer que le français et l’anglais ad- 
mettent facilement les phénomènes de réduction lexicale, comme la tronca- 
tion (prof, ciné, bac, micro, photo etc.), d’emboîtement (stagflation, impri- 
matique, respectivement pour « stagnation et inflation », et « imprimerie et 
informatique »), de siglaison (USA, OMS, OTAN). Par contre, l’arabe admet 
difficilement ces procédés de réduction des mots, et la liste des sigles reste 
insignifiante devant les dictionnaires d’abréviation et de sigles en langues 
étrangères: 


sms, Ds / Audasls Aa, a a/âlire Aaglus ÂGE 2 0 Jus Goes, os 
<a SU 
Le risque pour l’arabe serait de devenir une langue hybride, comme la 
fameuse langue karchounit#l), Cet idiome est apparu vers le milieu du sep- 
tième siècle, et il consistait à transcrire l’arabe avec l’alphabet syriaque, 
langue d’écriture et de transmission des connaissances à une époque où 
l’écriture arabe n’était pas encore répandue, et où la production littéraire 
arabe passait par le canal de l’oral. 


Or, le monde arabe vit aujourd’hui une période de <karchonisation» d’un

Hier encore, la langue arabe relevait le défi de se voir transcrite en car- 
actères latins, sous le motif de la rendre capable de devenir une langue in- 
ternationale. Ce fut le cas en Turquie(2), et des voix arabes également(#) . 


Le pire est de voir des termes techniques utilisés tels quels en arabe : 


Jus ,élouué ,alul ,0ë, vaste ,0N Qi ,c5yil , jisueS . PIUS drôle encore, on 
s’est mis à conjuguer des verbes étrangers en arabe : Fix, Ci, Ua. 


Quelle attitude adopter : laisser passer ou y faire face ? 
Coexistence ou affrontement 


Le diagnostic des maux dont souffre la langue arabe vient d’être établi, 
et les locuteurs sont partagés entre les défenseurs de la norme de l’arabe 
canonique, désireux de préserver l'identité et la tradition de la langue et de 
la culture arabes, et les partisans du modernisme. 


Les premiers voient d’un mauvais œil l’état de délabrement de la langue, 
dans un monde arabe plus divisé que jamais, en proie aux guerres fratri- 
cides, aux richesses dilapidées, et privé d’un rassembleur-phare. Ils sont 
d’autant plus déconcertés de voir leur langue malmenée et brutalisée dans 
des usages qui ne se conforment pas à la norme, que les décideurs et re- 
sponsables publics commettent, quant à eux, de graves fautes de langue. 
Outre cet outrage à la langue, les dialectes ont fait leur apparition dans les 
programmes radiotélévisés, et l’enseignement scolaire et universitaire n’est 
pas en reste. Parmi les péchés graves et impardonnables, l’hybridation de 
la langue arrive en tête avec un nouveau pidgin à base d’arabe et, selon les 
cas, d’anglais ou de français, un véritable cocktail Molotov incendiaire de 
la langue. Si au moins les traditionnistes, les salafistes et autres extrémistes 
avaient porté l’étendard de la langue arabe au lieu de porter les armes...

Parler le 
franco-arabe ou l’anglo-arabe et utiliser toutes les facilités offertes par 
l’internet sont des critères qui répondent aux attentes du moment : ils vont 
donc adopter, pour gagner du temps, G;Lä À à réduit en & £& uù, tout un 
nouveau code à apprendre . 


A cela s’ajoutent les systèmes dialectal, numérique, sémiotique (émot- 
icônes) qui favorisent une rapidité extrême du message, en l’absence du 
contrôle de la norme. 


Conclusion 


A la suite des précédentes considérations et analyses se pose la lanci- 
nante et grave question d’un hypothétique ou d’un réel danger qui guette 
la langue arabe face aux innovations technologiques. Cette situation est 
intensifiée par le fait que le monde arabe est récepteur et non producteur de 
savoirs et de connaissances, en sciences comme en technologie. 


Une autre question subsidiaire revêt, elle aussi, la tonalité interrogative : 
le monde arabe est-il en mesure de faire face aux avancées technologiques 
pour les détourner au profit de la langue arabe? 


La pondération dans ce sensible sujet qui divise les arabophones serait 
convenable et pertinente. Ce sujet est sensible lorsqu’on constate qu’un or- 
ganisme de « pensée arabe », créant un observatoire statistique du contenu 
numérique arabe, entend concentrer ses efforts sur les historiques textes 
religieux et du patrimoine. En elle-même, c’est une bonne initiative, mais 
l’on se demande en quoi a-t-elle la priorité et l’urgence des recherches qui 
nécessitent des réponses rapides et immédiates aux problèmes actuels ? 


Il nous semble qu’une vaste campagne de sensibilisation des intellectu- 
els arabes ainsi que des masses aux problèmes vitaux pour l’avenir de la 
langue arabe, doit être organisée par les académies et les instances cul- 
turelles. Le programme de cette action doit partir d’une formulation de nou- 
velles normes linguistiques, susceptibles d’endiguer l’invasion déroutante 
des mots des nouvelles technologies. 


Il faudrait insister, pour convaincre les récalcitrants aux nouveautés, que la 
fuite vers le passé ne résout pas un problème d’avenir, et qu’il faut, tôt ou 
tard, prendre le taureau technologique par les cornes. Aussi, faut-il soulever 
le débat sur la définition de l’identité culturelle du monde arabe, et s’inter- 
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roger sur ses composantes ethniques, linguistiques, sociales, religieuses, 
géographiques et historiques. Seul un tel débat multidisciplinaire, sincère et 
franc serait en mesure de contribuer à l’élaboration des solutions globales à 
un problème pointilleux et très aigu. 
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Abstract 


This research finds its theoretical framework in the theory of conceptual- 
ization in action of Vergnaud (1992), the analysis of practice and work (Pas- 
tré, 1992) and of the subject practitioner in professional didactics. During 
the global health crisis (coronavirus outbreak), and the economic, social and 
political crises that are taking place in Lebanon, a new mode of digital man- 
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agerial practice has emerged. Moreover, managerial postures were consid- 
ered to accompany the digital revolution in schools and echo the figures of 
Taylor (1890), Fayol (1916) and Weber (1922); during the industrial crisis 
who developed theories on the scientific organization of work and business, 
followed by an educational innovation in the support profession (Clot, 1995) 
in ergonomics and practice in a professional situation to develop a study 
framework of skills. 


Furthermore, in this research the researchers are banking on the evolution 
of these theories over the years, taken up and developed with Vergnaud and 
Pastré, who have contributed to the enrichment of the field of didactics and 
provided a framework for the proposed study. 


In this research, the authors are interested on the one hand in encour- 
aging the heads of schools to reflect on their practices in digital managerial 
support, and to question the fact of being the guarantors of the quality of the 
productivity provided to companies. 


On the other hand, they are interested in the postures adopted by subjects 
to develop their managerial practices. Given the critical situation in Lebanon, 
which imposes confinement and isolation, a questionnaire was sent to heads 
of establishments to reflect on their skills in times of crisis, to question their 
feelings in the face of the unknown, and how to motivate teams, question the 
evidence and especially the managerial support recipes. 


The key concepts: virtual teams, managerial support, professional prac- 
tice. 
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Résumé 


Cette étude trouve son cadre théorique dans la théorie de la conceptual- 
isation en action de Vergnaud (1992, 2006, 2011), l’analyse des situations 
professionnelles (Pastré, 1992, 2006) et du sujet praticien : le leadership 
éducatif dans une attitude apprenante (Carré, 2020). Durant la crise sani- 
taire mondiale du « coronavirus », et les crises économique, sociale et poli- 
tique qui s’imposent au Liban, un développement de pratique managériale 
de leadership éducatif en numérique s’est imposé, des postures managéri- 
ales ont été réfléchies pour accompagner la révolution numérique en man- 
agement des établissements scolaires tout en faisant écho aux postures de 
management décrites par Taylor (1890), Fayol (1916) et Weber (1922), 
durant la crise industrielle qui ont développé des théories sur l’organisation 
scientifique du travail et des entreprises, suivies par une innovation péda- 
gogique dans le métier d'accompagnement (Clot,1995 ) en ergonomie et 
de la pratique en situation professionnelle pour en développer un référentiel 
des compétences. Cette théorie est reprise et développée avec Vergnaud 
(1992) et Pastré (1992) qui ont contribué à l’enrichissement du champ de 
la didactique et ont fourni un cadre à l’étude proposée. 


Un questionnaire a été envoyé aux leaderships éducatifs pour réfléchir leurs 
compétences dans l’accompagnement des équipes virtuelles en temps de 
crise, et pour remettre en question leurs sentiments devant l’inconnu, le 
comment motiver les équipes, questionner les évidences et surtout les re- 
cettes d’accompagnement managérial. 


Les concepts clés : équipes virtuelles, accompagnement managérial, 
pratique professionnelle. 


Introduction 


En 2019-2020, le monde assiste à la quatrième révolution « la révolution 
technologique », imposée par la crise sanitaire causée par le « coronavi- 
rus », et un recours à l’usage du numérique-(Rabardel-1995). Des pratiques 
managériales des leaderships éducatifs ont été innovés, dans une attitude 
personnelle, ainsi que l’influence sociale de l’apprentissage de la théorie 
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de la zone de développement proximale de (Vygotsky, 1934) pour accom- 
pagner les équipes virtuelles dans leurs pratiques professionnelles du pro- 
jet « enseignement à proximité ». La nécessité d’identifier et de caractériser 
les situations professionnelles en numérique, notamment dans les exigences 
qu’elles imposent à la pratique managériale, constitue une étape antérieure 
à l’analyse et à la description de la situation professionnelle (Mayen, 1997, 
2006, 2020). Effectivement, dans cette période de crises multiples, sanitaire 
« coronavirus », économique et politique au Liban, réfléchir le développe- 
ment des pratiques managériales du leadership éducatif, se situe dans le 
cadre de l’analyse du travail en établissement scolaire, pour accompagner 
les équipes virtuelles constituées a priori. 


Dans cette étude, les membres de la communauté professionnelle sont 
désignés par le mot « équipe » et sous- équipe. En anglo-saxon, le mot 
management des équipes est usé dans la littérature du Team-building. 
(Lipnack et Stamps, 1997) ont défini le concept de l’équipe virtuelle comme 
suit : «les membres de l’équipe virtuelle peuvent travailler ensemble en 
étant séparés géographiquement, voire localisés dans des pays différents, 
constituant ainsi une équipe virtuelle globale. 


A la lumière de ce qui précède, la problématique de cette étude est la 
suivante : Analyser la pratique managériale des leaderships éducatifs durant 
la pandémie et le temps des crises à l’ère numérique, les mettent-ils dans 
des situations apprenantes vis- à- vis des modes d’accompagnement des 
équipes virtuelles en action ? Développent-ils des postures de leadership en 
pleine action pour réguler et développer un référentiel de compétences en 
pratiques managériales d'accompagnement des équipes virtuelles ?

De cela, découlent les questions de cette étude : les leaderships édu- 
catifs à qui la pandémie a imposé le levier de gérer des équipes virtuelles 
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en interagissant via les outils numériques, seront-ils capables de lever les 
défis d’accompagnement des équipes et créer une société apprenante ? 
Seront-ils capables de passer de l’opérationnel au prédicatif pour dével- 
opper des compétences dans des situations professionnelles apprenant- 
es ? Seront-ils capables de réfléchir leurs postures en défiant l’emploi du 
numérique dans leurs pratiques ? 


La nouveauté des actions, et la perturbation mondiale vis-à-vis du « pro- 
jet enseignement à proximité », l’indécision qui en résulte et l’expérience 
limitée des leaderships en numérique, ont mené à avoir un panel restreint 
de l’échantillon de cette recherche: 56 francophones et 29 anglophones ont 
répondu au questionnaire ainsi que 12 interviewés ont permis aux cher- 
cheurs d’approfondir des informations non soulignées dans le questionnaire 
et tirer des conclusions sur des situations professionnelles apprenantes, et 
dans des contextes relatifs à la culture des établissements. 


Dans cette étude et selon le panel des répondants au questionnaire, 50% 
des leaderships francophones et 48,3% des anglophones ont une expéri- 
ence qui varie entre 5 et 10 ans, et 17,1% des anglophones, et 33,9% 
francophones, sont à 20 ans d’expérience. 


Caractériser des situations professionnelles d’accompagnement est ob- 
tenue à l’aide d’un questionnaire de 61 entrées lancées au niveau nation— 
al des établissements scolaires du secteur privé , durant la pandémie du 
« coronavirus », au mois de septembre-décembre 2020, pour les invit- 
er à réfléchir à de nouveaux modes de pratiques managériales en interag- 
issant vis-à-vis du numérique et 12 entretiens semi-directifs ont été menés 
pour recueillir les réflexions conduites auprès des managers en activité. 


Première partie : Quel management pour quelle pratique ? 


Historiquement, et du point de vue de la didactique professionnelle, l’étude 
de la pratique du leadership éducatif a été établie en vue d’une reconsti- 
tution ou d’une réflexion sur le référentiel des compétences, à partir d’une 
analyse d’une situation professionnelle et la théorie de schème (Vergnaud, 
1992). Avec F. Taylor. (1890) ; H. Fayol, (1916) et M. Weber, (1922), le 
contrôle des tâches était au cœur du management. Ce système était parfait- 
ement établi pour répondre aux enjeux du machinisme, de la standardisation 
des procédés de travail et de la maximisation des gains de productivité, et 
qui trouve sa suite dans les recherches de (Rabardel, 1995) en analyse de 
travail et dans la relation homme-machine. Avec les vagues du « corona 
virus », ce système va indiquer un appui sur les outils numériques dans les 
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pratiques managériales des leaderships des établissements scolaires. Pour 
(Weick, 1975), ce dernier sépare la structure formelle de l’administration et 
l’encadrement, des activités principales, comme l’enseignement. De plus 
(Pastré, 1992), trouve qu’analyser la pratique du professionnel « managéri- 
ale » se base sur trois éléments : l’objet, le sujet et la situation profession- 
nelle. 


D'un autre point de vue et en feuilletant la littérature nord-américaine 
(Hallinger et Heck, 1996, 1998) ont révélé des compétences d’accompag- 
nement non soulevées dans les recherches du XXIème siècle. Par contre, 
en faisant une rétrospective du métier du leadership éducatif, (Le Boterf, 
2010), déduit que le manager a été reconnu par la théorie du « grand 
homme », qui a été suivie par des recherches sur la cognition distribuée et 
l’analyse des pratiques ou de l’activité en didactique professionnelle. Selon 
lui, faire réfléchir les compétences managériales, sollicite aussi le dévelop- 
pement des compétences transversales telles que le rapport au travail, la 
culture, la maîtrise du langage, et divers sentiments et émotions comme la 
confiance en soi et le sentiment d’appartenance. 


En outre, la notion d'accompagnement est définie (Beauvais, 2004) com- 
me «une démarche visant à aider une personne à cheminer, à se con- 
struire, à atteindre ses buts, et est l’expression d’un véritable changement 
paradigmatique. D’autres théories s’ajoutent à cette recherche pour parler 
du concept de l’accompagnement en situation scolaire. (Bélanger, Réto, 
2018) ont soulevé l'intelligence émotionnelle du leadership et de l’éthique 
de care, ou le soin mutuel, étude lancée par (Goleman 2002) en Amérique. 
Il s’agit de se demander comment avoir les bonnes dispositions pour bien 
agir. Après avoir introduit les différentes théories et questionné les lead- 
erships éducatifs sur leurs actions et leurs pratiques en mode managérial 
numérique, et après avoir recueilli les données, nous ferons dans ce qui suit 
une analyse qui permet de mieux réfléchir sur le développement des com- 
pétences du leadership. 


Deuxième partie : analyse des données recueillies. 
1. Analyse des données quantitatives 


Les réponses analytiques de la majorité des répondants qui ressortent 
ou découlent du dépouillement du questionnaire, mettent l’accent sur la 
nécessité de réfléchir l’identité professionnelle du « leadership » et de son 
savoir-faire en pleine action, en accompagnement des équipes virtuelles en 
numérique 
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Les leaderships ont répondu à un questionnaire de 61 entrées sélection- 
nées qui ont permis d’analyser leurs pratiques managériales.

50% des francophones ont 5 à 10 ans d’expérience en management sco- 
laire mais ils n’ont jamais managé une équipe virtuelle que durant la pan- 
démie du corona virus. Tandis que les 31% des leaderships anglophones 
ont reconnu leurs expériences en management numérique depuis des an-— 
nées « several times, after 2010, more than 10 ». Les leaderships éduca- 
tifs francophones se sentent complètement plongés dans l’opérationnel par 
manque d’expériences et de rigueur face au changement. Le système des 
écoles anglophones est beaucoup plus ouvert et est géré par des leader- 
ships formés ou mis dans des situations professionnelles équivalentes et qui 
leur a permis de s’adapter au changement et aux nouvelles situations. Ils 
ont pu assurer une continuité pédagogique en pleine crise. 


2.1 : Les situations professionnelles et l’analyse des pratiques 
managériales : 


2.1.1 En situation de coaching individuel et collectif 


Pour former les équipes virtuelles à développer des pratiques en interag- 
issant via les outils numériques (Rabardel, 1995) et les accompagner dans 
leurs tâches, les leaderships éducatifs ont dû développer un coaching des 
équipes virtuelles en action, (Vergnaud 1992) dans une attitude apprenante. 
Is se sont mis dans des situations professionnelles et ont été obligés de 
revoir autrement les concepts cognitifs pour améliorer leurs pratiques virtu- 
elles : les leaderships ont fixé des pages dans leur agenda, pour identifier, 
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analyser les besoins « du comment faire pour élaborer des stratégies de 
travail, fixer des objectifs au fur et à mesure. Autrement dit, interagir en 
communauté éducative professionnelle exige des capacités de coaching in- 
dividuel et collectif, un emploi diversifié et innové des outils mis à leur dispo-— 
sition, et une réadaptation des emplois et des fonctions des sujets soulevés 
par des situations de travail instables. Ce qui demande un développement 
personnel de l’utilisation du numérique et exige une réflexion sur le cognitif, 
les capacités à gérer des équipes virtuelles et à les accompagner dans leurs 
difficultés.

Dans la gestion du temps et pour guider les équipes et les accompagner dans 
leurs tâches, les leaderships ont rempli des pages dans leur agenda, avec des 
objectifs fixés au fur et à mesure des évènements, 71,4 des francophones, 
et des 82,7% des anglophones disent avoir rencontré l’équipe une fois par 
semaine. Ils ont voté pour des réunions virtuelles dans des situations pro- 
fessionnelles (Mayen, 2012) complexes, critiques par leur nature, qui sont 
aussi des situations de travail à l’ère numérique. La différence entre an- 
glophone et francophone peut être expliquée par le nombre des répondants

Dans les gestions des équipes virtuelles, et pour manager les établisse- 
ments dans leurs actions journalières et managériales, les leaders ont im- 
pliqué les équipes, dans des tâches complexes pour les inciter à réfléchir 
leurs actions, à réguler pour développer et s’engager dans l’action. Les 
équipes ont été accompagnées par la prise de décision et par l’échange 
d’informations.-

Les leaderships éducatifs ont eu recours aux outils numériques pour faci- 
liter des pratiques managériales communicatives interrompues par les con- 
finements, les grèves, les fermetures imposées, en interagissant avec et sur 
des machines (Rabardel, 1995). Ces outils sont présentés comme l’un des 
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facteurs clés de succès des pratiques managériales en numérique, et qui 
exige un accompagnement par pairs, par groupes, et un suivi individualisé 
par le leadership. Le e-mail, le téléphone, la visioconférence représentent 
à eux seuls 57% des réponses mobilisées. En ajoutant Skype, on atteint 
presque les 70%. Skype, application interactive et instantanée qui combine 
l’écrit, l’image et le son, est d’ailleurs le seul outil web récent à passer la 
barre des 10%. La qualité des outils disponibles n’est donc pas en question 
et le manque de formation non plus, selon l’outil choisi par les différentes 
équipes. En outre, 53% des leaderships éducatifs ne pensent pas qu’il y ait 
trop de moyens de communication proposés, ce qui fait un prolongement de 
la théorie de (Rabardel, 1995), l’intervention de la machine qui change la 
pratique de l’homme.

50% des répondants ont trouvé des difficultés en coachant des équi- 
pes virtuelles, 41,1% ont trouvé une ressemblance entre les deux types de 
coaching, par contre 8,9% n’ont pas trouvé de différences. Accompagner 
pour motiver et engager dans le travail exige une intelligence émotionnelle 
des leaderships. 


Pour coacher en pleine action individuellement et collectivement, les 
leaderships éducatifs ont accompagné les équipes dans leurs actions en 
numérique, en analysant leurs pratiques managériales administrative, jour- 
nalière et quotidienne : questionner le comment faire pour planifier, former, 
organiser des actions, accompagner les équipes dans le quotidien dans des 
situation professionnelles routinières ou critiques. Ils ont dû coacher la ges- 
tion du temps, et l’espace virtuel, l’environnement vu que l’accès aux étab-— 
lissements était conditionné par la situation du pays, et la sécurité routière. 
Par contre, coacher les tâches administratives journalières : « communi- 
quer des circulaires, des programmes en ligne, des emplois du temps des 
enseignants et des décisions concernant les évaluations et des prises de 
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décisions, des communiqués pour les parents, via l’application numérique 
», le leadership accompagne le personnel de l’école dans sa pratique en se 
basant sur l’apriori. 


2 1.2 En situation de supervision des équipes virtuelles 


Les répondants aux questionnaires ont signalé avoir eu à pratiquer la 
supervision des équipes et des sous- équipes diversifiées en diplômes, en 
culture, en fonctions et en tâches.

Ils ont dû former les équipes à des stratégies de supervision par pairs et 
par équipes, en les accompagnant via les outils numériques, en répondant 
aux exigences de la situation professionnelle et essayer de la gérer en 
numérique. Ils ont conceptualisé dans l’action (Vergnaud, 1992), un savoir 
et savoir-faire du comment superviser des équipes virtuelles qui, à leurs 
tours, seront capables de soutenir leurs sous-équipes en action malgré les 
contraintes sociales « les contraintes de travail de chez soi », les problèmes 
de connexion, « internet, connexion », et en conceptualisation des stratégies 
de gestion de temps, de l’espace et du cognitif, accompagnées par des 
stratégies de motivation, et d’engagement des équipes.

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48,2% des francophones et 58,6% des anglophones disent avoir fixé des 
règles en matière de prise de contact de leurs équipes en dehors des heu- 
res du travail et d’autre part des francophones et des anglophones s’in- 
terdisent le contact en dehors des heures du travail. Ils ont aussi supervisé 
leurs équipes virtuelles en retravaillant un team building, et en développant 
l’éthique professionnelle entre les équipes virtuelles, pour les faire guider 
à retrouver l’intérêt commun du groupe et la culture des équipes. Ce qui 
permet de constater une gestion de la politique du travail entre groupe et 
individu et un accompagnement des tâches. 


2.1.3 En situation de mentorat des équipes virtuelles. 


Analyser les situations professionnelles novices a soulevé une pratique 
managériale en mentorat des équipes virtuelles et surtout dans le travail de 
la communauté administrative.

80,4% des francophones, 69% des anglophones ont repensé une ap- 
proche spécifique pour assurer le respect des valeurs en numérique et à 
proximité et superviser des conduites adoptées par le personnel ou les en- 
seignants réticents à la culture des équipes administratives et éducatives, 
en conduisant aussi les apprentissages sur les plateformes et les différentes 
applications en gestion du temps et de l’espace, pour résoudre des prob- 
lèmes. 


Ils ont tenté d’accompagner les situations novices pour guider un ap- 
prentissage en action et tester l’efficacité du travail en pratique numérique. 
Ceci met les leaderships éducatifs en situation d’innovation managériale : 
guider, accompagner pour ajuster ses erreurs et les erreurs des autres en 
les motivant et en les accompagnant dans leurs actions. Pour faciliter leurs 
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pratiques et éviter leur dépersonnalisation, ils ont dû élaborer des stratégies 
d’accompagnement : des délégations du pouvoir, des réunions d’accom- 
pagnement psychologique, une supervision par pairs, un suivi régulier.

94,6% des répondants francophones reconnaissent avoir des relations 
de travail respectueuses et conserver l’éthique professionnelle. 60,7% 
s’assurent de l’engagement des équipes virtuelles et veillent sur leur im-— 
plication rationnelle et affective.

48,2 des personnes interrogées se sont basées sur les compétences et 
23,2 % sur l’expertise a priori du corona virus, pour faire évoluer une con- 
fiance individuelle et professionnelle entre les équipes, ils se sont basés 
sur des éthiques fondées auparavant pour développer des normes, des 
concepts du quotidien en numérique entre les équipes. Ils ont monté des 
stratégies de supervision par pairs pour réguler des comportements (ZDP 
de Vygotsky).

Pour faire engager leurs équipes dans leurs actions en numérique, les 
leaderships ont jugé avoir besoin du département ressources humaines 
pour élaborer des outils numériques : 37,6 % sur les outils des communi- 
cations, des tests : 64,3 % sur l’amélioration de l’efficacité des équipes, 
des référentiels de compétences.

Les leaderships éducatifs ont usé des outils expérimentés à l’ère 
numérique comme étant le moyen fondamental de la pratique managériale 
virtuelle : la visioconférence et le WhatsApp, Skype, YouTube, zoom, teams 
pour améliorer leurs pratiques en gestion des établissements scolaires et 
accompagner les équipes virtuelles dans leurs activités quotidiennes- 


Ces outils ont fait une vague de changement en pratique managériale de 
ces sujets, en créant des variabilités dans les situations professionnelles : 
la gestion des équipes, la gestion des activités administratives, la gestion 
des classes, la gestion de l’apprentissage, la gestion des techniques, des 
stratégies d’apprentissages » (Cristol,2016). Ce qui peut référer aux mé- 
canismes de coordination mis en lumière par Fayol (1916) puis Mintzberg 
(1973), suivis par une vague des recherches sur la technologie en étab- 
lissement scolaire, en réfléchissant l’entrée par l’activité (Cristol, 2016) et 
son impact en leadership de l’éducation.

En suivant l’analyse quantitative, il est possible de requérir trois situ-— 
ations professionnelles donc trois postures d’accompagnement liées et 
reliées l’une à l’autre : le coaching, la supervision et le mentorat. Le panel 
de l’échantillon des répondants appartient à des établissements éducatifs du 
secteur privé de tous les niveaux scolaires au niveau national : 56 leaders 
francophones ,29 anglophones et 12 leaders (6 anglophones et 6 franco- 
phones) ont accepté de répondre à des interviews, disent avoir entrepris des 
démarches d’informatisation dans leurs établissements et ont été pris « à 
chaud » dans des situations apprenantes. Ce cadrage exclut de la réflexion 
scientifique le référentiel des compétences, dans le but de réinterroger les 
leaderships après la crise, sur les compétences, les tâches, leur potentiel 
pour accompagner, un projet professionnel, c’est à dire questionner les 
compétences pour former (Pastré, 1992). 


Troisième partie : discussion 


Gérer des équipes virtuelles d’un établissement scolaire advint trois dif- 
férentes situations professionnelles qui soulèvent trois postures managéri- 
ales en accompagnement des équipes virtuelles à l’ère numérique en éd- 
ucation : un sujet coach, un superviseur et un mentor pour mener le projet 
à ses termes. 


1. En coaching des équipes virtuelles en numérique.Durant la crise 
sanitaire mondiale du « coronavirus » notamment les crises économique, 
politique et sociale au Liban, les leaderships, et pour accompagner les équi- 
pes et les sous- équipes dans des situations professionnelles, ont soulevé 
plusieurs compétences en coaching des équipes virtuelles : « on a remis 
en cause nos gestions » : en guidant le travail, en reconstituant les équipes 
virtuelles, en les motivant, en les accompagnant dans leur tâche primordi- 
ale. Ils ont régulé des pratiques managériales en gestion des crises :« une 
gestion d’un agenda électronique, gestion du temps à distance, gérer une 
déstabilisation des situations professionnelles, et une indécision dominée 
dans les établissements et dans la gestion de l’éducation ». 


Par ailleurs, les leaderships éducatifs se plongeaient dans le comment 
faire et l’opérationnel pour développer des pratiques professionnelles ap- 
prenantes, en coachant la gestion du temps : confinements, fermetures im- 
posées par les situations de crises. 


En plus, les leaderships éducatifs, pour reconstruire les équipes virtu-— 
elles et les suivre à proximité ont dû coacher en suivant les procédures de 
reconstruction des « Team Building », 1) tout d’abord, en recueillant leurs 
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réflexions 2) puis en les analysant, et 3) finalement en les ajustant tout en 
s’appuyant sur l’aide des techniciens pour que ces mêmes équipes de 
différentes disciplines, collaborent et travaillent en sous-équipes. Ils ont re- 
connu avoir coaché les équipes en repensant leur technique de travail, leur 
technique de soutien, de suivi durant leur constitution. Vygotsky rappelle 
importance de la variété des situations professionnelles pour développer 
un savoir pratique cognitif. 


L’un d’eux réplique : «le problème fondamental est l’inadéquation en- 
tre le travail administratif académique et pédagogique ; gérer le temps de 
travail, la collaboration entre membre, les contraintes de la distance et la 
continuité du travail ». Un autre « sujet » ajoute : «il y a toujours un écart 
entre le travail académique et administratif, ils ne sont jamais analogues, il 
y a aussi l’inaptitude du corps administratif à accompagner les équipes éd- 
ucatives ». Un autre signale : « Ils sont quatre personnels, d’un âge moyen 
de 50 ans, qui refusent le télétravail, se plaignent des contraintes sanitaires 
et sociales et préfèrent la bureaucratie. 


Dans ce contexte et pour (Mayen, 2020) apprendre avec le vivant en 
conceptualisant en action, montre que le travail n’est pas seulement exécu- 
tion de l’action, mais « demande de penser l’être vivant », en visant la con- 
stitution des compétences destinées à la mise en œuvre de connaissances 
de l’être pour « diagnostiquer, raisonner, décider, anticiper » des actions de 
coaching des équipes en numérique. Ajoutons que la situation n’est plus en 
question, mais ce sont les actions et leurs analyses, qui prennent de l’im- 
portance pour développer des compétences. Certains leaderships pour faci- 
liter leur coaching, ont dû faire appel à des expertises. Les interviewés an- 
glophones s’accordent à dire qu’ils ont eu de l’expérience a priori : « nous 
avons déjà entamé l’action de | enseignement à proximité avant Covid-19, 
on a suivi des manifestations à l’Université Américaine de Beyrouth, le 
centre culturel anglais, et dans des établissements solaires développés en 
digital. » ; « on a formé nos équipes antérieurement à gérer le numérique 
et à accompagner les élèves et la communauté en numérique, par contre, 
c’est l’indécision mondiale et locale qui nous a monopolisés, accompagnée 
par une crise économique et politique locale». Gérer l’externe qui impose 
sur l’interne des procédures mobiles et instables exige des compétences 
de communication, un coaching intellectuel, pour engager des équipes di- 
versifiées et les responsabiliser, les engager dans la prise de décision et la 
résolution des problèmes.

Coacher les équipes et sous équipes exigent aussi un développement de 
l'intelligence émotionnelle : « le comment faire pour remettre les équipes sur 
le bon chemin, de prendre leur pouls, de les engager dans des actions édu- 
catives malgré les contraintes et les crises du pays ». En plus, pour coacher 
la résistance et les contraintes externes à la communauté éducative, les 
difficultés rencontrées en gestion des situations financières, les leaderships 
ont dû : « déléguer des tâches à des responsables qui ne touchent pas leur 
salaire régulièrement d’où l'instabilité des situations, ». Ils ont coaché une 
intelligence émotionnelle dans le travail (Clot, 1995). En dépit de toutes ces 
difficultés, les leaderships transmettent un jugement positif et un sentiment 
de bienveillance sur les équipes (Béllanger et Retro, 2018) « ils continuent à 
travailler grâce à leur sentiment d’appartenance et d’adhésion à l'institution 
où ils travaillent. » Enfin, analyser la pratique managériale des leaderships 
éducatifs en coaching des équipes virtuelles soulève une conceptualisation 
des schèmes cognitifs de coaching et un développement des compétences 
en coaching des équipes dans l’action (Vergnaud, 1994), et dans un envi- 
ronnement diversifié et productif « pour gérer l’ingérable », qui développe un 
instrument psychologique et une zone proximale de développement. (Vy- 
gotsky (1934). 


Les leaderships, dans l’accompagnement des équipes virtuelles, se sont 
basés sur un modèle cognitif constitué a priori projeté dans des situations 
apprenantes. Cette réflexion de ces pratiques développées en présentiel, 
engendre des difficultés et des obstacles qui ont entravé le développement 
de leurs pratiques managériales en numérique. Ils se sont trouvés devant 
une impasse qui les a empêchés de gérer à proximité ou a distance. 


2. En supervision des équipes virtuelles 


Pour réfléchir les situations professionnelles et les postures du leadership 
éducatif à l’ère numérique, les leaders ont répondu avoir pratiqué différents 
types de supervisions des équipes : Supervision pédagogique, supervision 
par pairs, et par groupes sur digital. 


Ils ont soulevé des situations professionnelles apprenantes : les leader- 
ships ont accompagné les équipes, en supervision par pairs pour réguler des 
actions et s’entraider à surmonter les difficultés du travail numérique. Ils ont 
supervisé le travail d’un groupe d’enseignants, de coordonnateurs, de re- 
sponsables de cycles, en remaniant le contenu des matières « on supervise 
des réunions d’informations, des situations à réfléchir ou à modifier pour 
améliorer, .… « on pense le cognitif, le savoir à enseigner, pour aménager 
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des situations d’apprentissage et superviser les programmes d’enseigne- 
ment, penser les conditions, et aider en formant ou améliorer les conditions 
». IIS pensent l’accompagnement en supervision par groupes en analysant 
les taches des équipes « le comment faire pour définir les tâches et suivre 
la pratique en action à l’ère numérique, avec des équipes non-formées, 
non motivées, et surchargées ». Développer des situations professionnelles 
apprenantes, en supervisant les coordonnateurs, le personnel administratif 
et de vie scolaire dans leurs réflexions sur «le comment faire pour accom- 
pagner l’enseignement à plein temps en numérique », « le comment faire 
pour accompagner à diagnostiquer les difficultés et accompagner dans les 
résolutions, les modifications à faire, les programmes numériques fiables et 
faciles à adopter sur artefacts, les pratiques, le temps et l’espace. 


Les leaderships ont soulevé des difficultés rencontrées en supervision des 
équipes virtuelles : « Le leadership prend du recul sur la situation de travail, 
ne sollicite pas des actions immenses et irréalisables à distance, essaie de 
réfléchir le comment faire à priori pour limiter l’écart entre le présentiel et 
le numérique ». Ils ont dû superviser des actions de rapprochement entre 
équipes pour souligner une amélioration en action efficace et fiable et sur- 
tout accompagner la création d’un environnement sain entre les équipes. Ils 
ont aussi élaboré une action de suivi pour pouvoir coopérer et superviser le 
travail administratif et pédagogique et pour rapprocher entre les activités des 
deux corps fondamentaux dans la pratique managériale des établissements 
scolaires. 


Les leaderships ont exercé la supervision par pairs : « en planifiant l’em-— 
ploi de temps des établissements en hybride et durant les confinements, les 
fermetures, nous avons regroupé les équipes en groupes binaires, suivant 
les critères suivants : coopération, entente, entraide, supervision ». Un autre 
leader ajoute : « pour former aux TIC nous avons repensé les formations 
initiales des équipes, nous avons réorganisé le travail à jour par intervalle 
pour monter une supervision entre membres des équipes ». Superviser la 
réduction des mobilités du corps administratif limite l’isolement profession- 
nel, et représente un autre apport du leader superviseur. 


Enfin, cette action de supervision permet une diminution de stress, de 
l’anxiété, et du sentiment de frustration du corps administratif face au 
télétravail et autre forme de travail individuel. 


3. En mentorat des équipes virtuelles. 


Les leaderships éducatifs en accompagnement des équipes virtuelles ont 
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fait des actions prédicatives en traversant la forme opérationnelle (Vergnaud, 
1985, 2006), en accompagnant leurs équipes dans leurs difficultés tout en 
adoptant une attitude positive et accompagnatrice, en sacrifiant leur temps à 
les écouter. Avec cette approche, les leaderships ont développé une relation 
de confiance basée sur leurs expériences a priori. 


Au début des crises au Liban, les leaderships éducatifs anglophones ont 
élaboré des dispositifs de formation prévoyant une gestion de crise, la ges- 
tion de stress et l’inquiétude des équipes : « on a accompagné les équipes 
dans leur questionnement et inquiétude du présent et du comment faire pour 
acquérir des compétences en travail virtuel « télétravail, vidéoconférences », 
et répondre à un besoin de soutien », «avant la pandémie, on a organisé 
des manifestations avec des universités et des établissements avancés en 
pratiques virtuelles ». Les leaderships éducatifs ont eu aussi recours à des 
outils pédagogiques en management des projets d’établissement scolaire, 
et des informations : « diagramme de Gant, Pert, Pestel et des plateformes 
comme Banner, Test portal, Pronote, E-School », et autres ». Pour (Rogal- 
ski ,2004) disposer des actions d'accompagnement et de solidification en 
action permet une diminution de stress, de l’anxiété, et du sentiment de frus-— 
tration du professionnel et une conceptualisation des pratiques managériales 
en action. Le sujet leadership innove alors des pensées pour améliorer ses 
pratiques en action et influence une conceptualisation des équipes virtuelles. 


Dans leur posture de mentor, les leaderships ont créé des situations pro- 
fessionnelles apprenantes, l’un d’eux réplique : « le leadership s’exige et 
exige des équipes pour se mettre dans des nouvelles situations, et d’interagir 
dans des situations de télétravail avec les contraintes des règles officielles : 
illégalité de l’enseignement à proximité, exigence des règles sanitaires, de 
la bureaucratie, du social, des contraintes de la cyber information. » Ils pra- 
tiquent en reconnaissant le besoin de soutien psychopédagogique, social et 
technologique et en prévoyant un besoin des outils, des stratégies, et des 
formations en action. 


Un des leaders a défini ses compétences en mentorat en action, en se 
questionnant : «le comment assurer un suivi qui lui permet d’avoir plus 
de recul, de développer « à froid » sa réflexion, pour mieux structurer sa 
communication et être davantage dans l’écoute ». Cette réflexion sur sa 
pratique managériale en accompagnement des équipes requiert une expéri- 
ence en action qui se fonde sur une expérience à priori et une constitution 
d’un modèle des pratiques. Pour les réguler cognitivement en action virtu-— 
elle, dont il Va user pour développer sa pratique en mentorat et élaborer un 
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modèle en pratiques virtuelles à repenser dans l’avenir. Ce qui amène à 
faire référence aux travaux de (Mayen, 2006) en taille de vigne, aux travaux 
de Pastré (1992) en plasturgie, faisant rupture avec des modes de forma- 
tion plus classiques orientés par des savoirs disciplinaires dont il s’agirait 
d’organiser la transmission, et la transposition des idées du comment faire 
(Pastré, 2011). Ces approches sont orientées par l’ambition de former pour 
et par l’activité. 


Travailler la psychopédagogie d'accompagnement des équipes virtuelles 
en action, la conscience de soi reconnue par (Goleman, 2002), comme une 
compétence interpersonnelle s’avère indispensable. Il s’agit de sa capac- 
ité à entretenir des relations et de s’adapter aux changements y compris 
l’intervention des informaticiens et les techniciens et désamorcer les conflits 
entre les membres des équipes virtuelles, et des sous équipes. 


Face au dilemme du numérique et ses contraintes et le besoin en accom- 
pagnement des équipes reconstituées, le leader est appelé à faire preuve 
d’empathie et de focaliser sa compétence émotionnelle, à comprendre le 
tempérament de l'individu nouvellement intégré dans les équipes, penser 
le comment a priori résoudre le problème d’intégration, tout en développant 
ses propres compétences en mentorat. Dans la relation interpersonnelle, le 
leader perçoit ses propres valeurs et son importance au travail (Goleman 
2002). Grâce à cette compétence émotionnelle, les leaders vont évaluer 
leurs compétences au niveau émotionnel et relationnel : « Je suis des équi- 
pes détestant le numérique », « on forme aux techniques et aux valeurs, 
on perd le contrôle, on ne gère plus nos émotions, on se sent incompétent, 
devant des personnes incompétentes ». 


Ces affirmations demandent du leadership, une interaction en situation 
professionnelle, une confirmation de soi, de ses schèmes, de sa capacité 
à se tenir professionnellement dans des situations critiques, d’évaluer les 
points faibles et points forts dans sa pratique et de les réguler en action. 
S’autoévaluer et évaluer les compétences en action expriment, également, 
la façon dont les autres tels que les enseignants et le personnel perçoivent 
la pratique managériale et les émotions négatives qui en ressortent pour les 
éviter. 


Les difficultés de la recherche 


1. Il s’est avéré difficile d’amener les leaders en temps de crises et en 
pleine action à réfléchir leurs pratiques en numérique, d’où le nombre 
restreint de l’échantillon. 
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2. L’indécision mondiale et l’invisibilité des solutions et des visions ont 
placé les leaders dans des situations critiques novices et mobiles. 

3. Les leaders ont jalonné entre différentes postures managériales : men- 
tor, coach et superviseur en numérique, ce qui a surchargé leur esprit, 
leurs agendas et les a remis en opérationnel. 

4. Le multiple confinement a restreint la mobilité des chercheurs et des 
leaders. 

Les propositions de la recherche 

1. Réfléchir un référentiel du leadership accompagnateur à l’ère numérique. 

2. Former les leaderships éducatifs à développer un apprentissage 
managérial de l’hybride. 

3. L’hybridation des situations professionnelles apprenantes en institution 
universitaire. 

4. Créer des situations professionnelles réflexives pour repenser le com- 
ment sortir de l’opérationnel en hybride. 

5. Evaluer les apprentissages en numérique. 


Conclusion 


Dans cette recherche, le leadership éducatif scolaire réfléchit trois pos- 
tures d’accompagnement à l’ère numérique des équipes virtuelles et so— 
ciales dans des situations apprenantes qui aident à gérer l’établissement 
comme l’a défini (Carré,2020). Il analyse des situations professionnelles 
d’accompagnement des équipes virtuelles en numérique pour développer 
et réguler des pratiques managériales et réorganiser son travail, valoriser 
les pratiques des équipes et assumer les erreurs. En plus, c’est une ques- 
tion de restitution des efforts en situations professionnelles pour innover la 
vie des équipes et leurs pratiques et contrôler celles des autres par l’ac- 
compagnement (Bauvais, 2004), pour un changement paradigmatique. Les 
leaderships éducatifs ont réfléchi donc des compétences d’accompagne- 
ment et ont développé des postures dans des situations professionnelles 
pour gérer des conflits au sein des équipes virtuelles et influencer une atti- 
tude apprenante chez l’autre (Carré, 2020). 


En outre, analyser la pratique managériale des leaderships éducatifs avec 
une expérience qui se fonde sur l’interaction entre vivant (Mayen, 2020), 
implique des acteurs multiples qui ont leurs intérêts et leurs stratégies pro- 
pres en gestion des équipes, en les invitant à une attitude réflexive sur leurs 
postures et leurs pratiques (Le Boterf, 2010) et en élaborant des situations 
professionnelles apprenantes de développement de pratiques managériales :

« gérer l’ingérable », gérer l’émotionnel pour motiver, éviter un isolement, et 
des erreurs, les leaderships ont régulé des compétences de toutes les pos- 
tures en mentorat pour prédire des situations en bienveillance émotionnelle 
(Bellanger et Retro, 2018), mettant les équipes en situations réflexives . Les 
moyens-fins se heurtent à la complexité des pratiques professionnelles car 
la question de la professionnalité des leaderships ne peut être séparée de la 
question du sens que les professionnels accordent à leurs pratiques comme 
à leurs interactions professionnelles (Pastré, Vergnaud et Mayen, 2006.). 


Enfin, pour répondre à la problématique et aux questions de l’étude, au 
début de la pandémie, les leaderships éducatifs ont été pris par l’opéra- 
tionnel, submergés par le désordre mondial, pour développer des actions 
de conceptualisation en action, des postures en coaching, en supervision 
et en mentorat et pour accompagner les équipes dans leurs tâches. Les 
leaderships en développant leurs pratiques en action ont sollicité une action 
de reprise de soi, ils ont guidé les membres à être acteurs de la dynamique 
des équipes « Team Building » en les accompagnant dans leurs émotions, 
en donnant du sens aux actions professionnelles élaborées en individuel 
ou en collectif. Cette modalité de travail et ses exigences s’inscrivent dans 
une analyse de pratiques pédagogiques, administratives et dans la politique 
éducative des établissements scolaires. 


Enfin, la consolidation d’une culture commune des équipes virtuelles, 
représente une étape sérieuse pour les leaderships pour garder leur con- 
tinuité, leur réputation et leur profil, dans un secteur fortement soumis à la 
concurrence, durant une crise économique et sanitaire qui leur est imposée. 
Cette culture fait face à toutes sortes de difficultés : la fermeture, le dé- 
sistement des membres de la communauté éducative, leur démission et leur 
licenciement. - 
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
